Evypt is bounded onthe cast by the Red Sea: on 
the south by Bahivpia; on the west by LibyaS and 
on the north by the Mediterranean. 11 is 200 leagues 
long, and 80 broad. ‘Through the middle of if, Fength- 
Wise, flows the Nile, liy whichit is watered and fruc- 
tifed; and it is divided into Upper, Middle, ‘and 
Lower Lg'ypt. | 
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LaSts part, or that nearest the cataracts, was 
merly embellished with a great number of sn- 
pef cities, majestic temples, palaces, tombs, obelisks, 
and especially that famons city Thebes, celebrated 
for its astonishing population, its riches, and its edi- 
fices. From cach of its handred gates, it is said, it 
could send out two hundred chariots, and ten thou- 
sand men. The ruins std remaining of this gvreat 
cify, render what we are told of it, credible. 

Memphis, in the Middle Egypt, withont equalling 
Thebes, sll exbibits to the eyes of travellers mac- 
nificent rensins., Teecr ff are the gigantic manu- 
ments, called the Pyramids, and the traces of the 
flake Moorts. dug by the hands of man, and ofan 
amaying extent. 

The lower part of Egypt ts a creation of the Niue. 
which, hy deposicing its mud, bas formed this acen- 
muation of land: it i very fruitful. The castle of 
Cairo. in this part, is a great curiosity. tt stands 
ona hill without the city, has a reck for its founda- 
tien, and is surrounded with walls of a vast beieht 
and solidity. “Phe way up te the castle is learn ont 
of the rock, and is of such easy ascend that loaded 
horses, &e can cet up without dithculty. The great- 
est rarity in this castle in Joseples wea, which Is cut 
out of the solid ruck to a prodigious depth. Water 
is supplied froin a spring, and is constantly drawn 
up by oxen, and conveyed by pipes to ail parts of | the 
_castie. 

The Nile rises in Ethiopia, and, ‘swelled by the 
‘rains which fall in the months of April and”“May, 
enters Ligypt, precipitating down seven cataracts. 
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The appearance and roaring make the curious travel 
ler shudder'as be approaches them; bat the inhahi- 
tants of the river, familiarized with the danger, ex- 
hibit to travellers a spectacle of iatrepidity traly 
astonishing. They are.seen, suspended on the top 
of the wave. to precipitate themselves down the rocks, 
quit their crazy boats amid the foamiueg guiphs, im- 
mersed ia perpetual mist: and when they seem to 
be swallowed} up, they reappear ata distance, safe dy 
foating on the smooth river. ‘Phe waters of the 
Nile spread slowly aver ihe Jands, which they era 
dually cover, and are coudueted to the more distan 
parte, by various canals. They renin four month. 
almost stagnant; and that they may not flow. o! 
rapiddy before they have deposited their fructifyin: 
mud, asea wind blows daring these four months, b 
which they are detamed. 

Should a persen. curing the time ofioandaden 
take his station inary elevated place, be would va 
cover avisi sea, above which arise a minnber of vail 
lages, resendiling so many tthe phurds connecté 
by causeways. inferspersed with craves and Gopst: 
for the conventence of the iahabitants. Barton th 
same places where boats of every kind were see 
sailing in all directions in the beginning of Wetobe 
when the nundapon has subsided, and the grony 
is dry, that is, ia December and January, cattle a 
seen feeding and sporting in an immense rheadoy 
enamelled with flowers, divided by odoriferous hedge 
and planted with tree: some of which promise, ar 
otners already afford, the most delicious fruits, *T! 
industrious cultivator gives still vreater animation 
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the scene. , The labour of the husbandman is ea- 
sy« he as only to rake the earth when. it is drying, 
and mix with it a little sand, and it will produce the 
most abundant barvests, 

The Nile requires nearly thirty feet of elevation, ti 
bestow plenty. ifit rise bigher, or does not react 
that height, sterility and famine are the consequence 
Motives so interesting have attracted an anxieu 
attention to the tnerease of this river. A thousaue 
Means have bees resorted to, to secure and regula 
the inundation, in which superstition dias had i 
share. Formerly a young virgia was thrown mt 
the water, tn order to render the river propitiow 
At present only an image is throwu om. The in 
crease of the Nile is, however, tu Egypt, std th 
news of the day, and according to its degree oer:

Near the cataracts are seen the huins of an edilirs 
which appears fo have becn a palace. Its site 
scattered over with columns, broken statues, ar 
fragments of beautiful marble, very delicately sculy 
tured. “The entrance to it was by avennes of « 
lumns, of which travellers assure us there still ex! 
six thonsand, etticy standing or fallen down The 
age seventy feet biel, thi rec resting out ach base, a 
“have on their capitals enormous figures of splanx 
and Jions. These works are prodigious, bat are 
to be compared with the temple at Dendera, in t 
‘same part of Upper Egypt, the columue of which e: 
scarcely be compassed by eight men with their ars 
extended; and of which the dimensions were suc 
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that.the Arabs, had built a town on its top, the ruins 
of which ate still to be seen. 
We’ proceed from wonder to wonder, while we fol- 
ow travellers in the grottocs of Syene, still remaining 
it Upper Eevpt. There are above a thousand of 
them hollowed im the rock, and adorned with pias. 
ters, and columns cut in the same stone: some o 
them which have been entered, are capable ot con 
taining six hundred horsemen, drawii up i a line 
These crottoes were probably (he quarries fron whic

were procured the obebsks, two hundred feet hie

The objects most attractive of curiosity in Egy 
are the Pyramids, which have been justly plac 
among the wonders of the worla. The princi 
ones have existed more than three thousand yea 
“near the spot where Memplis formerly stood, a 
where Grand Cairo at present stands. We know fit 
af the purpose for which they were built: there 
indeed, great reason to conjecture they were 
tended for places of sepulture; and this object is: 
unsuitable to the ideas of Egyptians, who attach 
so great an importance to the conservation of | 
bodies of their relatives. The largest and finest | 
ramid is situated advantageously ona rock, a lund: 
feet high. ai the middle of a level plam. It 1: 
perfect scare, each side of winch is nearly se: 
hundred feet in Jength at the base. Vhe lewzht 
the pyramid is nearly five bundred feet, and its 
mensions coutinually contract upwards, fill it t 
ninates rma flat serfaec, about sixteen feet sqna. 
and composed of nine preces. Tt may be ascend 
though with considerable dificulty, by lavers ofstor 
whieh form steps, by retiring three feet cach lay 
On entering it by a passage in the middle, we {i 
valleries and staircases, the walls of which are of b 
liant stone, beautifulty polished; and in the larg 
¢hamber, coated with beautiful marble, there is s 
a stone tomb to which the light of the sun can: 
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14 
_penetrate by any opening; it is said that three hun- 
dred and sixty thousand men were employed more 
than twenty years in erecting them, and that nearly 
half a million sterling was expended in garlick and 
radishes for the use of the workmen. 

The Labyrinth, which is still more wonderful, was 
built near the lake Morris. Jts exterior was superbly 
decorated, andsit contained three thousand rooms, 
vestibules, and chambers, one of which is fifty feet 
In hereht. Of these, fifteen hundred were ona level 
with the ground, and fifteen hundred under ground. 
In the latter were preserved the embalmed bodies 
of the king who built the structure, aud those of the 
sacred crocodiles. 

Besides these curiosities, there are In various parts 
af Egypt Obelisks, which serve as an orpament to 
some open square’, and are generally covered with 
iascriptions. Sesostris erected in the city of Helio- 
polis two which were of hard stone, brought from the 
quarries of Svene, at the extremity of Ievpt. They 
were each 120 cubits high. Another still larger was 
made inthe reign of Rameses, and if is said that 
20,000 men were employed tmecutting rt. This lat- 
ter and one of the former were afterwards conveyed 
to Rome, and form at this day, en account of their 
beauty as well as height, two of its principal orna- 
ments. 

The animals most remarkable in Egy pt are the 
hippopotamus, or river horse, an untameable, fierce, 
and very irritable animal: the crocodile, an amphi- 
ldous and voracious mouster, of the lizard kinu, but 
sometimes thirty feet or more im Jength: the ich- 
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neumon, a kind of rat, which clears the: land from 
reptiles and. other insécts “engendered in the mud, 
after the innndation. It is also a very formidable 
enemy to the crocodile, the eggs of which it breaks 
wherever it finds them; and it is said, that when the 
monster is sleeping, it will get down his throat, and 
gnaw his entrails. ‘The domestic animals, oxen, 
goais, and: sheep, thrive there predigiously, aud the 
flesh of the latter is of an exquisite flavour. We 
likewise find there chamelevas, apes, and camels. 
Among the birdy which wing their wav beneath 
this beauteous sky, the eagle and falcon are distin- 
eutshed. The court yards are stocked wrth every 
kind of domestic fowl From the banks of the viver, 
and the lakes, the pelican, the heron, large flocks 
of wild ducks, and other aquatic birds, take thor 
fight. Fish are likewise very abundant, and furnish 
the pemeipal food of the common people. The 
ostrich ruas over the sandy plains which surronnid 
Kevpt; and the ibis, a bird formerly worshipped, and 
sty tl Sa esteemed, takes hus stution at the en- 
trance at the che escrt, oS on a frontier entrusted to 
him to cuard, and devours the s serpents which Ly! Nu 
sends. : 
‘Trees, excepting fratt trees, are rare; of the lat- 
ter, the date is the most cominon, and of the others 
the palm, some cedars, and a thorny tree, useful* 
for building boats. Nature has mdemuihed Neypt 
for the want of woods in its plants.. i produces 
flax, which has always been in much esteem; p- 
pyrus, which supplied the Egyptians with paper, 
garments, utensils, and medicines; and of which 
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they even.ate the pith. They made similar use.of 
‘the lotus," or lily of the lake. Here are likewise 
odoriferous plants, from which the women procure 
perfumes ; - and whoever has tasted. the fruits, vege- 
tables, and esculent roots of Egypt, will not wonder 
that the Jews should have regretted being deprived 
of them. © 7 ) 
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The Manners and Customs of the Egyptiuns. 

fury pt was ever considered by the ancients as the 
most renowned school for wisdom and politics, and 
the source whence most arts and sciences were de- 
rived. Hence the learned men of Greece and other 
nations travelled to Egypt to complete their studies. 
Their government was always monarchical, but 
itappears that from the earliest times they took 
wise precautions to prevent the power of one alone 
from betug hurtfal to all. “The education of a hme 
was not cntrusted to his parents. ‘Uhe prince vho 
Was torcin, front his birth was contided to the priests, 
Who were grave personages, and well instructed ip 
the religion wud the laws. He was attended only: 
by young meu of approved manners: no slave, nor 
any person of suspicious character, might approach 
him. By religious exercises, by example, and by 
the daily recital of the consequences ‘of noble or 
base actidns, the idea was inculeated ia him of a 
God rewarding virtie, and punishing vice. His 
: sage were appointed for every hour .4f the 
day, the form of his habits prescribed, the,time for 
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the repetition of his exercises fixed, and the dishes of 
his. table régulated both with respect to quality and 
quantity. Far from finding himself disagreeably 
restrained by the severity of these regulations, ma- 
ny of the kings of Egypt acknowledged, that they 
owed to them their vigour and health of body. The 
monarch, while he Weed, was reverenced as a vod: 
but at bis death, submitted to the lot of other mor- 
tals, The whole® people sat in judgment over him, 
‘at the entrance of his sepulchre; and, after a scru- 
pulous examination, if his geod actions did not. out- 
weich his bad ones, he was disgracefully deprived of 
the rites of sepulture. 

The kingdom was divided into provinces, each 
of which had its governor; and the lands distribat- 
ed between the king, the priests, and the soldiers, 
who formed the- three principal orders. There 
were three other inferior orders, the shepherds, the 
labourers, and the artizans. The portion allotted 
io the king was appropriated to the maintenance ‘of 
the court, which was required to be magnificents to 
the expenses of war, and rewards by way of eucou- 
razement. The estates of the priests were applied to: 
defray the expenses of public worship, the natiohal 
education, and the support of thetr families ; those 
of the soldiers were lustead of pay. 

The priests attracted a veneration by their know-: 
ledee and virtues. They wore a habit of distinc- 
tiau, had a seat in the conuell of state. and when it 
happened that the Egyptians elected a king, if be 
wes pot of the class of priests, hie was initiated into 
the order before he was euthroned. The priest- 
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‘Hood was no dodht “hereditary,” siace the Egyptians 
were, obliged to follow the profession of, their fa- 
thers, even if they were soldiers. The latter, like the 
priests, Jet out their lands to cultivators, and receiv- 
edarent. The skill of the Egyptian husbandman 
has always heen celebrated in tillage, and the ma- 
nagement and breeding of cattle. 

Their first cage in the choice of judges was, that 
they should be al irreproachable morals. Thé mem- 
bers of the first tribunal of the nation, in number 
thirty, were taken’ from the principal cities, because 


it was supposed. they would possess more know- 


ledge and information. They chose themselves a pre- 
sident, who, as a: mark of his dignity, wore suspend- 
ed from the neck ‘the image of Truth ornamented 
with diamonds. They were paid by theking. Causes 
were pleaded by the parties in person. The plaintiff 
presented his complaint in writing, a copy of which 
was given to the defendant, . who returned his an- 
swer. The plaintiff replied, and the defendaist, if 
necessary, rejoined ; after which the judge, without 
speaking a word, turned the image of T ruth towards 
the party in whose favour he decided. No advo- 
cates were permitted ; their eloquence, subtlety, an] 
habit of ee trath rende red them 
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facility of gxpression might give to one of the par- 
ties a a superiority hurtful to justice. 

Their laws were aC knowledged to be so wise, that 
even distant nations came to learn and adopt “them, 
and the wisdom of the Egyptians became «prover- 
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bial. They all shew the wisdom of the legislatur 
a few. of the most remarkable ones are the followir 
Wilfal murder and perjury were punished w: 
death— Parents who had killed their children we 
not put to death, but were forced to hold in the 
émbrace the dead body three days and three nigh 
—He who uegtected tu save a man’s life, when 
was able, was punished as an assassin.—-Livery’ m 
was required to Jive an account of himself anc | 
profession to a magistrate, and he who gave a tal 
account was put to death.--To prevent the borro: 
ing of money, aman was required to pawn the bo 
of his tather; andif he died without redeeming 
was denied the honours of sepulture. Great resp 
was paid to old age; and the young were obliged - 
all occasions to rise, and. resign to them the m« 
honourable seat. <Gratitade was the virtue they he 
in the hbiohest esteem. 

The Exyptians worshipped a number of divinitie 
the prinescat of which were the sun and moon, ong 
the names of Isis and Osiris. Chey bike wis: assign 
gods to preside over all the elements, and worsin 
ped various animals, “Phere was nota sttigle tos 
which had not tis peculiar deiied sunimal, aca, dy 
wolf, how, crocodile, serpent, bird, or Osh 5 for wht 
large buildings, aviaries, or popas were provide 
according to their several natures, and prrests a 
pointed to attend them.

‘Tie dinits prescribed to medicme, must hke- 
wise have prevented the progress of that science. 
No physician was permiited to extend his prac- 
= igo more than one disease; and if he were to 

reat this disease in a different ojanner from that 
prescribed by law, and the patient died, he was pu- 
wished with death. Two very injurious inconvenienres 
yesalied ivom this rules the first, that the physician, 
bene confined ta one single nalady, endearoured to 
ascribe every stchness to that disease, and thusevas 
induced ta apply remedtes directly the reverse to 
these the disorder really requiced ; secoud, that not 
mee to vary tas treaimcnt, bat ai the risk 
nf his life, he could acqntre no ¢ <pericne e: and thus 
‘the ee continnally remained inits infaney.

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Commerce flourished iy Egypt, from the. carlin 
times. - An inland trade was carried on between. the 
cities and provinces, by means.of the Nile, and fo- 
reign commerce by canals cut through the deserts, 
and commuiicating with the Red Sea, and, by the 
river, witli the Mediterranean. Egypt thus maintained 
the communication of the two seas. It received by 
caravans ihe valuable merchandise of Arabia and In- 
dia, which it transmitted with its corn te the south- 
Cin — of Europe, at that time but indifferently

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SECTION YI. | 
History of the Egypitans, and their Kings, 

Che Egvptian history is divided into three periods. 
The first period includes 1663 years, commencing with 
the establishment of the monarchy by Menes, and 
ending in the destruction of it by Camhyses. The 
second ineludes 202 years, extending to the death of: 
Alexander the Great. The third includes 293 years, 
extending to the death of Cleopatra. As the second 
refers more particularly to the Grecian, end the last to 
the Roman history, it will be necessary in this place 


to consider only the former period. According to 


the Fizeptian histonans, first gods, and afterwards 
demigads and heroes, governed it successively tor 
more than twenty thousand vears. This account, how- 
ever, is licleved to be fabulous, their true history 
commencing with the reign of their kings. 

After the fatulous ages, the first king who makes 
his appearance is ‘Sean ile drained the lower 
part of Egypt, changing what was before a morass, 
into firm ground ; turned the course of the Nile, so 
as to render it of advantage to the couniry ; taught 
reigion,; instituted solemn festivals ; and was suc- 
ceeded by fifty kings of the same race, 

Egypt appears vo have been enriched and emhel- 


lished during this [ong succession ; but it lost these 
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ditvantages by ‘the invasion. of a Hidoplew ho came 
from the west, who laid waste, and enslaved this 
beautiful kingdom. They are represented as a horde 
of savages, and their kings as tyrants, who pillaged, 
massacred, and destroyed, and appeared to place 
their glory in effacing the very name of the nations 
they conquered. These conquerors were called 
king shepherds, probably because.they applied tliem- 
selves tu pasturage. It is not known whether they 
reigned over Egypta longtime: but atleneththey were 
conquered in their turn; and first confined toa cor- 
ner of the country, but afterwards entirely driven ont, 
destroyed, or confounded with the native inhabitants. 

The Egyptians having conquered and driven out 
their Invaders, were again governed by native kings. 
Atter a succession of several princes, of which ouc 
(Busiris) founded Thebes, Osymandyas succeeded 
to the throne. He was sufficiently powerful to ruine 
against the isthioplans, an army of four hundred thou- 
sand foot, aud twenty thousand horse. He valued 
himself creatly for the Luildings he erected. °“ Let 
him,” said be, “who envies my greatness, equal me 
inany one of raw works.” This King of Kings, tor SO 
he called hitnself, adorned Memphis with particoes. 
temples, his own tomb, and other monuments. Jt 
is but justice to acknowledge, that j in his edifices he 
knew how to unite elegance with majesty, differing 
in that respect from many of his predecessors and 
successors, who cared but little for the beauty ofa 
work, provided it was of vast dimensions. He like- 
wise luilt a library, and placed over the entrance 
this inscription: ‘The medicine of the soul.” 
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| ‘Several ‘monarchs who sneceeded ‘him enlarged 
vend embeltished Thebes. Netoctis ‘wae the first wo- 
‘an who wore the crown in Egypt. She received. 
it from.the Egyptians, who had deprived her brother 
of the recal power; but more vindictive than grate- 
ful, she began ber reign by plunging into a dungeon 
the grandees who -had deposed her .brother, and 
raised her to the throne. She is described as beau. 
tiful, with fair hair, and an. admirable complexion, 
but of a cruel si dani She built one of the pyra- 
mids, . 
Afterher, twelve genrrations elapsed to Meris, who 
dug the famous Jake which bore his name. Many 
historians make him the immediate predecessor of 
ihe celebrated Sesostris. At the birth of his son, 
the father collected together all the male children 
born the same day, that they might be brought up 
and educated with him, persuaded that those who 
had beeu hie compoiiens and equals in ms childhood, 
would, shen be showd arrive at mature age, become 
his faithful ministers and affectionate soldiers. 

For a first expedition, his father sent .hiin® to 
clear Lybia trom serpents and wild beasts? and to 
fight against the Arabs. This success Inspired him 
with a desire to extend bis conquests still furtler, 
and even were it possible, over the whole world. 
He began by securing the centre of his power. be 
endeavoured to gain the hearts of his subjects, by 
acts of liberality and clemency, pardoningall who had 
been guilty of rebell’on, and paying the debts of in- 
solvents. To this benevolence he added the most 
amiable affability, and provided for the safety of the 
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eountry, “by ésta blishing’ Tie it? ‘thirts y-six” flov 
mdér the regency of his brother. 
Convinced that the strength of armies consists: ‘in 
unison and honour, Sesostris instituted, both by land 
and sea, military orders formed of the most select 
among his subjects. At the head of these brave men, 
sometimes in fleets which covered the Indian aud 
Mediterranean seas, and sometmnes: with armies, 
ba traver-ed the countries from the banks of the 





erected im several places columns, which were to be 
seen long after his decease. They bore this inscrip- 
tidin: **Sesostris, king of kings, and lord of lords, 
subjected this country by the power of his arinics.” 
Afrer an absence of nine years, which he had passed 
a eateneins Ais er Sesostris ee to 
i rmais, or, as ‘athens call bina, uae, bie mies 
who lad now been accustomed to command, at- 
tempied the life of the king, who escaped, as if by A 
miracle, from the flames prepared to destroy’ hint. 
He contented bimself. with banishing the criminal, 
Who retired toGreece. Sesgstris employed the re- 
mainder of his days in fortifying and embellishing 
Egypt. 

He was tyrannical toward those he conquered, if we 
may judge of the manner in which he conducted him- 
self towards captives of the common class by that in 
which he treated their kings, whom, from time to 
time, he caused to be harnessed, to draw his chariot. 
One day observing that one of these unhappy princes 
frequently turned bis bead, and with a melancholy 
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and ‘thoaghtfal countenance, fixed his éyes on the 
wheek, he édhquired of him why he dit sv: O king,” 
replied the royal slave,“ the revolution of the wheel 
re minds me ofthe vicissitudes of fortune: every part 
ot it is by turns at the top, and at the bottom. Such 
is the lot of men: to-day they may he sea ot ina 
throne, aud to-morrow reduced to the. most. ignomi- 
nious siivery.” This just reflection made such ant 
Impression on the monarch, that he discontinued his 
proud and insalting practice. In his old age hé be- 
came blind, and killed himself. | | | Po 

To several other Egyptian kings, of whom the last 
was a tyrant, succeeded Actisanes, ah Ebhapiais 
whom the Egyptians had themselves. eailed ta the 
throne. lie was a rigid enforcer of justice. Elis 
severity peopled Rhinocolura, the most remote city in 
the eauntry between Syria and Egypt, ina fertile soil, 
but with no water except w hat was extremely salt 
and bitter. ‘Fo this place he sent robbers, for whom 
he made the strictest ‘search, after having first si Ur 
matazed them with an indelible mark of igudminy, 
by cutting off their noses. Necessity, the mother of 
invention, taug ‘ht them the art of making snares with 
reeds, with which they took quails that migrated into 
that country at certain seasons, 

Mendes, his successur, who was raised to the 
throne by election, built the labyrinth. After an‘an- 
archy of five generations, Menes, of obscure birth, 
was advanced to the regal dignity. 
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. Remphié, hig successor, or, as he likewise called, 
Rhamasinitus, was extremely avaricious, and caused 
4 strong fortress to be built, in which to keep his trea- 
sures. ‘le belrevedit to be inaccessible; but on visit- 
ing his riches, he found them continually diminish. 
The cause of this diminution was as follows: The ar- 
chitect who builtthe treasury, bad.placed one stotieso 
artfully, thutasingle man might remove and replace 
it withuut its being perceived, and thus énter and car- 
ry away what he pleased. The builder, when dying, 
disclosed this secret to bis two sons, who made that 
use of it, which the king perceived by the diminution 
of his treasures. The king, therefore, placed snares 
around the vessels which contained the gold. The 
robbers, not suspecting any danger, cane as usual. 
The foremost ot them was taken, and perceiving that 
his escape was inipossible, desired his brother to cut 
off hix head, and carry it away with him, that he 
might not be compelled to discover his accomplice. 
Hisbrother complied with his request; and the king, 
the next day, found.only a body without 2 head. 
from which he could obtain no information. 

After eight other monarchs, Cheops ascended th: 
throne, and built the great pyramid, and was suc 
ceeded by Mycerinus. : 

_ Genepbactus is the king placed the next after M ; 


cerinus. He is celebrated for his temperance, tk 
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ove of. which he acquired by an accident.” An an @X- 
| pedition which he made against the Atabs, his army 
wanting provisions, was obliged to feed on the coars- 
est and im ost disagre eable aliments. He immediately 
conceived that the delicacies of the table might be 
dispensed with, and forbade them throughout his 
dommions, Any other person would have rather 
reconipense (| himself. forthe want he had suffered, 
by indulging in the plenty in his ‘power. 

iis son, Boechoris the Wise, merited that title by 
ies useful institutions. His successor, Orychis, fram- 
ed the law respecting debts, by which the body conld 
not be buried till they were paid. After hin a sreces- 
sion of conquering, dethroned, und restored kings, 

shews a fermentation, which ended ina governtnent 
of twelve kings. 

Fhose twelve kings having become masters of the 
conntry, took every possible means to secure their 
power: tut the greatest difficulty was to guard them- 
selves against the ambition af each viber. After sofne 
time,eleven of them conspired against Psammetichins, 
and banished iim to the marshes:—>afterw: ards, having 
obtained foreign aid, lie in return attackedand defeat. 
ed theni, and reserved the throne for himself alone. 
Psammetichus afterwards endeavoured to attach 
his subjects to him by mildness and generosity,

It might be, a hundred vessels 
ure searching for the passage, and yet must they 
wait till the nilot appears to conduct them on their 
wav. Similar to this is the state of mankind. We are 
voyagers ou the sea of life—all are in pursuit of one 
object, that is, Aappiness, Nevertheless, without a 
pilot without a directing hand from heaven, ‘Zot onc 
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“shall be able to find it. We mistake the road. Thus 
seme may be ready to say, that to be great is tu be 
happy.” Let us contemplate the case of Sesostris, 

. king af Egypt. He was possessed of riches, of ho- 
nours,of pleasares-notwithstanding which,so far was 
he from baving attained happiness, that in order to get 
rid of a hile, the burden of which he was unable to en- 
Jure, he laid violent hands on himself. Alas! he had 
mustaken his course. Happiness is to be sought for, 
aot from without, but from within; not in the things 
of the world, but in the fear of God, 

Again, it must be remarked, what a fatal tendency 
bas prosperity to blind the understanding, and to 
wenerate pride in the hearts of men. How are we 
struck with indiguation and pity at the words which 
he caused to be inscribed on the pillars erected to 
commemorate his victories! 

By what is recorded in the concluding part of the 
history, we are led to recollect the reply made to 
king Sesostris by one of his royal captains, aud whicp 
muy be applied as weil to kingdoms as persons, 
Eeypt, once the most powerfal, is now one of the 
least of the vations of the earth. The vestiges which 
still remain, serve only to point out to us its former 
ereatness.

OF THE ASSYRIANS AND BABYLO- 
NIANS.

Secrion I. 
Of the first Assyrian Empire, | 

Tur Assyrian empire was one of the most peient in 
ihe eniverse. It is generally alicwed that Nimrod 
was the founder of the first Assyrian empire, which 
subsisted, with more or tess extent ano glory, up- 
wards of 1450 years, from the time of Nimrod to that 
of Sardanapalus, the last kiag. Nim:od wasa creat 
hanter, and in applying himself to tots laborious and 
dangerous exercise; he had two things in view: ‘the 
first was to gain his people's afiection, by delivering 
them from the fary and dread of wild beasts; the 
next was to trara up numbers of young people by 
‘this exercise of inuting, to endure labour and hard- 

ship, to form them to the use of arms, to inare them te 
a kind of disciplisce and obedience, and thus prepare 
them for more important enterprises. 

The capita: of this kingdom was Babyloe. Pram 
this country, he went into that which bas the nus ¢ of 
Assyria, and there built Nineveh. ‘Phis conquerer, 
having possessed himself of the provinces of Assur, 
did not ravage them like atyrant, but titled them with 
cilies, and made himseifas much beloved by bis anew 
subjects, as he was by his old ones. Among other 
cities, he built «ne more large and magnificent than 
the rest, which he called Nineveh, from the name of 
‘his son Ninus, in order to immortalize his memory.

_ Ninas, the soa of Nimrod, or Belus, is considered 
by many lustorians as the founder ‘of the Assyrian 
empire; and for that reason, a great part of his father’s 
actions are ascribed to him. Having a design to en- 
large his conquests, the first thing he did, was to pre- 
pare troops aud Giheers capable of promoting his de- 
siens, And having received powerful succours from 

‘ie he abians bis neighlours, he took the field, and, in 
the space of seventeen years, conquered a vast extent 
of coriicy, from Kevpt as far as India and Bactria, 
whieh countries he did not then ventare to attack. 

At his return, before he entered upon any new 
congqiests, be conceived the design of immortalizing 
his pame, by the building ofa cily answerable to the 
greatness of his power: he called it Nineveh, and 
alll itou the eastern Lanks of the Tigris. Possibly 
he did no more than finish the work his fathwt had 
began. His design: was to make Nineveh the larzest 
and noblest city in the world, and to put feout of the 
power of those that came after him, to build such 
another. Norwas hedeceived in his views, for never 
did any city equal this in extent and magnificence : 
owas engiteen wiles and three qu ‘arters m length ; 
and eleven iailes and one quarter in breadth; and 
censegnently was an oblang square, [ts circunfer- 
ence Was sixty miles. he walls ofit were an hundred 
fart breh, apd of wo considerable @ thiekness, (lint 
three chariots might go abreast apon them with ease. 
They were fortified aid adorned with a hundred tow- 
ers, two bundved fect high. 

After he had finished this prodigicus work, he re- 
sumed bts expedition against the Bactrians. His ar- 
my is said ic bave cunsisted of 17,060,600 foot, 2,00,000 
liorse, gud about 16,000 chariots, armed with scythes. 
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Ninus made himself master of a great number of ci 
ties,.and at last laid siege to Bactria, the capital of 
the country. Here he would probably have seen all 
his al Feu miscarry, had tt not been for the dili- 
gence and assistance of Semiramis, wife to one of his 

chief ofteers, a woman of great sagacity, and pecu- 
Hiarly exenipt from the timidity of her sex. It was 
Semiramis that directed Ninus how to attack the cita- 
dels and by her means he took it, and thas became 
masterofthe city, in which he found immense treasure. 
he husband of Semiramis having killed himself, to 
prevent the effects of the king's threats and indigna- 
tion, who had conceived a violent passion for lis wife, 
Ninus married ber, 

After tis return to Nineveh, he bad a son by her, 
whom he called Ninyus. Not long after this he died, 
and left to the queen the government of the Kingdom. 
She, in honour of ‘iis memory, erected a uiachificent 
monument, whieh remained « long time after the ruin 
of Nineveh, 

Semiravwis applied all her thoughts to immortalize 
her name, and to coyer the meanness of her extrac- 
tion by the greatness of her enterprises. She pru- 
posed to herself to excel alf her predecessors tn tiag- 
nificence; and to that end, she undertook the bur - 
ing of the mighty Babylon: in which work, she em- 
ployed two millions ef men, who were collected out 
of all the provinces of her vast empire. Some of her 
successors adorned that city with new works and em- 
bellishments, till it became the wonder of the world, 

The principal works which rendered Babylon so 
famous, were the walls of the city, the gates, and the 
‘bridge, the lake, aad canals, the palaces, anu the 
temple of Belus; works of such magnificence, as cam 
scarcely be couceived. 
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Babylon stocd on a large plain; the walls were 
prodigious, being in thickness elghty-seven feet, and 
in height three hundred and fifty feet. The city was 
an exect oe cach side of which was fifteen miles 
‘In length, which gave it a compass of sixty miles. 
The walle were built of large bricks, cemented to- 
gether by a glatinous lime produced in that country. 
Tits ine formed so fine a cement, tuat the walls were 
as strong as though they had been composed, of one 
antire vock, 

These walls were surroanded withont by a vast 
Witch fall of water, and ned with brick-work on 
both sides. Of the earth that was dae out ef it, the 
bricks were made with which the walls were built, 
and trom the vast size of which, may be inferred the 
ereatness of the ditel. Pe 

On each side of this great square were twenty-five 
gates, all made of-selid brass: between theses catus, 
at regular distances, were towers berber than the 
wills. From each ne Wia straight line to the vate 
directivy aver ogatust it, there was a ruad a haudred 
cnats browd, aad nee pies long; so that the whale 
number of the streets was fiiy, cach fifleen tiles 
long Besides those thore were four other streets, 
whick went round the four cites of the city next to 
the walls, und each af whieh was two handred feet 
broad. By these streets. each crossing each other ing 
shia manner, the whole city was divided into six hun- 
died and seventy-six squares, each two titles in clr 
cunfererce. Round the square ou every side towards 
the streef stood the houses, built three or four stories 
lovh, and beantified with all inwmener of oraauents. 
‘Phe ground in the middle of cach square was occu- 
pled wih gardens. 
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_ A branch of the river Euphrates ran through the 
city, from north to sunth, On each side of the river 
was a high wall, of the sime thickness a as that which 
surrounded + the city. In these walls Were gates o} 
brass, and desceuts by steps to the river, for the con: 
venience of the mhabitants. These gates were always 
shin at might, which gave the city the appearance ut 
a double town. 

Jn the centre of the city, over the river was thrown 
abridge of extraordinary magnificence: tt was built 
with such wonderful art us to create a foundation suf- 
ficiently strong, in the bottom ef a river which was 
sandy. ‘Phe arches were made of huge stones, faster- 
ed together with chains of iron and melted lead. Be 
fore they began to build the bridge, _ _ the. 
course of the river, and Jaid its channel d 

The lake and canals of the city were as oe enificent 
as they were useful. On the sun's melting thes HOW 
on the mountains ‘of Armenia, where the river kin- 
phrates has its: Hise, therdarose every year anincrease 
of waters, highly disadvantageous to the inhabitants 
of the city and the surrounding country. To prevent 
the damage occasioned by this inundation, two ca. 
nals were cat at a considerable distance above the 
town, which tered the course of these waters intd 
the Tigris; and to secure the couriry yet more from 
the dane of these inundations, prodigious banks 
“vere raised on each side the river. 

To facilitate the erection ef these works, an im- 
meuse lake was dug tothe west of Babylon, forty 
juiles square, one hundred anid sixty m cotapuss, and 
thirty-five feet in depth. into this lake was the whole 
river turned till the work was finished, when it was 
made to fuw back into its furmer channel, But that 
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the Euphrates, i in the time of its increase, might riot 
overflow the city through the gate, this lake was pre 
served, and the water received into it was kept all the 
yea rforthe benefit of the country, and let out by sluices 
for watering the lands below it: the lake therefore was 
equally useful ta fief nd ing the country from Inunda. 
tron, andin venderitig it fertile. Some authors ascribe 
to Nebuchuduezzur the erection of these works, while 
others ascribe them to his daughter-in-law. 

At tas iwo ends of the bridye, on either side of the 
river, were two palaces, which had communicatior 
with each other by a vault built underneath thi 
channel of the river at the time of its being dry 
The old palace, which stoud ou the east side of thu 
river, was three miles and three quarters in compass 
The new palace, which stood on the wes‘ side o 
the river, was seven miles and a helf in compass. | 
«was surrounded with three walls, one within anothe: 
"i hese wails, as well as those ofthe otber palaces, Wer 
adorned with a variety of sculptures, representing al 
kinds of animals. In the new palace were the cele 
brated hanging gardens: they contained a square ¢ 
four bundred feet en every side, and were carrie 
aloftin the manner of several large terraces one abov 
another, tilthe height equalled that ofthe city, Th. 
walls were sustained by vast arches raised one abov . 
another. On the top of the highest arch were Jab 
Jarge flat stones, sixteen feet loug and four broad 
over these was a layer of reeds, mixed with a grea 
quantityof lime, upon which were two rows of bricks 
the whole was coveréd with thick siteets of lead, upo 
which lay the muuld of the garden. AL this was co. 
trived to keep the moisture of tha mould from run 
hing through. The earth laid on this rool wasso dee 
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thet the greatest trees might take root-in it: and wi 
suchthe terraces were covered, as well as with ; 
other plants and flowers adapted tovadorn a garde 
. Historians say that Amatns, the wife of Nebacha 
nezzar, who was a daughter of the king of Media, hi 
been much delighted with the mountains and gardet 
of that country ; and as she desired to have somethit 
like it in Babylon, Nebuchadnezzar, to gratify he 
caused this prodigious edifice to be erected. 

The fifth wonder of Babylon was the temple 
Belus, whieh was a building half a mile in compas 
and a furlong in height. It consisted of eight towe 
built one above the other. The ascent to the top wi 
by circular stairs on the outside, which turned eig! 
times round the tower froni the bottom to the ‘to; 
Over the whole, on the top of the tower, was an ol 
servatory, by the aid of which the Babylonians becar 
imore ex pert in astronomy than all other nations.. Bi 
the chief use for which this tower was desig ened wi 
the worship of the god Belus, an image of wk a wi 
placed in it,forty feet high, composed entirely of gol 
and valued at two crores and sixty lacks of ‘ rupee 

This great city, built with such extraordinary ma; 
nificence, is now so completely destroyed, that it 
difficnlt to discover the place where it stood. Of i! 
beautiful gardens, its mussy walls, and magniticer. 
temple, scarcely one stone remains on another. Th: 
present inhabitants of the country are almost una 
quainted with its former magnitude, the records « 
which are preserved among other uations. 

Such were the chief works that rendered Babylo 
so famous: the greater part of them are ascribed b 
historical writers to Semiramis. That this ‘enor - 
mous city might be erected with the despatch he 
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impatience required, she allotted particular spots to 
her trustiest friends, allowing to each, every thing 
that was neéessary for the undertaking, by which 
means the whole was shortly finished, according to 
her commands. When she had completed these great 
undertakings, she thought fit to make a progress 
through the several parts of her empire; and, wher- 
ever she came, left as monuments of her magniffcence 
many noblestructures which she erected, either for the 
convenience or ornament of her cities. She was par- 
ticularly careful to have water brought by aqueducts 
to such places as wanted it, and to make the high- 
ways easily passable, by cuttmg through mountains 
and filling up valleys. The authority this queen had 
over her people seems very extraordinary, since we 
find her presence alone capable of appeasing a sedi. 

tion. : 
Not satisfied with the vast extent of dominians lef 
her by her busband, she enlarged them by the: CON 
quest of a great part of Ethiopia. Her last and grea 
expedition was against India: on this occasion shi 
raised an innumerable army out of all the province: 
of her empire, and appointed Bactria for the rendez 
vous. As the strength of the Indians consisted chiefs 
in their great elephants, she caused a multitude o 
camels to be accoutred mm the form of elephants, in 
hopes of deceiving the enemy. The Indian king 
having notice of her approach, sent ambassadors t 
ask her who she was, and with what right, havin 
never received any injury from him, she came ou 
of wantonness to attack his dominions; adding, tha 
‘her boldness would soon mect the punishment } 
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deserved. Tell your-master, (replied: the queen, 
thatin a little time 1 myself will let him know who 
am. She advanced immediately towards the rive 
_Andu8, and having prepared a sufficient number « 
* boats, she attempted to pass itwith herarmy. .The 
passage was a long time disputed; but after a blood 
hattle, she put her enemies to flight. Above a thor 
sand of their boats were sunk, and above a huadre 
thousand of their men taken prisoners. 

Encouraged by. this success, she advanced direct. 
into the country, leaving sixty thousand men b 
hind to guard the bridge of boats, which she he 
‘built over the river. This was just what the kis 
desired, who fled on purpose to bring her to <¢ 
engagement inthe heart of his country. As soc 
as he thought her far enough advanced, he fact 
about, and a second engagement ensued, thare blo 
dy than the first. The counterfeit elephanis cou 
not. lone sustain the shock of the real‘ ones: the 
routed her army, crushing whatever came in the 
way. Semiramis did all that lay in her power to ral 
and eucourage her troops, but in vain. The swif 
ness of her horse soon carried her beyond the rea: 
of ber enemies. As her followers crowded to tl 
bridge to repass the river, great numbers of the 
perished, through the disorder and confusion un 
voidable in such circumstances. When those ih 
could save themselves were safely over, she destro 
ed the bridge, and by that means arrested the pu 
suit of her enemies. She and Alexander after h- 
were the only persons that ever ventured to car 
the war beyond the river Indus. ,

~’ Semiramis, some time after her return, discovered 
ihat her son was plotting against her, and one of 
her principal officers had offered him his assistance. 
Without inflicting any punishment on the officer, 
‘who was taken into custody, she voluntarily abdi- 


cated the throne, and» ‘put the government into the 
hands of her son. 


Ninyas was in no respect like those from whom be 
received his birth, and to whose throne he suceceded. 
Wholly intent upon his pleasures, he kept himself 
shut up in his palace, and seldom showed himself to 
his people. To keep them in subjection, he had al- 
ways at Nineveh a certain number of regular troops, 
furnished every year from the several provinces of 
his cnyre, at the expiration of which term they were 
succeeded by the like number of other troops on the 
‘same conditions; he king putting a. commander at 
the head of them, on whose fidelity he could depend. 
He made use of this method, that the officers might 
not have time to gain the affections ot the soldiers, 
and so forin any conspiracies against him. 

His successors for thirty generations followed his 
example, and even surpassed him in indolence. We 
know not cither the dates of their snecession, or ther 
consanguinity, fron. Ninvas to Sardanapalus, who 
was the last of them. 

The name of this latter prince 1s become almost a 
proverbial reproach; and he merited the ignominy 
to which he is consigned, if it be true, as history 
asserts, that he was not ashamed to dress like a 
woman, to spin among his concubines, to paint and 
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deck himself with the most effeminate orna ents, 
and ‘riot in the most shameless and vile lascivi- 
ousness. Hither from indignation at’ his conduct, 
‘or from ambition, two of his subjects formed the 
project of dethroning him. One of these was named 
Arbuces, a Median by nation, and an able general ; 
the otir was Belesis, a Babylonian, a priest, dnd a 
great astrologer. The latter prevailed on Arbaces 
to enter into his plans, and inspired him with hopes 
Ly pretended predictions. They began by forming a 
combination among all the governors of the province, 
who, at that time, by a very blameable necligence on 
the part of the monarch, were all assembled at Ni- 
neveh, and afterwards they gained over the annual 
arny. On the first rumour of this revolt, the king 
hid himself in the inmost part of lis pakaces Being 
obliged afterwards to take the field with some forces 
which he had assembled, he at first cained three sue- 
cessive victories over the enemy, but was afterwards 
“overcome, and pursned to the gates of Nineveh, 
wherein he shat himself, in hope that the rebels woald 
never be able to take a city so. well fortified, and 
stored with provisions fora considerable time. The 
siege proved indeed of great fength. But whenhe saw 
that the Tigris, by a violent inundation,-had thrown 
down two miles and » half of the city wall, and 
by that means opened a passage to the enemy, he 
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deemed his.cause lost. He resolved, however, to die 
in a-manner which he thought would cover the infamy 
of his scandalous ang effeminate life., He ordered a 
pile of wood to be made in his palaee, and setting fire 
to it, burnt himech) his eanuchs, his women, and his 
treasures. 

Weare not to wonder that the Assyrian empire should 
fall under such @ prince; but-undoubtedly it was not 
till after having passed throug various augmenta- 
tions, diminutions, and revolutions, common to all 
states, even to the greatest, during the course of several 
ares. | 
' Of the rnins of this vast empire were formed three 
considerable kingdoms ; that of the Medes, which Ar- 
baces, the pruictpal head of the conspiracy, restored to 
its hiberty ; that of the Assyrians of Babylon, which 

wes given to Belesis, or Nabonasser, eovernor of that 
city; and that of the Assyrians of Nineveh, the first 
King whereof took the name of Ninus the younger.

Of the Second Assyriar. Empire. 


After the death of Sardanupalus, and the division 
of the country settled among his revolters, Ninus the 
younger ascended the second Assyrian throne. He is 
generally supposed to be the same with Phul or Pul. 
This prince invaded the kingdom of Israel, in the reign 
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of Manahem, their king ; but returned without commit. 
ting ‘hostilities, upon receiving a thousand talents of 
siiver Phul was the first that tnvaded Syria, which 
continued tributary to the Assyrian panies 

The successor of Pal was Tiglath- -pileser ; who to 
strengthen lis power, and secure the alleciance of the 
neighbouring countries, shorthy.after his accession in- 
vaded the kingdom of Israef. Abhaz, king of Judah, 
finding himself attacked at the same time by the 
kings of Syria and Israel, robbed the temple of part 
efits gold and silver, and sent it to Tiglath-pileser, 
io purchase his assistance; promising him besides te 
become his vassal, and to pay him tribute. The king 
of Assyria, finding su favourable an op portunity of 
adding Sywia and Palestine to his empire, readily ac- 
cepted the proposal. Advancing that way wil ith a nu- 
merous army, he beat Rezin, took Damascus, and 
put an end to the kingdom erected there by the dSy- 
rians. From thence he marched Lagainst Pekah, aud 
took all that. belonved to the kinedom of Israel beyond 
Jordan, as well as all Gaildee. But he made Ahaz pay 
very dear for his protection, still exacting of him such 
exorbitant sums of nicnes, that “or the payment of 
them, he was obliged not only to exhaust his own 
treasures, but to take all the gold and_ silver of the 
temple. He imflicted still ercater calamities on the 
Israelites, by carrying away many of them captive 
into tus dominions. | 
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“! Shalmanezer, his son, completed the misfortunes of 
i. the Israelites, by carrying them all into captivity, and 
dispersing thers through his extensive empire. 

Sabac us, the Ethiopian, having made himself master 
of Egypt, Hoshea, king of Samaria, -entered into an 
alliance with hin, hoping by that mggans to shake off 
the Assvrian voke. To this end, he withdrew from his 
dependance upon Shalmafiezer, refusing to pay him 
any further tribute, or make him the usual presents. 

Shaluanezer, to punish him for his presumption, 
marched against him with a powerfal arnry 5 and after 
having subdued all the plain country, shut him up in 
Samaria, where he kept him besieged for three years ; 
at the end of which he took the city, loaded Hoshea 
with chains, and threw him into prison for the rest of 
his days; carried away the people captive, and planted 
them in Halah and. Habor, cities of the Medes. 

Shalmanezer diced, after baving reigned fourteen 
years, and was sneceeded by bis son Seunacherib. As 
g001 as tis pripee was settled on the throne, he 

“yenewed the demand of the tribute exacted by his 
father from Jlezekiah. Upon his refusal, lie declared 
war agaiust him, ana ‘aad into Judea with a power- 
ful army. Hezekiah, grieved to see his kingdora pil- 
laged, sent ambassalors to lum, to desire peace upon 
any terms he would prescribe. Sennacherib, seeming- 
ly mollified, entered into treaty with him, and demand- 
ed a very great suin of gold and silver. The king 
exhausted both the treasures of the temple and his own 
coffers to pay it. . The Assyrian, regarding neither the 
sanction of oaths nor treaties, still continued the war, 
and pushed on his conquests more vigorously than 
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ever. Nothing was able to withstand his power, aud 
of all the strong places of J udah, hone temained unta- 
ken but Jerusalem, which was likewise reduced to the 
utmost extremity. At this very juncture Sennacherib 
‘was informed, that Tirhakah, king of Ethiopia, who 
had joined his forces with those of & king of Egypt, 
was coming up to succour the besieged city. ‘The As- 
syrian prince marched immediately to meet the ap- 
proaching enemy. In short, he discomfited the Egyp- 
tians, and pursued them even into their own country, 
which he ravaged, and returned 1; den with spoil, After 
this, he came back. with his victorious army, and en- 
camped before Jerusalem, and besieged it anew ; but 
here he met witha total overthrow, 185,000 of his men 
being destroved in one night by a pestilence. 

Upon his return to Nineveh, being enraged at hi: 
disgrace, he treated his subjects m the most cruel ans 
tyrannical manner. ‘The effects of his fury fell:mor 
heavily upon the Fews and Tsraelites, of whom he caus 
ed great numbers to be massacred every day, orderin 
their bodies to be deft exposed in the streets, and sufle 
ing no man to give them burial. In short, the king 
savage temper rendered hina so insupportable to h 
own family, that his two eldest sons conspired again 
him, and killed him in the temple, in the presence of } 
god Nisroch, as he lay prostrate before him. But thee. 
~ two princes, being obliged after this parricide to 
into Armenia, left the kingdom to Jisarhaddon, tl, 
youngest brother. 
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‘After Merodach Baladan, who-succeeded Belesis 
_ there'was a succession of kings: at! Babylon, of whor 
history has transmitted nothing but: the. shames. Th 
royal family becoming éxtinct, there was an eight year: 
 interreenum, full of troubles andcomrotions. Esar 
haddon, taking advantage of thisj jungture, made him 
sclf master of Babylon, and annexing it to his forme 
donnmons, reigned over the two. united empires thirtee 
vears, After having reunited to the Assyrian empire, Sj 
ria and Palestine, which had been rent from it in th 
preceding reign, he entered the land of Israel, whe: 
lie took captive as many as were left there, and carrie 
them into Assyria, except an inconsiderable numbe 
that escaped his pursuit. But that the country migt 
not become a desert, he sent colonies taken out of tk 
countries beyond the Euphrates to dwell 1 1 the citic 
of Samaria. . : | 

Esarhaddon, after a prosperous reign of thirt: 
nine years®over the Assyrians, and thirteen over tl 
Babylonians, was succeeded by his son . Saosd: 
clinns  “Fhis prince is also called Nabfachsdonose 
Which hate was common to the kings of Babylo 
Po Gistiigeisis this from the others, he is called N 
buchodenosor Use bist. He defeated the king of 
Medes ina pitched battle, fought the twelfth year. 
bis reren, upon t the pti un of Ragan: took Ecbatana, t} 
capital of his Kiaudor, and cotati trimmphant to N 
neveh. 

Saracus, otherwise culled Chynaladants, succeed 
Sacsduchinus; and having rendered tiniself contemp: 
ble tu bis subjects by his effermnacy, wid the little ca 
hie too uihis Gumimions, Nabopolassar, a Babylonian! 
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veary. This prince, the better to maintain his usurped 
‘agverdignty, made an,allianee with Cyaxares, king " the 
« Medes. With their joint forces he beileg 
Nineveh, killed Saracus, and utterly destrozed that 
great city. “From this time forwards, the city of Baby- 
lon became the only’ capital of the Assyrian empire. 
‘The Babylonians and the Medes, having destroyed 
Niveveh, became so formidable, that they drew ‘upon 
themselves the'jéalousy ofall their neighbours. Necho, 
king of Egypt, was so alarmed at their power, that to 
stop their progress, he marched towards the Euphrates 
at the head. ofa powerful army, and made several consix 
derable. conquests. Nabopolassar, finding that after 
the taking of Carchemish by Necho, all Syria and Pa- 
jestine had revolted from him, and neither his age nor 
Tnfinmivies permitting him to go in person fo recove: 
then, he mgpde. his gon Nabucbodonosor partner witl 
him in the empire, and seut him with an army to reduc 
those couutries to their former subjection. - 
Nabuchodonosor the Second defeated Necho’ 
army, near the Euphrates, and retook Carchemist 
From thence be marched towards Syria and Palesting 
and reunited those provinces to his dominions. Havin 
entered Judea, he besieged Jerusalem, and took it. 
‘caused Jehoiakim t» be put in chains, with a design 
have him carried to Babylon ; but being moved with 1, 
repentance and affliction, he restored hin to the thron 
Great numbers of the Jews, and, among the rest, sor 
children of the royal family, were carried captive 
Babylon ; whither all the treasures of the king’s palac 
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nde pert of the vessels of the tethpile, were ai 
Seaeporea. , 

* Rowards the end of the fifth year of Jehoiakim, died 
N abopolassar, king 2 of Babylon, after having reigned one 
and tw pick years, As soon | as tis Lr onaenetaar 
Babylon, sain the iat way -rpugh the Acaevted at: 
tended only with a smalbretinue, leaving the bulk of hi 
army with his generals, to be conducted to Babylon witl 
the captives and, spoils. On his arrival, he received the 
government from the hands of those ‘that had carefull 
preserved it.for him, and so.succeeded to all the domi. 
‘tnions of his father, which comprehended Chaldea 
“Assy ria, Arabia, Syria, and Palestine, over which h 
‘reigned forty-three years. 

Soon after, Jehoiakim revolted from the hing o 
Pahylon, whose generals, that were still ‘in Judea 
marched against him, and committed ali kinds of hos 
tilities upon Lis country. Inthe mean time he died, anc 
was succeeded by Jus sen Jechonias. Nabuchodo 
nosors heutenants continaing the blockade of Jerusa 
lem, in three months time he himself came at the’ hear 
of his ariny, and raede himself master of the aty. HH 
plundered both the temple and the king's palace of al 
their treasures, and sent them away to Babylon, toge 
ther with all the golden vessels remaining, which Solo 
mon bad made for the use of the temple: he carrie 
away likewise a vast number of ca plives, amobgs 
whom was king Jechonias, his mother, his wives, wit. 
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dlP'the-ehiéf officers and great mon af his kingdom: 
the raom of Jechonias, he get upon the throne his unl 
Mattaniah, who was otherwise called Zedekiah. 

This prince having made an alliance with Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, broke the oath of fidelity he had take: 
to the king of Babylon. The lattes, soon chastised hin 
for it, and immediately laid siegeto Jerusalem. Th 
king of Egypt’s arrival at the head of an army gave th 
besieged a gleara of hope; but their joy was very short 
lived: the Egyptians were defeated, and the conquer 
returned against Jerusalem, and renewed the sieg: 
which lasted near a twelvemonth. At last the cit 
was taken by storm, and a terrible slaughter ensue 
Zedekiah’s two sons were, by Nabuchudcnosor’s order 
killed before their father's face, with all the nubles ar 
principal men of Judah. Zedekiah himself had both h 
é¢yes put owt, was doaded with fetters, and carried | 
Babylon, where he was confined in prison as long. 
he lived. The city and temple were pillaged and burr 
and ali their fortifications demolished. 

After reigning 43 years, Nabuchodonosor died. FE 
was one of the gredtest monarchs that evar reigned 
the East. He was succeeded by his son, Evil Mer 
dach, who rendered himself so odious by his debaucl 
ryand other extravayancies, that his own relations cc 
spired against him, and put him,to death. His w 
Nitocris is that queen who raised so many noble e 
fices in Babylon. She caused lier own monument 
be placed over oné of the most remarkabie gates of 1 
city, with an inscription, dissuading her succes# 
from touching the treasures laid yp in it, without 

most urgent and indispensable necessity. . The to: 
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remained. closed till the reign of Darius, who, upon 
his breaking it open, instead of those immense trea- 
auvti he had Hattered himself with dis¢éovering, found 
nothing but the following inscription: “If thou hadst 
not an insatiable thirst after money, and a most sor- 
did, avaricious soul, thou wouldst never have broken 
open the monuments of the dead.” : 
Netixlissor, his sister's husband, and one of the chief 
conspirators, reigned in his stead. Immediately on his 
accession to the crown, he made great preparations tor 
war agauist the Medes, which made Cyaxares send for 
Cyras.out of Persia, to his assistance. He was slain 
in battle in the fourth year of his reign. 
Laborosearchod, his son, succeeded to the throne. 
Possessing the most vicious inclinations, he indulged 
them without restraint, when he came to the crown, as 
he had been invested with sovereign power only to 
have the privilege of conuuitting with tunpunity the 
most infamous and barbarcus actions. The reign of 
Laborosoarchod lasted but nine months: his own sub- 
jects, conspiring against him, put him to death. His 
memory is stigmatized m history by two actions equal- 
ly infamous: the murder of Gobryas, a youny Baby- 
lonian nobleman, whom lie killed at a hunting match, 
from jealousy of his dexterity, because he had pierced 
with his dart a wild beast which he had missed ; and 
the mutilation of an officer named Gadates, because one 
of bis concubines had praised his accomplishments. 
The families of these two noblemen, who were very 
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powerful, joined the Medes and Persians, and contri- 
buted not a little to the overthrow of the Babylonian 
throne, already in a tottering state. 

His successor was Belshazzar. It is on good grounds 
suppose! that he was the son of Evil-Merodoch, by his 
wife Nitocris, and consequently grandson to Nabu- 
chodonesor. In his reign the siege of Babylon was 
carried on by Cyrus: but he, trusting to the strength 
of its walls, neglected all precavtion, aud whilst his ene- 
mies were besieging him, guve a vreat cntertainment to 
his whole court, upon a certain festival, which was an- 
nually celebrated with great rejoicmg. Ln that same 
night, the enemy, whe had turned the course of the 
river, entered the city by its channel, and put to the 
sword the king, the garrison, and all the inhabitants. 

Thus ended the Babylonian empire, after having 
»ubsisted two hundred and ten years from the destruc- 
tion of the great Assyrian enipire. 
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REFLECTIONS. 

“ Know thyself)” has ever been accounted a maxim 
of the last importance in our search after true wis- 
dom. “The proper study of mankind is man.” ‘The re- 
cords of history, therefore, become valuable, in as much 
as they greatly assist us in forming a correct estimate 
of dur Common nature. As the tree is nade known by 
its fruits, so by actions is developed the character of 
the human mind. It is: true the enquiry leads toa 
mortifying conelusion. The mirror appears to be pre- 
sented only to exhibit to our view our own deformity,

and in\so striking a light, that ofttimes we are ready, 
as it were, to start aside in disgust. Alas! turn we 
to ivhat country of the globe we please, in reviewing 
the history of its “inhabitants, how frequently do we 
find a laree proportion of it to consist of little more 
than a catalogue of crime: and what might still fer- 
ther excite our astonishment, the voice of fanie has 
ever been ready to announce’ to posterity as heroes 
und demigods, those who have been foremost m works 
of violence aud blaodshed' So far, mdeed, has our 
aature fallen, that man, notwithstanding his surpris- 
ing capacities, appears, mM some respects, even lower 
than the animals which surround him, and by whieh 
he is served. The beast. of the forest preys not upon 
his own species. How awful, how affecting, then, is 
the picture afforded us by history! It were in vain to 
attempt to calculate the myriads of the human race 
that have heen slaughtered by the hands of ther fellow 
men! Vlas teaches us to forma very humble opinion 
of, and at the same time exceedingly to mistrust our 
own hearts. . 

We may notice frequently, that in proportion to the 
pains which men take to display their power, so, in the 
end, is their weakness made evident. Nineveh and 
Babylon, once the proudest cities in the world, have 
for ages past been so entirely de-olated, that it remains 
a matter of conjecture as to the precise places wher 
they formerly stood. In vain also are the most impe: 
netrable bulwarks, as well as every possible means 0: 
defence founded on human strength and foresight, i: 
dependent of the Divine jrotection. The walls, an’ 
gates, and bars of Babylon proved of no avail, whet 
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the period. appointed for its destruction had. arrived. 
We’ may, therefore, calculate on the continuance and 
prosperity ofan empire, uot so much from the prowess 
of its warriors, or the vastness of its resources, as from 
the regard which is paid to the practice of religion 
and virtue. And further, if our minds are rightly m- 
structed as to the value of the things of time, com- 
pared with those of eternity, we shall be led to-pity, 
rather than to envy, those who occupy exalted sta- 
tions in society. Instead of repining that our names 
are not numbered with the great, we shall feel grate- 
ful te ibat Providence which, by fixing our lot in 
amore humble sphere, has thereby secured us from 

uany duingers, difficulties, and temptations ; as trees 
piauted ima valley escape the blast which carries head- 
toug those situated on the tops of the mountains > or 
as vessels which skin alone the shore easily make the 
harbour, and are safe, whilst others that venture out to 
cea are riven asunder by the tempest, and founder in 
the deep. Semiramis, in the zenithof her glory, was 
yet in danger of being assassinated by the hand of her 
own offspring ! 
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7 CHAPTER II. . 
OF THE MEDES AND PERSIANS. 


snails calif <oltgpnaret? 
Sectiox I. 
Of the Medes. 


Tue Medes were the desendants of Madai, the thire 
son of Japhat, from whom was denominated a tract o 
country which was bounded on the nerth by part of thy 
Caspian Sea; on the east by Parthia and Hyrcania; ot 
the south by Persia, Susiana, and Assyria ; and on the 
west-by Armenia Major. The climate was extremely 
hot in the plains, and cold upon the mountains ; and the 
productions of the country necessarily varied with the 
temperature. The air was Insalitbrious in the vicinity 
of the Caspian Sea, where the rivers which supply thai 
immicnse reservoir of water frequently , overflowed 
ther banks, and occasioned noxious exhalations. Ty 
some parts of Media, bread was made of dricd almonds ; 
but in the southern districts, corn and wine were pro- 
duced im great abundance. 

The nation of the Medes was gnee very powerful, 
but the peopleafterwards became effeminate and luxuri- 
ous. Their religion and laws were nearly the same with 
those of the Persians. When a law was unce enacted, 
it was not in the king’s power tu repeal it ; and hence 
the unalterable decrees of the Medes are frequently 
ailuded to In history. 
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_ This people were subjugated by Pul, the founder of 
the second Assyrian monarchy, or by his immediate 
successor, Tighath-Peleser. They remained in subjec- 
tion te the Assyrians till the reign of Sennacherib, 
when they shook off the yoke, and gallantly detended 
their rcovered liberties. They lived some time with- 
out aking; but the licentiousness and anarchy which 
began to prevail, enabled Dejoces, a subtle and ambi- 
tious Mede, to raise himself to the regal dignity. The 
first acts of the new sovereign were those of a haughty 
und an imperious tyrant. At length, being induced 
to invade Assyria, his forces were defeated, and him- 
self slain by Soasduchinas, or Nabuchodonosor. 

He was succeeded by bis son Phraotes, who was a 
Prince ofan enterprising spirit, and obtained ‘possession 
of all the Upper Asia between Mount Taurus and the 
river Halys. Hie also invaded Assyria, and besieged 
the metropolis of that country; but he perished in the 
attempt, with the greater port of his army. 

The crown of Merha now devolved on Cyaxares, a 
prince Gf great courze and abilitics, who avenged on 
the Assyrians the defeat and death of hus father. The 
Scythians, however, over-ran and ravaged Media; and 
the king, m order to free himscif from them, having in- 
vited great nuinbers to an cntertamment, cruelly caused 
them to be massacred. Cvaxares entered into an all 
ance with Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon ; and in 
conjunction with the Babylonians, be resumed the 
siege of Nineveh, slew Sarac the king, and levelled thai. 
proud metropolis to the ground. Having erected his 
kingdom into a potent empire, he died, and left the go- 
vernment. to his son Astyages. — 
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. This prince, who is also called: Ahasueras, repulged 
the Babylonians, who, under the conduct of Evil-Me- 
rodach, had made an anroad into the country. Hav- 
ing married a Jewish maiden of. great. beauty, he was a 
friend and protector of the Jews. 

On the death of Astyages, the crown devolved on 
his son, Cyaxares II. who was also designated by the 
name of Darius the Mede, and was uncle to Cyrus. 
Cyaxares and his nephew reduced Babylon, and ap- 
pointed Daniel one of the governors of the subjected 
kingdom. Cyrus, having united under his power the 
Medes and Persians, Media lost its name, and waa 
incorporated with Persia. 
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Cf the Persvans. 

Pexsti. which is one of the most delightful countries 
in Asia, has oltamed different appellations in different 
aves. ft iasenthy extended about two thousand eight 
hundred English miles m length, from the Hellespont 
to the mouth of the Indus. and about two thousand 
miles in breadth, fron Pontus to the mouth of the 
Arabian Gulph. 

The climate of this country vories cousiderably ac 
cording to the situation, some parts being parched wit] 
insufferable heat, whilst others are frozen with cold 
Some of the vallies, however, are extremely fertile, an: 
produce fruits, flowers, and aromatic herbs, in grea 
exuberance. Ina most beautiful plain, said to hav 
contained near fifteen hundred villages, was situate 
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‘the copii, Persepolis, the magnificence of which wis 
-worthy of an empire so rich and powerful. At the foot 
of a mountain stood the ancient palace of the kings of 
Persia, of which the walls on three sides still remain. 
In the solid granite appear certain figures, some of 
which are. emblematical or historical, and others repre- 
sent battles, hunting matches, and ancient ceremonies, 
religious and civil, : 

The Persians are supposed to have descended from 
Elam, the son of Shem; and they are sometimes deno- 
minated Elamites. Their government has been always 
monarchical and arbitrary, and the crown hereditary. 
‘None were permitted to enter the royal palace without 
“xpress permission, nor to approach the seat of majes- 
ty without prostrating themselves on the ground. The 
Persian sovereigns frequently heard causes, and were in 
some degree attentive to the admmistration of Justice. 

The ancient Persians paid great regard to the edu- 
cation of their children. Atthe ave of five years, the 
children of repntable parents were entrusted to the care 
of learned misters, whe endeavoured to implant. in their 
opening minds an aversion to vice, and allured them, 
rather by example than precept, to the practice of vir- 
tue. 

Criminals convicted of high treason, were coudemn- 
ed to have the right hand struck off, and then to sufles 
decapitation. They who had terminated the life of 
a fellow creature by poison, were pressed to death be- 
tween two stones. But the most severe punishment 
exercised in Persia was the inhuman one of fastening 
the culprit between two boats in such a manner, that. 
though his head, hands, and feet were left uncovered 
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he was unable to mote. His face, exposed to the ray, 
of the sun, was smeared with honey, which invited im: 
numerable swarms of flies and wasps to torment him : 

whilst worms devoured his entrails ; and the ¢ xecution. 
ers, that they night prolong his excruciating agonies 
obliged him to take food. The object of the Persiaz 
laws was to prevent, rather thaia punish crimes. » The 
were, perhaps, the only people who enacted a pens 
law arainst ingratitude. 

Ancientiy, the Persians werc all trained to militar 
exercises, and particularly to the use of the bow. I 
was disgraceful for the grandees to appear in public 
except on horseback. Hence their horses were richh 
caparisoned ; aud the Persians sometimes entered the 
field of battle in splendid chariots, drawn by four, six 
or even eight horses. When they designed to make 
war on any nation, they sent heralds to demand eartt 
and water, and by that means compel the people toac- 
knowledge the Persian monarch as their sovereign. 

i ix supposed that the Persians were originuily in. 
structed in the knowledge of God by their progenitoi 
Elam, and that they were recovered from certain erro- 
neous opinions by the patriarch Abraham. They have 
however showed, and still show, a great veneration fo: 
fire and the sun. Zoroaster taught them to conside: 
the sun as the noblest creature of the Almighty, and the 
immediate seat or throne of the Deity, and the elemen! 
of fire as the purest symbol of the divine nature. Thi 
Persians believe in two vrinciples ; the one good, th 
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other evil’: These two principles ‘occasion good and 
evil in the world. They say that evil is punished: in 
the other world by two guilty angels’ who proportion 
the sufferings of the wicked ; that all will be delivered at 
the day of judgment, which will be at the end of twelve 
thousand years ; and that God employed six seasons in 
the creation of the world. | 

The marriages of the Persians are those of children 
in their minority ; of. widowers with a second wife ; of 
such as marry by their own choice ; of such as are given 
ia marriage by persons who are desirous of leaving 
them their property ; and ofthe dead, from an opinion 
that married people are peculiarly happy in a future 
state. The parties designing to contract the nuptial 
engagement, declare their consent to the priest, who 
blesses the marriage, and scatters rice over them. 

The dead are carried to the lower of silence, where the 
bodies are devoured by birds of prey, that they may not 
poliate the earth or infect the air. Zorvaster per- 
suaded the Persians to build over every altar a pyreum, 
or fire temple, which fire they esteemed an image of the 
Deity, the syiabol of fis purity, the shadow of his na- 
ture. 

The first king of Elam was Chederlaomer, who con- 
quered many of the Asiatic provinces, and held the 
kings of Sodom, Gomorrah, Bela, Adinan, and Zeboim, 
in subjection for twelve years. He was, however, van- 
quished by the patriarch Abraham, and lost the so- 
vereignty of the Pentapolis. From this period to the 
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1 reign of Cyras; the history of Elam or Persia is clouded 
with fiction, 

Cyrus, who was styled the Great, on account of his 
extensive conquests, and his restoration of the captive 
Jews, was the son of Cambyses, a Persian grandee, and 
of Mandane, daughter of Astyages, king of the Medes. 
He passed the first twelve years of his life in Persia, 
where he was inured to hardships, and such exercises 
as might capacitate him to bear the fatigues and toils of 
war. He was then taken to his grandfather Asty- 
ages, with whom he hived till he had attained the age 
of sixteen years, after which he returned into Persia. 
In the fortieth year of his age, he was called to the as- 
sistance of his uricle Cyaxares, who had ascended thie 
throne of Media, and who appointed him generalissime 
both of the Medes and Persians. ‘he powerful alli- 
ance formed agaist the Medes induced the king of 
Armenia to withhold bis usual tribute. Cyrus, there- 
fore, marched against him, and compelled hun to pay 
his tribute, and to furnish his customary quota of auxi- 
liaries. 

The Egyptians, Greeks, Babylonians, Thracians, and 
other nations of Lesser Asia, having entered into an alli- 
ance against Cyaxares, ches: Croesus, king of Lydia, to 
be their general. The confederates assembled in the vip 
cinage of the river Pactolus, aud advanced to Thymbra, 
whither Cyras also marched with one hundred and 
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thirty théttsand troops, besides thrée hundred armed 
chariots, xevernl moving towers, and ‘a considerable 
number af e — upon which were niéunted Arabian 
archers. ‘The forces of Croesus, however, were twice as 
numerous as those of Cyrus, and amounted to four 
handrel thousand men. A furious contest ensued, and 
Cyrus himself was sometimes in unminent danger ; but, 
at longth, the confederates gave way on all sides. Af- 
ter this engagement, Cyrus took Sardis, the capital of 
Lydia, and made Crests prisoner, whom he replac- 
ed on the throne. After subduing Syria and Arabia, 
he marched agamst Babylon, which he reduccd after a 
siege of two years, and put an end te the Babylonian 
Empire. . 

About two years after the reduction of Babylon, 
Cyaxares died, and left the whole government of the 
empire to Cyrus, whe at this tine poblished the famous 
decree by whieh the Jews were permitted to retarn 
to ther native canutry, and restored all the” vessels 
which Nehehadnezzar bad broaght from Perasalem, 
This proce, who was greatly beloved by all the nations 
that achnowledyed his domimon, died in th seven- 
tieth year ef hisage. Cyras was the founder of the 
Persian empire, which included India, A ay Melia, 
‘Persia, and the parts adjoiming te the Euxine and 
Caspiai Seas. In the establishment of this empire he 
displayed much wisdom. Notwithstandmg the impo- 
litic measures of his successors, it continued for the 
space of more than two hundred years. + 
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abs me ivafter his accession to the thtone, resolved to uit!” 
Wefike an expedition against Egypt, afd in that kihg- 
dow committed great cruelties and devastations. Af 
ter'the termination of the Egyptian war, he projected 
an expedition against Ethiopia, and sent thither spies, 
Whe, under, the specious character of ambassadors, 
might procure information, relative to the strength and 
political situation of the country. The king of Ethio- 
pia, who bad received intelligence of the oljcct of their 
mission, said to them, “If your sovereign were an ho- 
nest man, he would neither desire more than, his own, 
nor attempt to enslave a people who have never injur- 
ed him. Flowever, give him this bow, and tell him, 
that I advise him to make war on the Ethiopians when 
the Persians shall be able thus easily to hend it; and, 
in the mean time, lethim be thankful that the Ithio- 
plans cherish not the desire of extending the Inmits of 








their empire.” Cambyses no sooner received this mes- 
sage, than he commanded his army to begin then march 
for Ethiopia, though they were unprovided with any 
necessities for such an expedition. But the kmg quick- 
ly found his troops in want of provisions, water, and 
“every thing requisite ; aud the soldiers, alter cating their 
beasts of burden, were obligud to choose one man hy lot 
out of ten, to serve for food to his companions. At 
length, after having sacrificed the flower of his army éo 
this preposterous undertaking, he was obliged to retreat 
,to Thebes in Egypt. He had also sent against the Am- 
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seal at the city of Oasis, soe never heard of af 
terwards. ) 

Irritated by misfortané, Cambyses committed cruel- 
ties in Exypt, and killed their god Apis. He became” 
jealous of his brother Smerdis, whom he caused to be 
assa-sinated by his principal favourite Prexaspes. A fo 
terwards, seding his sister Meroe, lamenting the bard 
destiny of her brother Smerdis, he struck her with his 
foot in so brutal a manner as to occasion her death. He 
shot auarrow through the heart of the son of Prexaspes, 
‘to prove, as he said, that wine did not take from him the 
use of his faculties. He ordered Cree sus, kmg of Lydia, to 
be executed. ‘Those, however, who received the orders, 
ventured to conceal the devoted priuce, on the suppo- 
sition that: Cambyses might repent of his (il}-tumed 
severity; but, though Cambyses was clad the next day 
to find Croesus. stil alive, he commanded those who 
had disobeyed his orders to be put to death. Cam- 
byses was returning into Persia, to quell a revolt which | 
had been occasioned by Smerdis, one of the Magi, who 
pretended to he the brother of the king, when he ac- 
cidentally received a wound from his own sword, of 
which he died at Ecbatana in Syria. | 

The counterfeit Smerdis was injured by his exces-, 
sive precautions. Cyrus having formerly caused the 
ears of the Magi to be cut off, this mutilation occasioned. 
a discovery ; and a conspiracy of seven of the principal 
_ Persian grandees being formed against Smerdis, he was 
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dssassinated. “When the: publigy ommults. yadsubs' 
the conspirators ‘held a: councik on, the kind of rovern» 
foetit which chonld be established | ; and Sfter some de- 
bate, they die ruined in favour of monarchy. They 
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agreed, t here fore, to meet next mornihg on horseback, 
at av apperited place near ‘the sity, and to acknowledge 
hin v bose horse first. neighed, as king of Persia. © This 
plan was reduced to execution ; and Darius, the son of 
Liviasepes, by x stratagem of his groom, obtained the 
cavercigoey, 

In the commencement of bis reign, Darius put to 
death Tptapbernes, one of the cortspivators. This 
woblenan attempted to onter the pala seat an unscason 
able four, and. Gn his being refused admiitance, cut 
off the woses and cars of a dour-heeper and a messenger 
Darius caused Putrobesnes to be sermed, ahd at the 
Samie (nee sectree! dee aamibe. dest they should fomen! 
sediticn. “Phe wile of Tuatapheraes nade great danen: 
tations alii. gate af the palace 5 and the hing, com 
passionatiug her distvess, allowed her to Hherate an: 
one of ber relitians. She made choice of her brother 
saying, ‘A second martiage pay ze me apother hus 
band, and other children ; betey dather and mothe 
being dead, | caunot have wuother brother.” Dariu 
also granted the life of ber son, and put the res 


to death.. 
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_ Davive had scarcely entered the fifth year of his reign 
wher he was compelled to lead all his forces avaing 
Babylon, which had revolted, and made-great prepara 
tions for sustaining a regular siege. To prevent th 
consumption of their provisions, the Babylonians col 
lected all ther old men, women, and children, an 
strangled them without. distinction, reserving only fc 
each man, a wife and a female servant to attend th 
business of the house. After Babylon had been besieg 
éd « veur und eight months, it was taken by the col 
trivance of Zopyrus, who cut off his own nose and ear 
and pretending that he was thus mangled by the Persia 
monerch for advising him to relinquish bis undertal 
ing, was admitted ito the city by the inhabitants, 

Having settled the affairs of Babylon, ‘Darius unde 
tuok an expecta ion ayainst the Seythians, on pretence 
revensing the calauities wiieg that people had broug 
upon %sia, about ome terodred and twenty years b 
fore, Ba vweans of a bridge of boats, he transport - 
fiis army across the Bosphorus, aud subdued Thrace 
and having app. hited his fleet to join lim at the Ist 
or Danupe, he also passed over thet river into Scyth 
The S@\thians avoided an engagement, and retired 
fore him, laying waste the couutry, and. fillimg up 
the wells and springs, Ul the Persian troops w 
quite exhausted with tedious aud fatiguing march 
At last, Darius resolved to abandon this wild ent 
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prise; and causing.a great number of fires to bedight 
he left the old men and invalig in the camp, 4 
‘marched with all expedition to gain the pass of | 
river.” rhe king recrossed the Danube, and return 
into Thrace, where he left Megabyzus, one of his 5 
nerals, to complete the conquest of that country, ar 
repassing the Bosphorus, took uP ~ Re aati 

Sardis. 

Darius appointed his ake ek ae to t). 
government of Sardis; and asedition happening soc 
after in Naxus, the chief island of the Cyclades, in ti 
fegean Sea, the Persian Satrap ‘endeavoured to tur 
this to the advantage of the king, and to open a fre 
passaye into Greece. The attempt of subjecting Nax 
us, however, not only vroved abortive, but the Ioni 
openly revolted tron: Darius, and made preparation 
for carrymg on the war beth by sea and land. Havin: 
received a reinforcement of twenty ships from Athens 
the Tonians asserabied all their troops, sailed for Ephe- 
sus, where they left Uueir vessels, and marching to the 
city of Sardis, reduced i! to ashes. The Persians, haw- 
ever, overtovk tiem in their retreat; and defeated them 
with ert slaughter. The Athenians returned home, 
and would not again take any part in this war. But 
their having engaged thus far,gave rise to that ‘contest 
between the two nations, which finally terminated in 
the destruction of the Persian empire. 
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Darius having ‘vedliced to subjection the Tonfans, ‘and 
all the islands on the Asiatic coasts, appointed Mar- 
donius to the. command of his forces, and ordered him 
to. invade Greece, and, take ample vengeance on- the 
Athenians and Eretrians for the destruction of Sardis. 
Accordingly, that nobleman assembled his troops at 
the Hellespont, and marched through. Thrace into 
Macedonia, which voluntarily submitted. But the 
flect, in doubling mount Athos, ‘was dispersed and 
nearly destroyed by a tremendous storm: and the land 
army was suddenly attacked by the Bryges, a people 
of Thrace, who slaughtered a great number of the Per- 
sians. These unfortunate events obliged Mardonius 
to return into Asia. : 

Darius, ascribing the ill success of this expedition 
to the inexperience of Mordonius, recalled him, and 
appointed two other generals in his room, Dates, a 
Mede, and Artaphernes, son of the late governor of 
Sardis. But. before he ordered another attempt to be 
made against Greece, he sent heralds, who demanded 
of the Grecian states earth and water, in token of sub- 
mission. Finding, from the treatinent which the heralds 
had experienced ai \thens and Sparta, that the Greeks 
would not easily submit, he commanded Dates and. 
Artaphernes to set sail with a Acct of six hundred ships, 
and five hundred thousand men, to plunder the cities of 
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Eretria and Athens, to reqluee all the honses.and, ten 
ples: to ashes, and to send the inhabitants in chains t 
Susa. | 

’ ¥he Persian generals, having taken Naxus and Ere 
tria, sailed to Attica, and were conducted by Hippia: 
the son of Pisistratus, to the plains of Marathon. Tb: 
Lac edzmonigns were unable, to act against the com 
mon enemy for some days, on account ofa superstitiou 
| custom, which would not allow them to begin 
march before the full moon. The inhabitants of Ph: 
ta furnished one thousand, and the Athenians nin 
thousand men; and this small force marched to th 
plains of Marathon to give battle to the Persians. Mi 
tiades, having assumed the command of the Grecia 
troops, gave the signal ior engaging, and animated tt 
Athenians so successfully by his words aud exainp! 
that they attacked the Persians with irresistible fur 
and, after a sanguinary conflict, chased them to the 
fleet, and Lurnt several of their vessels. “The conquero. 
found among the baggage, marbles, which the Persiar - 
bad brought to erect a monument of their victory, au 
chains intended to bind the vanquished. 

When. Darius was informed of the unsuccessful r 
turn of his forces, he resolved to irvade Greece in pel 
son, at the head of a still more powerful army; but aft: . 
spending three years in making preparations for th . 
expeditio jhe sickened and died. This prince is me 
tioried in " Scripture as a favourer of the Israelites, ar 
as a restorer of tlie temple, and of the worship of Gc A 
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‘at Jerusalem. The ancients commend him for his wis- 
dom, justice, and clemency. 

Darius having declared his son Xerxes, who was 
born after his father’s exaltation to the throne, his suc- 
cessor in the kingdom, this prince continued the prepar- 
ations against Greece. He entered into an alliance with 
the Carthaginians, who were-to attack the Greek colo- 
nies in Sicily and Italy, and who raised an army of 
three hundred thousand men in Spain, Gaul, Italy, 
and Africa. To prevent a repetition of the disaster 
which befel the Persian fleet, Xerxes commanded « 
passage for his gallies to be cut through mount Athos. 
He also ordered a bridge of boats to be laid across the 
Hellespont for the passage of hig troops into Europe. 
Having made the necessary preparations, the Persian 
monarch began his march against Greece witha land 
army af one milhon emit bundrd thousand men. 
His feet consisted of tweive hundred and« seven large 
ships. dud 
which contained five hundred and seventeen thousand 


three thousand gallies aiid transports, 


six bundred and ten men; so that the whole body of 
forces amounted to ino millions three hundred and 
seventeen thousand six bundred and ten. This num- 
ber was so much increased on fhe march by such na- 
tions as made their submissions, that Xerxes arrived at 
Thermopyle wiih two millions six hundred and forty 
one thousand six hundred and ten men. | : 
In the meantime, the Athenians and Lacedemonians, 
finding themselves abandoned by all their country- 
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except the Thespians and Platzans, resolved toe ters 
miiiate all intestine discords, and nominated Themisto- 
cles general of the Athenian, and Leonidas of the Spar- 
tan forces. After various proposals, it was at length 
determined, that Leonidas, at the head of four thousand 
mea, shonid hasten to defend the straits of Thermopy- 
ke, a narrow pass between the mountains that divide 
‘ hossaly from Greece, and the only way through which 
the Persians could advance by land into Attica. Ac- 
cordingly, Leonidas marched thither with all possible 
exocdition, positively determined to stop the progress 
of the invaders, or to perish In the attempt  Aerxes 
evdeavoured to corrupt him ; but finding his offers re- 
jecod, he sent a herald todemand hisarms. Leonidas, 
ju a laccnic manner, answered, “ Come thyself, and 
take thein.” These warriors, whose number was 60 
sieall resisted the attack of toc whole Persian army, 
cilatfeuyth they were buried beneath the darts, arrows, 
cud ether cussile weapons of their multitudinous as- 
picid 
ws beng brought to Athens of the enemy's ap-- 
prooch, Phemistocles persuaded the Athenians to ia 
iueioawives anil children to places of security ; to aban- 
dep thew city to the Persians ; and to embark on board 
a dieet, which mizht possibly yet arrest the victories of 
ar tusulting foe. Seme, however, who literally inter- 
preted the oracie, that “ Athens should be saved by 
wooden walls,” atte: pted to iortify the city with boards 
and palisadoes, but perceived their mistake when It was 
too late. 
In the meantime, the Grecian fleet was victorious 
over that of Persia in some partial engagements, and 
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afterwards completely at the battle of Salamis, in which 
the dispersion was so general, and the defeat so decisive, 
that Xerxes, afrard of not being able to preserve a sin- 
gle. vesvel 1 carry Jim from Europe, made an expeili- 
ticus rocrvat, aud was conveyed into Asia in a small 
boat. {/us success inspired the other Grecks with new 
courage: and they joined the Athenians and Lacede- 
morjaps if harassing the Persians on all sides. The 
land army ventured a. decisive battle at Plataa in Beo- 
tia, where, out of three hundred thousand, enly three 
thousand Persians escaped. On the same day, the re- 
mainder of the Persian fleet was destroyed near Mycale, 
a promontory in Asia. Money aud imtrigue, how- 
ever, still preserved the Persians an influence in 
Greeci, and for a long time assixted the cflorts of their 
arms. 

Keracs, while he resided at Sardis, hawug conceived 
a Violent pussion for the wife of his Urotivr Masistes, 
exerted all bis arts to oltain the accomplishment of his 
impure designs, and married his eldest son to her dangh 
ter Artaynta; but theabject of his affection was a chaste 
woman, and tenderly attached to her busbaud. THis 
projects bemg rendered abortive, he trausferred his i: 
clinations to Artayata, who did not follew the glorious 
example of her mother's firmness. 

Flamestris, the wife of Aerxes, supposing that the 
compliance of the nieve was owing to the consent of dit 
sister-in-law, demauded the wife of Masistes on the birti- 
day of her consort, when the queeu was indulged wit! 
any particular gratification. pees gly, this princess 
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was delivered into the hands of Hamestris, whe 
caused her lips, tongue, nose, and ears, to be cut off, 
and in that deplorable condition sent her home to her 
husband. 

Masistes, exasperated at this unparalleled outrage, 
instantly collected all his family, and set cut for the pro- 
vince of Bactria, of which he was governor: but the 
king. hearing of his sudden departure, sent after him a 
body of cavalry, who cut him in pieces, with his wife, 
liis children, and all his retinue. The dissolute conduct 
of Nerxes rendered him obnoxious to his subjects ; and 
he was murdered by his chief favourite, Artabanes, who 
porouaded Artaxerxes, the king’sthird son, that Darius, 
his cidest brother, had been guilty of the crime of par- 
ee en — killed a ae oe 
. orders ‘ci a to ” ices death. 

‘he meow monarch having thus removed one formida- 
ble compercar endeavoured to secure his crown against 
the cttcrpi of his brother Hystaspes, who held the ee}. 
veramord «ft Dacula. Artaxerxes attacked and defeated 
the adherents of Artalanes. Fle then sent an ariny ine 
to Bactrim, which bad declared in favour of ystaspes 3 
and though victory was doubtfal in the first battle, Ar- 
faxerxes was successful in the second, and firinly eg- - 
tablished himself in the empire, 

In the fifth year of this reign, the Eeyptians made a 
violent struggle for their lilerty, but their exertions 
proved ineffectual. Artaxerxes, ei concluded a 
peace with the Greeks, by which it was agreed, that no

_ Megabyzus, a Persian. nobleman, whe was indignant 
that the mother of the king should persuade Artaxerxes 
to cracify a prince to. whom he had promised pardon, 
raised the standard of rebellion. The differe once; hows 
ever, was. adjusted to the satisfaction of all parties, and 
Megabyzus enjoyed at the Persian court his former 
dignities. Artaxerxes died in peace, and left the suc- 
cession to Xerxes, the only son he had by his queen, 
though by his concubines he had seventeen, among 
whom were Sogdianus, Ochus, and Arsites. ‘ 

Xerxes Ii. had assumed the diadem only forty-five 
days, when being inebriated at a public entertainment, 
Sogdiauus seized an oppurtunity to assassinate him. 
The regicide was scarcely seatect on the throne, when 
Ochas having declared his tatention of revengimg the 
murder of Merxes, Scgdianus was deserted by all his 
subjects, and finally doomed to suffer a cruel death, the 
just desert of bis crimes. 

Ochus, being now mvested with supreme authority, 
assumed the name of Durius, and is mentioned by his- 
torians under the appellation of Darius Nethus. His 
brother, Arsites, endeavoured to supplont bina in the 
empire, by the assistance of Astyphius, the son of Me- 
gabyzus : but, after hazarding three battles, Astyphius 
surrendered himself to the king ; and Arsites, hearing 
that his colleague was treated with great clemency, 
followed ‘his example ; upon which both were 2 ordened 
to be thrown into burning ashes. | 
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* Jn. this reign, the Eygptidns shook ‘off the Persian 
sibs ahd the Medes also revolted. ‘Darins, having set 
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tled the affairs of the rebellious provinces, ‘bestowed 
the supreme cornmand of Asia Minor on his ornare 
son, Cyrus, who was ordered to assist ‘the Lahedxmo- 
tians LEASE the Athenians. This order, However, 
soon exposed the weakness of the king’ s politics; for 
the Laceduimonians, after conquering the Athenians, 
invaded the Persian provinces in Asia. Darius being 
informed that Cyrus had sentenced two noble Persians 
to death, merely because they had not wrapped up their 
hands in their sleeves, as was customary 4n the pre- 
sence of a Persian monarch, recalled bim to court. 
The queen, however, who was very partial to Cyrus, 
and possessed an absolute swav over her consort, ef- 
fected a complete reconciliation, and prevailed on the 
king to bequeath those provinces to her favourite son 
which he had recently tj «ited him to govern. 






Soon aftér this, Darius died, and left the imperial 
dindem to his sop Arsaces, who assumed the name of 
Ariayersxes, and recetwed the appellation of Mnemon, on 
seceunt uf lus extraordimary memory. Cyrus resolved 
to exert atl jos abilities to drive his brother from the 
throne, and having procured a number of Grecian 
auxiliaries, marched his troops to the pluns of Cunaxa, 
in the province of Babylon, where be found Artax- 
erxes, at the head o€nine hundred thousand men, ready 
foy battle. Asanguinary conte-1 amediatel y commenc- 
ed; aad Cyras, on seeing Ins brother, engaged with such 
fury as seemed to change the buttle into a single come, 
bat. ‘ihe rebellious prince, however, fell by the hands of 
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fhe king, anid: his. guards. ¢ ‘The tan’ thotasazid -< 

ander the conduct of Kenophos, effected’ unt ee 
rable retreat, which bas.:always been ‘consideréél as: 
remarkable achievement among military operations 
Parvsatis, queen of the late monarch, having conceiv 
ed an implacable hatred against Statira, the consor 
of Artaxerxes, contrived to poison her, by dividiny 
a bird between them with a knife that was pdisone 
on one side. Parysatis was confined some time id 
Babylou, but was afterwards: permitted to return t 
court. 





Artaxerxes was engaged in war with Egypt; bu 
he was neither active nor fortunate. He waged con 
tinual war with the Greeks, who, ever disagreein, 
among themselves, were incapable of pursuing a fixe 
plan of operations. On the other hand, the Persia 
wencrals, In consequence of uniform Instractions, pre 
cured inepy advantages. At length the Lacedamonian 
Hoding (hemselves unable to maintain the war, sent At 
talcidas to conclude a peace with the governor of Sard 
on the best terms be could obtain. Athens awd the othe 
cities of Greece also sent them deputies, and a treat 
was concinded, hy which Antalcidas basely surrendes 
ed to the Persians all the Grecian cities in Asia. 

Artaxerxes, being freed from the Grecian war, turne 
his arms against Evagoras. king of Cyprus, whom le com 
pelled to cede all the ities of Cyprus except Salamin 

which he was allowed t« hold as a tributary monarc 
under the king of Persia. He then resolved on an.es 
pedition against the Caducians, a warlike people, wh 
inbabited the mouutainous tract between the Engst 
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 Artixerxes, deeming: it adVisable to‘silence the’ 0 
tehtions of his children respecting’ ihe’ ‘sitevession, pe 
‘mitted: Darius, his. elder son, to assume the regal tit! 
and wear the ‘tiara even ‘during his lite; byt ‘thse h 
nours not’ ‘satisfying the ambition of thé: yourig print 
he entered into.a conspiracy. with: Tiribi us to wiurd 
his father.’

“Or the’ death “of Darits,” three of'the: princes, v 
Avtiaspes, Ochus, and Arsames, ‘became competite 
for the crown. ‘Ochus practised so effectually ont 
credulity” of Ariaspes, that he poisoned himself; a 
Arsames was assassinated by the son of Tiribaz 
These acts of cruelty overwhelmed Artaxerxes w 
such insupportable grief, that he died. | 
Conscious that his’. father’s character was had 
esteem through the whole empire, and apprehensive 
the ill consequences which might result from an ime 
diate avo al of his accession, Ochus concealed : 
death of the king, and assumed the administratior 
government in the name of Artaxerxes. He cat 
himself, in the name of the king, to be declared hiss 
cessor ; and after ten months, he published ihe deat!

affairs, and whe was indignant on account of the insu 
offered to his religien at the subjugation of his countr 
prevailed on the king's physician to administer toh 
master a strong poison, tustead of medici ine. Havin. 
thus accomplished his purpose, he caused the flesh « 
the. king to be cut in pieces, and thrown to dogs ar 
eats. He then placed on the throne Arses, the younge 
prince, aad condemned all the rest to death. But Atse 
sensible of the slavery in which he was held, con¢ents 
sneasunpsto free himself fromit. Bogoas, therefore, effec 
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ed. ‘his destruction in the second year ‘of his teh 
békiowed the imye rial diaden on ‘Darius Codoraant 
who wag a descendant of Darivs Nothns, and at th 
tine governer of Arin nenia. This prince, however, hr 
not leng eniovged the sovereignty, when the ambition 
eunuch iccermined in} remove him, and with this d. 
sign provided a deleterious: potion; but Darius, bei 
apprised of his danger, compelled Bagoas to drink 41 
poised, and thus established himselfon the throne. 

iv the second year of this reign, Alexander,. king | 
Macedon, crossed. the Hellespont at the head of a we 
fisciplined army, with the deign of reven: sing the m1 
juries which Greeve had received from the Persians dur 
ing three. hundred ye years. On bisarrival at the Gran 

cus, he fuand ov the opposite bank a numerous Persia: 
arMy, uinounting to one hundred thougand toot, ani 
ten sneaagy horse. (Though. Alexander q al Rot war 
than tsirty. thosrand foot, . nd. five thousand horse 
he: cagised th Lanier at the head of his cavalry, an 
attacked w ith impetnosity the whole Persiar force. Au 
obstinate conilect ensued. in which the Pet ‘sians wer 
defeated. with the loss of twenty thousand foot and twi 
thousiiid horse, and im which Alexaader ex posed his lifi 
to the mus! imminent hazard, Spiibrobates, the intend 
ed son-in-law of Darins, baving hurled his javelin with, 
out effect agmust the Macedonian conqueror, attack eu 
im with las sword; but Alexander, the moment he raig- 
ed his arm to strike with his sabre, pierced him with his 
lanee. The king of Mecedon was then attacked by 
-Rosaces, brother to Spithrobates, vo beat off the war- 
‘Tior's plume with his*battle-axye; but he was saved by 
Clitus, who struck off the head of Rosaces with a scimi- 
tar. Having thus obtained a a decisive victory, Alexan- 
der received embassies from several cities, which ‘ae. 
kugwledged his aviherity. 
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‘The invasion having assumed a seriousaspect, Daring 
be: gan his mar chy against the: ‘conqueror. at the head of a 
numerous army’ before which was carried, on silver’ - 
altars, the sacred fire, attended by the Magi and three 
hundred and sixty-five. ‘youths i in scarlet robes. Next 
follow: di a siumpluous car consecrated to the rod Jupi- 
ier, ten magnihe ent chariots with curious sculptures in. 

eald and silver 3 the j InvINC ible band of Persians clotli- 
ed in sobes of gold. tissue; the king’s relations, habited 
in the richest ornaments; and Darius, who was Reuted. 
upon « golden chariot, aud whose. dress was adorned. 
with a profusion of costly jewels. | 

Darius led is army into Cilicia, and advanced to. 
the city of Issus, near which Alevinuder ee up ‘his : 
troops on an advantageous ground. The Persian mo- 

narch, unable to extend his frout bevorid’ ‘that of the 
enemy, drew Up: ‘his army in ‘several lines, one behind 
» the other. But the ‘Macedoninas having broken ihe 
“first Hine, a seene of coufusion Ininediatély followed, 
and the Persinus were completety defeated. Darius 
retreatiy! irecrpitately to the adjoming meuntains, 
where hie aienuted a borse, and continued bis Hehe. 
In the mean time, the Greck troops ma the pay of the 
Persian movarch performed prodigies of salour. and 
withstood the furicuy attack of the Macedonia army 
till twelve thousand of them were slain. Alexander 
was now entire master of the ficld, and of the Persian 
camp, in which the mother, wife, and son of Darius, 
_ were taken prisoners. After this batile; success ceon- 
stantly attended bim. He humbled the pride ‘of the 
Scythians ; made his offering ss in the temple of the 
Jews; received the submission of Egypt 2 and penetrat- 
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‘tug through the deseris of the Oasis, was declared a 
god by the oracle of the idol J upiter Ammon. 

—|n the mean time, Darius being’ overcome by the ge- 
nerous Poluvieur of Alexander towards his wife, his 
mother, and hi son, offered to relinquish all the Asia- 
tic proviness 4s far. as the Halys, and all the countries: 
hetween the Hellespont: and, the Euphrates, und ten- 
dereit Uurivithousand talents for the ransom of his fi- 
mily. Dut these proposals were rejected, and Darius 
was reqnied to descend trom his throne, and te ac- 
know fede the king of Macedon as his sovereign. 

The Persian monarch, therefore, having assembled 
a wlore numerous army than that which fought at Issus, 
prepared for batile in a large plain near the city ef 
Arbela, on the confines of Persia... The Persians com- 
menced the attack with great fary-and resolution ; but, 
after an obstinate conflict, they were totally routed, 
and Darius was again compelled to scek safetyein fight. 
JAtter crascue the Lwcos, his atteudants ddvised bir 
to break dowre ine bitdee, tu order to stop the progress 

Of his pairs ne ts. i would rather,” said he, “Jeave an 
open way Live pursing cnemy, than shut it against a 
fleeing friend.” Afier reaching the city of Arbela, he 
passed the mountams of Armenia. | 

Alexander, having allowed bis men to recruit their 
strength and spirits, after the faticue of the recent bat- 
‘tle, appeared before Persepolis, the ancient residence. 
of the Persian monarchs, and inflamed the resentment 
of his troops against the fatcd capital. Accordingly, 
the most wanton cruelties were exercised on the’an- 
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fortunate inhabitabr-, the streets were deluged with 
human dlood : and ile royal palace was wantonly set 
on fire. at the tistigation of an abandoned courtesan. 

Darms, whe bad sought an asylum at Ecbatan, in 
Mediu, inul collected another army, with which he in- 
tended tf ee a last effort. He was, however, pre- 
vetiod oy Bexns, governor of Bactria, and Nabar Zanes, 
oa Perri nobleman, who entered into a conspiracy 
oyatuct tins. The conspirators seized the person of the 
kone and binding him with golden chains, slat hin 
up fea covered cart. and retreated precipitately towards 
Bactria. "Phey intended, if Alexander pursned thein, 
tadeliver up the object of his resentment ; or, if they 
escaped the Macedonian conqueror, to twurder Darius, 
ana asurping the mperr diadem, to renew the war. 
Ate auuder bemyg infurmedt oi the designs of Bessus and 
Nalwvenes, leaving the main body of bis army under 
thecor of Craterus, he advance witha small body of 
bob avined cavalry: and receriue mtcligence that the 
i Tish Atay was conveyed ta covered cart. and that 
the traces 4 adarkrowledged Bessus as their general. he 
hastepe:t iis march. As soon as the king of Macedon 
came withiu sight of the enemy, they mediately took to 
flight, and having d'secharged thei darts al the unfortue 
nate Persian monarch, ieft him weltering in bis blued. 

Tins died Darius, in the fitheth year of his age, and 
the sixth of bis reign, and with hin ended the Persian 
empire, after 1 had existed two hiondred and six years. 
His temper was mild and pacitic ; his government in 
general equitable, and his character unsullied by many 
of thuse vices, to which most of his predecessers had 
been addicted. 
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Vers highly favoured are the people who live under 
« muid and equitable government. [fthis lot be ours, it 
cleneands our grateful acknowledgments to God, to Him 
whois Supreme Governor in heaven and in earth, and 
by whom only itis Ghat kings re:gen, and princes decree 
justiec., Too merey he Iesses with a sceptre of peace, or 
in anger chastises with the rod of tyranny and oppres- 
sion.— Rulers and subjects, by their proper er unpreper 
condnet, reciprocally bring down on each other evil or 
eGei a blessing ora curse. On every account, there- 
fare tle latterare bound te obedience, and the former to 
the cxercise of equiry and benevelence, A king whe 
tules well as revered und ioved as the futher and proic- 
torofbis peeple, Aldus that in the history before us, 
we arc cedicd (0 tute many whe were ofa directly op- 
posite character whose elevation to the throne served 
only more (idly fo oxtulnt ther Corrope cisposiions, 
Wholly forgetial ofthe duties amd siminense respoustbi- 
Jities attaching to then stifion, they appear likewise to 
have forgot that themeely es, ii couten with the meanest 
oftheir subjects, miastdhe: whichforgetdittuess, itis need- 
less to remark, did net at olbaieot rhe appointments of 
Heaven, and the nature and conrse of things. Cyaxares 
havine subjugated Ninevelt, aad formed lis kingdom 
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inté apotent empire, died/——Whatever be our station, 
let us learn to regulate our i panels by a regard to 
futurity. — : P 


Secrron II. 


The laws and habits of the Persians, in some instan- 
ces, appear to have been characterized by savage bar- 
barity, in others they were absurd. Let us, however, 
notice with commendation what is said respecting the 
regard they paid to the education of children. The 
mind, if left uncultivated, can be compared only to 2 
desert. Now who would wish to possess a wilderness, 
productive only of briers and thorns, when by diligent 
jabour the same might be converted into a garden filled 
with fruits and flowers ? It is true,the minds of children, 
as well as those of persons who are grown up, are way- 
ward, and prone to evil; yet are they in general more 
susceptible of improvement: as the scion or tender shoot 
ofa plant may be hent at pleasere, whilst in vain we la- 
bour to eflect a change of inclination in the stardy tree; 
or as the soi} which hos heen but newly cast up by the 
river, yields to the spade of the husbendman more rea- 
dily than the parc bed heath, 

The Persians also evinced their sagacity in inuring 
their youth to hardship, and to much bodily exercise. 
So intimate is the connexion established between our 
mind and body, that whatever affects the one produacss 
a correspondent effect upon the other, Thus that which 
enfeebles the body, has a tendency alsoto impair the pow- 
ersof the mind. Idleness, thercfore, ought ever to be 
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whunned asadeadly enemy. Activity and exertion. 
conducive oth to health and happiness. Cyrus, wh 
character in several points is worthy of praise, manife 
ed his wisdons uot only in the government of his kin 
dom, butr. ous personal habits. He was temperate, 
bumeus, oad diiigent, and thus not only became prosp 
cus, oat nader the permission of Providence, prolong 
his days beyond those of many of the princes of Pers 
‘Phe evil propensities of our fallen nature sia 
~trougly depicted in the character of Cambyses, w! 
snececded to the empire of Cyrus. Hf riches and a 
tharttv are at all to be sought after, no doubt the chi 
motive ournt to be, that thereby a greater opportuni 
may be afforded to glorify God, and to do good. Bb 
hes opposed to this is the conduct of Cambyses! NN 
senner is tie sword of power put into his hands, tha 
be feeds curxious to turn its pomt against his unoflendi 
acwwhbeors. And afterwards, when thwarted in hus in 
quiteis iid cyurious projects, mstead of being hun 
Peloed ced returcuied, he raves the more, as the fury of tl. 
tiger ds bet mereased by his being curbed. We blus 
for the huwour of our species, when reading the recite 
of bis crimes. Nor can we forbear to justify the reir 
butive justice of the Almighty, i cansimg his days t 
be cut short by a wound from bis own swerd, Sucl 
invariably is the tinal result of sin, which, as a twoedg 
ed sword, destroys first those thai are around, and ther 
the sinner himeelf. 

King Darius having confidently auticipated the ful 
accomplishment of his purposes, when engaged in the 
expedition against Greece, experienced, we may sup- 
pose, a proportionate degree of mortification on seeing

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CHAPTER IV. 
OF THE GRECIANS. 


Tre most important details in the history of Gree 
are those connected with the Athenians, the Lacec 
monians, and Macedonians. We shall therefore treat 
each in order. |

Section I. 
Of the Athenians. 


Attica was bounded on the west by Megara, mov 
Citheron, and part of Beotia, on the north by t 
Euripic Gulf, and the rest of Boootia; on the »west 
the Europus ; and on the south by the Saronic Gulf. 
was about sixty miles from north west to south we 
and about fifty-six from north to south. The soil 
naturally barren, and rendered fertile chicfly by the , 
defatigable industry of the people. The Athenia 
were early distinguished for good faith mm commer 
which was the source of their riches ; and by it they < 
quired the means of raising great armies. 

The kingdoms generally allowed to have been foun 
ed by Cecrops, an Egyptian, who brought hither a c 
lony from the mouths of the Nile. He built the ei 
of Athens, deified Jupiter, instituted marriage, whi 
he rendered a sacred union, and forbade to sacrifice: 
the idols any living animal. He is also supposed. 
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diave been the founder of the Aveopagus, a court of. fas. 
tive, on the plan of the Egyptian tribuhals. Amphic- 
tyon, the third king of Athens, established the council. 
of the Air phictyons, which was a deputation from the 
twelve Greciaa states, that assembled twice a year to 
consult on the common interests of Greece. ‘Theseus 
founded a more perfect equality, in which the state re- 
sembled a republic, rather than a monarchy. This 


prince, notwithstanding his capacity, fell a sacrifice to 






the inconstancy of the people, and suffered banishment 
by ostracism*, a mode of punishment which he had 
himself instituted. | 

The last king of Athens was Codrus, in whose reign 
the Dorians and Heraclide regained all Peloponnesus, 
and cneroached on the Attie territory. The Delphic ora- 
cle declared, that the Herachda« would finally prevail, 
if they abstained from injuring the person or the king, 
of Athens. Codrus, beiny informed ef this, diszuised 
himself in the habit ofa peasant, and proceeding to the 
camp of the enemy, was slain by one of the soldiers in 
combat. The next'day the Athenians demanded their 
king; and the Heraclide, dispairing of success, abstain- 
ed from all further hostility. This act of Codrus rene 
dered him 80 much the object of veneration, that the

ia, and therefore abolished royalty. - : 
They, however, chose from the iis of. {Codrus their 
first magistrate, whom they denominated an archon, 
and who held his office for .life ; but they afterwards 
fixed the duration of this office for the same person at 
ten years. This new decennial dignity -had been for 
some time enjoyed, when the people, rising in a tamult, 
deposed the archon, and rendered the office annual ; 
and instead of one, they chose nine archons, who had 
each a separate departinent. 





These changes convulsed the state, and dined iia 
condition of the Athenians miserable. Draeo, therefore, 
who was an archon, and of illustrious birth, projected 
a refurm in the constitution of his country, and thought 
to repress disorders by the severity of penal laws. 
Every crime, from the most enormous to the most tri- 
fling, was considered as equally heinous, and therefore 
punished with death. The severity of such a system 
defvated its own purposes. Aristotle informs us, that 
Herodicus used to say, ‘* That his institutions seemed to 
have proceeded from a dragon, rather than from man ;” 
and WVemades rendered himself famous by observing, 
‘« That the laws of Draco were written, not with ink, 
but with blood.” 


At length appeared Solon, the wise, who being ap- 
pointed tc the archonship, obtamed full power to re- 
form the laws and constitution of the state. His first 
7" was to cuncel the laws of Draco, those only except- 

ed ‘which related to murder. He next abolished the 
debts of the poor by a law of insolvency ; and for this 
"plirpose, he: lowered the interest and value of money. 
Some of his: intimate friends, betraying the trust ; Te- .

“Sle next proceeded to regiilate the offices, engl 
ments, and magistracies of the state, all of which he 
committed tothe care of the rich: but while he ehtrust- 
ed the execution of the government to the nobles, he 
lodged the supreme power in the hands of the people. 
For this purpose he distributed the Athenians into four 
classes ; the first three were composed of persons pos- 
sessing property, according to their different portions, 
and the fourth consisted of those who possessed none, 
To the last no office nor employment in the state was 
assigned ; but they had the power of voting in the ge- 
neral assembly of the people. He conferred greater 
power on the court of Areopagus, the members of which 
were appointed to watch over the constitution. He 
also formed a senate, which was composed of four 
hundred persons, who had thecognizanceof all appeals 
from the Areopagus, aud the examination of all causes 
before they could be proposed to the general assembly 
‘OF tae people. ae 
“pe ‘Solon. enacted, that those who, in an insurrection or 
a ‘eéighn: of the people; observed a blameable and dan- 

eros ‘neéutrality, should be condemned to perpetual 
bahent uid all their en be Santee He 
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“ mits ofelothes, and séiné shonsehold goods of. trifling 
swalue... This law was intended to promote a ‘union. of 
“congenial minds and mutual affections. It would car- 
‘ty us beyond the limits prescribed, were we to enter in- 
to further details on the subordinate institutions of this 
legislator. They have since become the basis of the 
civil law of other nations; so that-we may justly affirm, 
the institutions of Solon are still partly in forcé. 

One of the original historians of Greece has related 
an incident in the life of Solon, which is too important 
to be passed over in silence. Amongst other places 
visited by that distinguished philosopher and states- 
man was Sardis, the capital of the kindom of Lydia. 
Cresus, the Lydian monarch, was then in the zenith of 
his prosperity and fame. He felt himself flatteted by a 
visit from so celebrated a stranger, and entertained him 
with every mark of respect, in his splendid palace, 
where wealth, profusion, and luxury abounded. The 
king of Lydia so completely mistook the true charatter 
of the Grecian sage, before whom he ostentatiously dis- 
played all the magnificence and abundance of his trea- 
sury, thet be expected Solon would be filled with ad- 
Miration, and pronounce him the happiest man upon 
earth. But the independent citizen of Athens scorned 
to flatter the vanity of the prince at the expense of truth, 
and therefore, in reply to the repeated inquiries of Cresus 
“ whom le considered the happiest of men,” referred 
to several obscure, but virtuous characters, who having 
lived usefully, died lamented and honoured. Cresus 

_ could not refrain from expressing both Surprise and dis- 
satisfaction at Solon’s reply ; that he should prefer the 
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“Wondition.of such private: individuals, to the pomp and 
splendour of a prince like himself. The Grecian. phi- 
_ losopher explained the reason, and stated the grounds 
“of his decision, by informing the vain-glorious monarch, 
“that it was impossible to judge of any man’s happi- 
ness before his death ; because it is unpossible to fore- 
sev what may befal him. That characters and events 
were to be estimated only by their end.” Accustomed 
only to the soothing language ef courtiers and flatter- 
ers, the kingof Lydia knew not how to brook these un- 
welcome truths. He affected, indeed, to despise therm, 
but sufficiently shewed the deep impression they made 
upon his mind, by abruptly dismissing his faithful ine- 
nitor. 

Soon after the departure of Solon, the tide of pros- 
perity, which bad hitherto flowed in an uninterrupte! 
stream, turned against Croesus. A variety of calamitous 
events took place. His favourite son Atys was kill- 
ein huntins. The growing empire and rapidg@eon- 
quests of Cyrus, gave him just cause of alarm. His 
armies were defeated in several sanguinary battles 
with the Persian conqueror. His capital was at 
length taken, and himself made prisoner. The Ly- 
dian monarch was delivered to Cyras, who condemned 
-him, together with fourteen noble youths of Lydia, 
to be burnt in honour of the gods, as the first fruits of 
victory. When the sentence was about to be executed, 
and the unhappy monarch had ascended the funeral 
pile, the words of Solon, which had formerly both sur- 
prised and offended him, occurred so forcibly to his 
recollection, that he repeated thrice, with manifest 
_ emotion, the name of that philosopher... Cyrus, who 
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. stood by, on inquiring into the cause of that excla 
tion, was informed of the interview between Solon ; 
Croesus which has been narrated ;.and was soimpres 

- with the striking illustration of the sentiments wh 
the fall of Croesus exhibited, as to revoke the senten 
and admit him into the number of his companions a 
counsellors, 

It is worthy of remark, that the king of Lydia v 
betrayed into the war with Cyrus, which cost him} 
crown, and threatened his life, by the ambiguous se 
tehce he obtained, at a great expense, from the Delpt 
oracle. The response given to his ambassadors, w) 
were instructed to inquire whether he should undertal 
a war with Persia, was, ‘ If Croesuspass the Halys, | 
will put an end to a vast empire.” His consumma 
vanity prevented the suspicion from entering his min. 
that this vast empire might prove his own, till the m 
lancholy result of the contest coustrained him to adv) 
that interpretation. 

Aiter promulging his laws, Solon determined to tr: 
vel ; and having bound the Athenians by an oath th; 
his institutions should not be changed in any part fe 
the space of ten years, he set out on his journey. Soo 
after his departure, three different purties -auppeare 
among the people: that of the highlands, the lowland: 
and the coast. They inflamed the minds of the Ath 
nians, and each endeavoured to subvert and usu rp th 
government. Lycurgus was at the head of the countr 
people ; Megacles was the chief of the inhabitants @ 

the sea-coast ; and Pisistratus declared himself the leac 


er of those in'the highlands. Of these, Pisistratus wa 


the most powerful, 
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¥ ‘This individual was on the point of: accomplishi 
his, signs, when Solon, after an absence of ten yeai 
retumed: to Athens. The legislator, now advanced 
age, was not able to quell the factions, and direct tl 
helm of government in the storm. Pisistratus havir 
purposely wounded himself, drove his chariot into tl 
market-place, as if pursued by his enemies; and exh 
Ps 
hiting his mangled and bleeding body to the populac 
he requested their protection. A general assembly be 
ing convened, on the motion of Ariston, Pisistratus of 
tained a guard of fifty men, and, selzing the citadel, as 
sumed the sovereignty of Athens. He made severa 
changes in the Athenian constitution, although the as 
sembly, the council, magistracies, and courts of justice 
remained, Pisistratus ts said to have obeyed a Citas 
tion from the Arcopagus, on a charge of murder. 
Solon died at Cyprus, in the cightieth year of his age 
and two years afier the ussumption of the regal powe1 
by Pisistratus. After lux death, the Athenians paid 
him the highest honours, and erected in the forum at 
Athens, and at Salamis, (of which he was a native,) a 
statue of him in brass, with his hand in his sown, the 
posture in which he was accustomed to harangue the 
people. Besides his knowledge of legislation, he was a 


very eloquent speaker, and excelled in poetry.

He possessed @ tast 
for learning aud the fine arts, and was the first’ thi 
built « library for public inspection. He collected an 
digested the poems of Homer into'the order in whic 
we possess theny at present. ‘Cicero speaks of thim a 
ihe first model of thatyeloquence in which Greece s 
eminently .excelled. He continued to direct the gc 
vernment of Athens, and died at an advanced age. 

On the death of Pisistratus, Hippias arid Hipparchu: 
his sons, succeeded to the government. They greatl 
favoured learning and learned men, and invited t 
Athens Anacreon of Teos, and Simonides of Cea. g 
conspiracy was formed against the two brothers; bt 
Hipparchus only was killed. Hippias, whose disposi 
tion had litherto been mild and amiable, now becam 
ferocious and cruel, and caused Aristogiton, one of tk 
principal conspirators, to be put to the torture. Th 
mau, when questioned with respect to his accomplice | 
mentioned some of Hippias’s best friends, who wei. 
immediately put to death. He tien named other: 
who shared the same fate ; and when asked by Hy 
pias, if there were not still more, he replied smilin 
“LTknowof none now but yourself who deserve 
suffcr death.” 
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Miafties so incensed the Atheniang, that the 
aber ‘flippias, and swore eternal hatred to hit 
and his family. Hippias, being compelled to abando: 
Athens, sought the assistance of the Persian monarcl 
who was highly offended with the Athenians for hay 
ing co-operated with the Grecians in sacking Sardi 
Darius the Persian monarch, therefore, readily lister 
ed tu the propusals of Hippias, and marched a lar 
army to the plains of Marathon. The forces of th 
Athenians did not amount to more than ten thousan 
men, who were commanded by ten generals, in tl. 
number of whom were Miltiades, Aristides, and Thi 
mistocles. Hlowever, the others resigned their con 
mand to Miltiades, who decided on an immedin 
attack. ‘The bravery of the Athenians astonished ar 
intimidated the Persians : and the stern countenance 
the disciphae and firniness of the Greeks, decider! u 
victory. According to Herodotus, the Persians Ide. 
this battle «16 thonsand three hundred men, the Ath 
nians one hundred and ninety-two, 





After this engacciaent, the Persians embarked Py 
cipitately. ane bore away for Athens, in hopes of car 
ing the city by surprise; but Miltiades arriving thy 
before them, the Persian admiral stecred for Ay 
without attempting any thing farther, Maltiades tq 
advantage of the popular favour to ask the corama 
ofa flect, with which he proposed to sail on a sed 
expedition. He obtained his request, and proceeg 
tothe isle of Paros, which he besieged ; but the Pari

They were nearly of the same age, aud equa 
noble in birth. Educated in the ‘most celebra 
schools of philosophy, Aristides had deen taught 
prefer glory to pleasure ; ; the interest of his country 
his personal safety. and reputation ; nor was he sul 
ous to obtain the external rewards of benevolent ¢: 
tions. Onthe other hand, The mistocles was inflar 
with dM DiLigus designs, and desirous of perform 
great wn martial achievements. — Eloguent, ac 
and enterprising, he lad strengthened his natural 
dowments by the ac quisition of science. Glory. f 
ever, was the ddol of lis he art, the divinity to whic 
paid unceasing homage.

éity, and embark on board the sleet. “In this ox 
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wpe which nT Themistoctes cansind dim; aad others whee 
ads been banished, tobe: recalled ; thus sacrificing his 
private resentment te'the public good. 

On the approach ofthe danger which threatened the 
Athenians, the other states of Greece hastened to send 
them succours, knowjng they were exposed to the et- 
tack of the same enemy. The Lacedemonians prin- 
cipally distinguished themselves; and Eurybiades, 
their admiral, was appointed commander in chief’ The 
Persian and Grecian fleets came in sight ofeach other 
near Salamis, on the coast of Peloponnesus. By the 
advice of Themistocles, the Greeks attacked the enemy 
in the strait; and a complete victory was the resilt. 
That he might remove alf fear of the destructive pro- 
jects which Nerxes might yet form and execute with 
the remamder of his forces, Themistocles persuaded 
the Persian monarch that the Grecks intended to break 
‘down the bride aver the Hellespont. The king of 
Persia, therefore, iannediately retreated with precipi. 
tation, and his michty army was disperséd. 

The Grecian states being assembled in the temple of 
Neptune, on the Jsthmus of Peloponnesns, in order to 
confer the customary honours on him, who, by the free 
‘votes of their leaders, had deserved best, each chief 
‘yas directed to write the name oft! Y nan he supposed 
most worthy, and also of him whom he thought deserv- 
ing the second reward : on which each commander put 
bis own name in the first place, and that of Themisto- 
‘cles in the second, which sufficiently evinced the su- 
‘perior worth and conduct of the Athenian adihiral. 
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- ear on 5 Euribledes, pple thet! ‘of (poles 
Theristocls, and crowned him with a wreath of olive. 
‘During >these triumphs,.the Persians destroyed the 
civ of Athens, for the opposition and losses which they 
had experienced, and which theyattributed” princi- 
pally to the-Athenmians, In fact, they bad a great share 
in the victory of Platea, where they were command. 
el by Aristides; and they powerfully assisted the efforts 
of the other Greeks at Mycale, where the Persian Acet 
was almost annihilated. The Persians returned to 
“Athens, and levelled, even the rains of ancient build- 
ings.. Butthe city arose from its ashes, and soon reco- 
akg its er ieee and the citizens ‘sieimee 
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out kiveste, By the add reas of “Themistocles and con- 
irary to the wishes ¢f Che Lacedwmonians, Athens was 
fortified with strong walls; and a safe harbour, suffi- 
ently capacious fur cuntaining a large fleet, was formed 
at the Pirgens, and united to the city by walls. 

The Lacedanionians could not pardun Themistocles 
for baving impos-d on them respecting these fortifiea- 
tions, which rendered? Athens superior te the other 
Grecian states, bhe iy intri; ued ef Athens with ao much 
success, that the same people of whom Themistocles 
bad- been the idol, net only abandoned, but banishe« 
chim by the Ostracism. He retired to the court of Ad. 
‘metug, king of the Molossi, whither the Lacedam:. 
“guans pursucd him, and compelled him to flee into Asi: 
gtvok refuge with the king of Persia, who receive: ( 
y with great kindness, gave hint d Pemian lady {: 
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} the’ enemies of Themistocles ™ 
with ‘the highest respect. Te Rye ae 
tbe oo or ‘Aratides, Cimon, the wit Mit! 
tiades, Whois said to have united in his own person the 
couraze of. his father,-and the prudence of Themisto- 
cles, with more integrity thaw both, was left. without 
mi equal in favor and authority with the Athenian 
people,’ On him the conduct of the Persian war im- 
mediately devolved. * He obtained two victories over 
the Ferzians in one day, one by sea, and the other by 
land, cnd took an immense booty both inthe shipsand 
of. shore. He attacked and defeated a fleet with four 
chips, rendered himself master of the Chersonesus, and 
seized on the cold mines of Thrace, which were the 
principal objects of his expedition. He obtained pro- 
digious sums of money, which enriched the public trea- 
sury, and which enabled Lim to wratity his incdination 
to generosity.

‘ wbly: resembled: Pisistratus ; ane this'eircunietatiey obt 
- liged:him to conceal, for a long time, the qualifications 
of which he was possessed. In youth, therefore, he 
employed his active hours in arms, and his leisure‘in: 
studies, His family interest and party conngxions, led 
him to court the popular favour, and oppose the aristo- 
cracy. His eloquence was so nervous and animated, 

that he obtained the surname of Olympus. 

A contest soon took: place between Cimon and Pe- 
ricles. Victory long hesitated between the two parties; 
but at length, Cimon was publicly accused of having 
received presents from the Macedonians. not to enter 
their territories when he seized on the "Persian gold 
mines in Thrace. Whilst the public mind was thus 
agitated, a favourableopportunity was seized ; the Os. 
tracism was proposed and carried ; and by the banish- 
ment of Cimon, the party in opposition became pos- 
sessed of the reins of guvernment. During his exile, 
the Athenians were beaten, and reeretted that they 
had net the assistance of Cimon. A reconciliation be- 
tween the aristocratical and democratical partics in 
Athens was ther ‘ore ¢iTeeted + and Pericles prapos- 
ed, in an assembly of the people, to recall Cimon trom 
banishment. 

In order to preserve internal tranquillity, Cimon 
saw the necessity of turning the spirit of enterprise to- 
wards foreign conquest, and particularly against Per- 
sia, the common enemy of Greece. After obtaining 
repeated successes over the Persians and their allies, 
he died whilst besieging the principal city in the isle 
of Cyprus. It is not known whether his death waa 
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his wisdom, modera cathe and coaliatery pedro were 
qualities which ¢ ised: his lose'to:be severely felt and 
deplored, Others’ ‘might command fleets and armite, 
and obtain victotigs’$ ‘bat theycould: not, or at least did: 
not, free Greece from civil fonda; ‘and:domestic wars 


After the death of Gitnon, Pericles bees me'the prin- 
cipal person in the state; but the aristocratical party 
néver Ceased to molest and oppose hig. He proposed 
to form of the several Grecian republicé one great com- 
monwealth, of which Athens should be the head ; but 
the pride of the Peloponnesians, and especially of the 
Lacedemonians, who opposed the measure With all their 
power, obliged him to abandon the project. The Mega- 
rians having revolted from the Athenians, and joined 
the Lacedamcnians, occasioned a war between Athens 
and Sparta. At length, a cessition of hostilities was 
concluded between the Athenians and Laccdamonians 











for the space of thirty years. 

From 2a spark exetted in a remetc commer of Greece 
arose that general conflagration, which has heen de- 
signated by the name of the Pelopounesian war. [low- 
ever, to explain the preparatory causes of thus war would 
lead us into a long detail of — vw feuds and.jea- 
lousies of neighbouring states. Suffice it, therefore, to 
observe, that the Athenians and t. edamonians, b 
encouraging reciprocal prcfensions, had for a long time 
fomented these partial enmities :and that, at length, the 
several states of Greere ranged themselves under the 
Spartan or the Athenian standard. The Spartans de-- 
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GRO, evid: edhe war of, Peloponnesu 
In the first year of the war, the Lacedemonians 
vaged the territory of Athens, and advanced to the v 
walls of the city. Pericles, however, sent out fe 
which retaliated. on. the:enemy for the ravages com 
ted in Attica ; and he amused the citizess shut uj 
Athens, with distributions of money from the ‘pul 
treasury, with ‘a law for the division of the lands, | 
with funeral honours rendered to the dead. 


in the second year, a dreadful plague desolated | 
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tica, while the enemy ravaged the country. Peri 
would not allow the Athenians to go out of the ¢ 
The plague, however, raging among the soldiers - 
seamen, the Athenians lost their courage, and sued 
peace ; ; and being: refused, deprived Pericles of al 
dignities, and condemned him to pay a fine. Neve 
less, with an inconstancy natural to the people, they 
eal him, and invested him with almost abee 
author. The Athenians besieged. Potidea, the i 
bitants' i “Shih » being reduced to the necessity ‘of, 
ing hort.” as 4 flesh, at length surrendered. 
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. Inthethird year, success was divided bet ween the.con 
tending powers. Pericles, most of whose family an 
friends had already fallen victims to -the plague, -wa 
seized with that disease, apd died. Some of his friends 
during his Jast moments, supposing jim to have los. 
all knowledge and recollection, recounted the wisdor 
and incorruption of his admimistration, and his victe 
ries by sea and Jand. On hearing them, the dyin 
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‘stafesman, raising himselfon the bed, said, “ You for 
get the best part of my character 5 no one of my fellow 
citizeus was ever compelled, on my account, to wear 
mourning robe.” 

In the five succeeding years, the Laced:emonians an 
Athenians liboured tu establish, the former an aristocre 
tical, and the datter a democratical form of government: 
Ip (he states and cities of which they had rendered then 
selves masters. Inthem they formed purties, fomente 
divisions, and excited the citizens to engave tn contes 
against each other; and the unhappy inhabitants « 
Corcyra afforded a fatal example of the excesses. an 
furtous creliies of which men are capable metry 
wars, 

In the niuth and tenth years, propositions of neac 
were made, and a treaty of pactication between th 
Lacedemonians aud Athenians was at length agree 
on; but the clatms of the inferior states being ill regt 
lated, they continued hostilities, and the princip 
powers became auxiliaries. | 

In tiie three following years, Alcibiades took a cons 
derable part in political affairs. He was the son of Cl. 
nias, the nephew of Pericles, and was descended line 
ally from Ajax. He was remarkably handsome, riche: 
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than most of the Athenian nobles, learned, eloquent;in: 
- defatigahle, affable, and courteous ; yet at the same time 
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he was indolent, lux 





rious, dissolute, and intempera te 
_ Iu fine, he sur passed most ofhis follow-citizens, bad anc 
wood. The Lacedaemonians having sent ambassadors te 
Athens. these ministers apphed to Nicias, who intro 
duced them into the senate, where they declared thai 
they were vested with full power to adjust all differences. 
When they retired from the senate, Alcibiades invited 
them to his house, andexpostulating with them on their 
attaching themselves to Nicias, advised them to deny 
in the general assembly of the people that they were 
vested with full powers, lest the Athenians should be 
induced to extort unreasonable compliances. When, 
therefore, the ambassadors came into the foram, Alci- 
biades asked thei whether they bad full powers 5 anc 
on thei anewermy in the negative, ‘* You see, my coun. 
trymen, said he, ‘ what credit is due to these Lacede. 
monians, who deny to you to-day, what they solemnly 
affirmed to the senate yesterday!” Upon which the 
people refused to bear the Lacedwmonians, and dis 
missed them. 

In the four following years, the Argives declared in 
favour of Sparta, abolished the democratical, and esta: 
blished an aristocratical form of government. But 
growing weary of the latter, they expelled the Lacedg.- 
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thonians, banished the aristocrats, and recalled the 
Athenians, who sent Alcibiades to su pport the democra- 
cy, and procure the banishment of,those who favoured 
the Lacedamoniaus. Many of the inhabitants of the 
island of Melos were punished still more cruelly for 
their attachment to Sparta. 


In the seventh year of the war, the Athenians and 
Lacedkemonians made Sicily the scene of warfare. 
The Athenians sent a fleet to the assistance of the Egis- 
tines, Who were engaged ina war with the Syracusans. 
Niclas was appointed commander in the expedition, 
and Alcibiades and Lamochus were his colleagues. 
But while necessary preparations were making, all the 
statues of Mercury were defaced in one night. _Suspi- 
cion fell on Alcibiades ; and his colleagues, after they 
arrived in Sicily, were ordered to send him to Athens 
under a siroug guard. Alcibiades, however, escaped 
to Lacedicimon, and by conforming to the Spartan man- 
ners, and divulging the plans of the Athenians, he 
gained the confidence of the Lacedzemonians. 

The next year the Laced monians, by the advice of 
Alcibiades, seized and fortified Decelea, which was 
situated at an equal distance from Athens and the fron- 
tiers of Beeotia. This year also, the Athenians were 
defeated im Sicily, where they lost their fleet, their 
arivv, and their generals. These losses and defeats 
induced the Athenians to establish a council of aged 
men, who were to discuss all aflairs before they were 
proposed to the people. 
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’ In'the twentieth year of the war, Alcibiades procur. 
ed-the Lacedwmonians the alliance of the Persians : 
but having seduced the wife of Agis, the Spartan king 
he sought refuge with Tissaphernes, the general of the 
Persians, and immediately bécame a voluptuous Asiatic 
the mnpire of taste and arbiter of pleasures. He now 
made proposals to return to Athens, and procure thie 
Athenians the alliance of Persia, if they would abolis} 
the democratic al, and substitute an aristocratical forn 
of coverument. The Athenians, always prone to no 
velty, on the arrival of Pisander and the other deputie 
from the army, who brought the propositions of Al 
cibiades, determined to dissolve the democracy, an 
confide the sovereign power to five thousand of the rich 
est citizens. But this form not giving the chiefs all th 
power which they wished, Pisander proposed that ti 
prytanes should be elected, and that these five shoul 
choose a hundred; that each of the hundred shoul 
choose three ; and that the four hundred thus clecte 
should become a senate with supreme power, and con 
sult the five thousand only when they thought prope 
This proposal was accepted by the people. and the ele 
tions were made in the presence of the assembly. A 
ter which, the four hundred, armed with poniards, ar 
accompanied by a guard, «xpelled the former senatoi 


This change, however, was disagreeable to the arr 
as well as to Alcibiades, who could not approve of 
government, which excluded the nobles, and vest: 
the power in the hands ofa few. The soldiers havi: 
recalled Alcibiades, and appointed him general of 1 
army, he commande the four hundred to resign th 
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anthority, and resto, th fa former senate. This. inser: 
catised great confugign, in Athens ;. but at length, the 
power of the four. hugdres was abolighed, and thes BU 
preme authority restored to, the five thousand,,;: | 

After Alcibiades tdbk the command of the Athenian 
forces, he obtained several victories over the Laceda-+ 
monians, and.in one day took the whole of their fleet. 
On his return to Athens, the decree of his banishment 
was thrown into the sea, and the people appointedhim 
commander in chief by land and sea, with unlimnited 
power. Unfortunately, however, whilst absent, he 
committed the care of the fleet to an officer -who was 
beaten by the enemy, The Athenians, being persuad- 
ed that this defeat was owing to the indolence and 
luxury of Alcibiades, and that he corresponded with 
the Lacedemonians, instantly stripped him of his com- 
mand, and appointed ten admirals to supply his place. 

Alcibiades passed over into Thrace, where he built a 
castle for his own security, and erected a small princi- 
pality in the midst of his many and potent enemies. 

_ The ten admirals gained a great victory, with the loss, 
however, of twenty-five of their ships, and most of the 
men they contained. Theramencs, one of the com- 
manders, accused lis colleagues of having taken no 
cure to save the dying, or pay the last rites to the dead. 
Six of the admirals, therefore, were tried, colidengned, 
and executed for this crime. eae 


Lysander, the Spartan admiral, attacked the Athenians 
both by sea and land, in the neighbourhood ‘of Thrace.

great resolution, Without even demanding a ati At 
length, being ‘pressed by famine, they were obliged to 
~ccept a peace on the following severe, conditions, 
viz. that the walls and fortifications of the Piraus 
should be demolished ; that they should deliver up all 
their ships except twelve ; receive all ‘whom they had 
banished, aind follow the fortutie of the Lacedaemonians. 
Lysander caused the wallsto be demolished at the sound 
of music. Thus the ruin of Athens terminated the 
Peloponnesian war, which lasted twenty-seven years. 
As soon as Lysander had demolished the walls and 
fortifications of the Pireus, he constituted a council of 
thirty, who are designated in history under the title of 
the thirtytyrants. Instead of making laws, they govern- 
ed without them, appointed a senate and magistrates at 
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their will, and sent for a garrison from Lacedemon. 
At the head of the thirty were Critias and Theramenes, 
men of the greatest < abilities in Athens: the former was 
ambitious and cruel in the extreme ; but the latter was 
‘of a milder disposition, and av erse to sanguinary mies- 
‘wares. Theramencs endeavoured to oppose the cruel- 
ties-of the tyrants : and Critias, therefore, accusing him

| dluded a a peace § ‘with the Tacedemonians, and procured 
an aict of general amnesty. The tyrants, during their 
short reign, had put. to death fourteen hundred citizens, 
and dri ren into banishment five thousand. They had 
also a considerable share in procuring the déath of 
Alcibiades, whom they represented to the Lacedemo- 
nians as a lion that was to be feared, and who was there- 
fore murdered by assass ‘us. 

Soon after the popular form of government was re- 
established Socrates, the tutor and friend of Alcibiades, 
was condemned and put to death. Brave in war, ofa 
mild and. easy conversation, and equally esteemed for 
his wisdom, he could not but displease the thirty ; ‘wlio 
first endeavoured to render his manners and doctrine 
suspected : they. then attempted to isgrace him, forc- 
ing him to’ concur in their tyranny, or De. guilty of an 
act of disobedience, Every kind of pe 
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. phadticél against ‘him. He was’publicly deetie 
vilified ; and Aristophanes introduced him on the stage 
teaching sophism, by which a‘bad cause might be ren- 
dered guod, preaching new gods, and ridiculing whatever 
was held sacred. At length he was formally accused of 
not acknowledging the gods of the republic ; and 
thourh he pleadgg his cause in a most forcible yan- 
_ ner, he waa condemped to suffer death. 
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- Conone deavoured to restore the affairs of the Aihe- 
nians, by éourtifig the allianee ‘of the king of Persia. 
His attempts were ably seconded by Iphic rates, who 
was remarkable for the spirit of precaution and vigilance 
which he so eminently displayed ; ; and. by “Thrasyby- 
lus, who greatly assisted in retrieving the Athenian 
affairs... At length Antalcidas, a Spartan admiral, en- 
tered into a general’ treaty’ with the king of Persia, by 
which he endeavoured to adjust the interests of all the 
states of Greece, and which was called the peace of 
Antalcidas. However, the Lace zemonian and Athe- 
nian republics soon took part in the quarrels of those 
whom they imagined they‘ could reconcile. Some 
cities refusing to accept their liberty, and others ta he 
attached to more considerable states, occasioncd dis- 
putes, in which receurse was had to arms. ; 








The Chians, Rhodians, Coaas, and Byzantines 
weary of the tyranny of the Athenians, determined tc 
throw off the yoke, and free themselves. On th: 
first notice of this revolt, the Athenians sent a larg: 
fleet, under the cominand of Chares, Timotheus, an 
Iphicrates, who were joined equal in commission. 
Chares, wishing to engage the — = net bein: 
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able'to prevail on Timotheus and Iphicrates, accused 
his colleagues, whom the people cashiered and mulct- 
ed in a larger fine. Timotheus died of grief. The 
Athenians remitted the greatest part of the fine to his 
son Conon, but obliged him to pay a tenth of it, which 
they appropriated to the reparation of those walls that 
had been rebuilt by his grandfather. 
The Phocians having ploughed some land which be- 
longed to the Delphic Apollo, were sentenced to pay a 
fine by the Amphictyons, or general assembly of Greece; 
but they refusing to submit to the judgment of that 
court, the Loérians and Becotiaus made war against 
them. The Phocians gained the advantage, and seized 
all the treasures of the temple, with which they hired 
inercenary troops, and especially Athentans, who, find- 


*, 


ing their offers very considerable, joined them in great 
cuumbers. This was called the sacred war. About this 
time Demosthenes became eminent as an orator. He 
was the son of an Athenians who had amassed a large 
fortune by the maniifacture of sword-blades. He ap- 
plied himself to the =tudy of oratory; and, though na. 
ture was iinfavouralile to hin, by patience and attention 
he wequired a manly and solid eloquence, wiich was 
superior, not only to that of his contemporaries, but 
even of all others. He exhorted the Athenians to live 
on good terms with the Persian monarch, who possess- 
ed neither the power nor the will to conquer them ; 
cautioned them against the growing influence of Philip, 
king of Macedon, and exerted all his eloquence to 
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‘Youse the Athenians to a proper sense of the dange 
which was to be apprehended from the designs pf tha 
SOV ereign. 

Phocion was a soldier, general, and politician, an 
valued himself less on being an orator. He spoke just 
_ dy, judiciously, and concisely. shewed no preference t 

any party, and was actuated: by a wish to promote th 
benefit of his fellow citizens, by integrity and by rea 
son. Demosthenes was lively and ardent, and alway 
proposed to the multitude bold and extraordinary pre 
jects ; whilst Phocion, whose characteristic was mild 
ness and caution, proposed only such as were moderat 
and easy to be carried into effect. 

Notwithstanding the copious aud energetic ele 
quence of Demosthenes, Philip successfully procecde 
in his project to subjugate Greece, and gained th 
famous battle of Chaeronea, which placed Athens a 
his discretion, No sooner was it known that the king ¢ 
Macedon was dead, than the Athenians gave themscl ve 
up toa ridiculous joy, and wore chaplets of flower: 
as if they had obtained a great victory,  Phily 
however, was succeeded by Alexander, who reduced th 
Athenians to the extremity of humbly ». slicing peac 

On the death of Alexander, the Athenians flew t 
arms, and imprudently toch the field against Antipy 
ter, one of Alexander's ecnerals, whom that monar¢ 
had appointed governor of Greece, They were defea 
ed, and obliged to submit to deliver up to Antipate 
Demosthenes and Hyperides, another orator ; ‘to. © 
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@stablish the ancient method of levying taxes; 
receive a garrison into their ports; and to pay 
expenses of the war, and a certain sum of money. ] 
moxthenes fled, and being pursued by order of Aj 
pater, poisoned himself: 

On the death of Antipater, two parties arose in 
celonia, ai the head of one of which was Polyperche 
who had the custody of the person of the king ; and 
the other, Cassander, the son of Antipater. The lat 
sent Nicanor, a man of great experience, anda go 
soldier, to command the garrison in Athens, In t 
mean time, Polyperchon, berg desirous of recoveri 
the Greek cities from his rival Cassander, publishec

Uy 
this, he laid siege to Athens, which he compelled 
surrender at discretion, After some mild reproach 
he pardoned the people: but when Pohorcetes 1 
lost the kingdom of Macedon. the Athenians degrad 
his priest, overthrew his altar, ond restored (heir forn 
lami and order to fle months, one of which had be 
Glled Demetrian, (rom iim. Antigonus Gonatus, | 
Soyof Demetrius, punished them for this masult, ar 
Pleeda garrisou in the citadel of Athens, By mew 
A Aratas, \theps became agiin free, under the prote 
lon of the Achaan league. 

After the dissolution of the Achaan league by tl 
Romans, Athens continued in the same state as tl 
other Grecian communities till the Mithridatic wa 
when the city openly declarcd against the Roman 
and ¢spoused the cause of the king of Pontus. Sy 
being appomted to conduct the war against Mithridat 
besieged Athens, but, after many fruitless attem 
to storm the place, was obliged to turn the siege 1 
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a. blockade,’ and wait the effects of famine. -.In.a sho: 
time, the city was r reduced to the last extremity ; br 
Aristion, the tyrant of the place, expecting no qua 
ter for himself from the Romans, refused to capitulat: 
Sylla, knowing the weak state of the besieged, storme 
the walls with great slaughter, and put  healion t 
death. 


REFLECTIONS. 


THe situation of Athens was favourable to its pros: 
perity. To a considerable extent, it was bordered by 
the sea, which, whilst it contributed to the salubrity o: 
the climate, afforded the means of intercourse with 
foreign nations, and of carrying on an extensive and 
lucrative commerce. Thus the ocean, as well as every 
other part. of the creation of God, is subservient to the 
most beneficial purposes 

Amongst the most renowned of the sages of ancient 
Greece, appears the name of Solon, Te greatly bene- 
fited his country by the enacting of salutary and judi- 
cious laws: and thereby he appears more honoura- 
ble, than had he only added to the exieni of its territo- 
ries by conquest. To those who have contemplated 
the Athenian character, and have observed the fickle- 
ness and restlessness of spirit which that people exhi- 
bited m every period of their history, it will be evj- 
dent that he attempted noeasy task. Yet holding the 
reins of government with a firm but gentle hand, by 
soothing the turbulent passions aid allaying the ani: 
mosities of his countrymen he gradually attained the 
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* aecomplishment of his d’signs. We may learn hence, 
if we would be useful to others, to.have our own tem- 
pers in subjection, and first to rule our own spirit. It 
will also tend greatly to facilitate our endeavours, if it 
be apparent that we act not from interested motives, 
but from a simple desire to promote the welfare of 
others. By the laws which be prescribed, it would 
seem that Solon took it for granted, as being essential 
in the present state of things, that there che {0 exist 
gradations in society. Let not, howeve 2. “as 
spise the poor, neither let the poor imagme?, #1] against 
the rich. Both are alike dependent on each other, as 
links in the same chain. Let them reflect, that truc 
creatness takes its rise only from character. Let them 
aiso reflect, that a man’s life, whether as to its duration 
vr happiness, consists not in the abundance of the 
thitnes which he possesses. And further, let us not 
watt UL we are great, in order to be good. Many are 
ready to cachain--¢ Were Ta king, what blessing: 
would Pot bestow upon the people! or even were | 
neh, how would J relieve the afflicted, and compassion: 
ate the poor! For the proof of this --Are vou doing 
mow the goed, and all the good that lies within you 
power ? Know, that in the judgment of God you ean di 
to-day, as much as vou could do to-morrow, were th 
inorrew to Withess you master of an eimpire, or of th 
world, Know, that if you neglect to do what you can 
vour proposed future goodness is but a fiction, a mer 
deception of the mind. It falls to the lot of few to b 
the instruments of very extensive good : whilst, then 
fore, we are catnestly desirous of doing more, let us ¢ 
teem our highest honor, f enabled to effect onlya litt] 

Inthe visit of Solon to Crassus, again, we are taugh 
that nothing tends inore to intoxicate the mind the 
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a continued seriés of prosperous events. Persétis who 
have passed through.the period of youth, and have ar- 
rived even at the meridian of life without encountering 

a storm, or being overshadowed witha single cloud, are 
in danger oi losing sight of the mutability of all ter- 
restrial Adiias, and of the possibility of a'reverse. The 
effect of which is, that calamity, when it approaches, 
appears invested with tenfold terrors. Assuredly, it 
were more wise, whilst yet the beams ot prosperity con- 
tinue to illumine our path, to prepare "'r adversity. The 
reply of Solon to the interrogatory of Croesus was good, 
and would have been still better, had he said, that ‘ they 
only, be they poor or rich, are worthy of being accounted 
happy, who know and fear God.’ It was, however, 
unwelcome : and thus it is that wealth and power, whilst 
they open the ears of men to the voice of adulation and 
deceit, close them to that of truth. 

The employments of youth are most important, since 
they affect greatly our whole future character. Solon 
spent his youth not im idleness, and the pursuit of vain 
and sinful plasures, but in the acquisition of know- 
ledye. Instead of devoting his time to the pursuit 
of kuowledge, had he dissipated his mind, and vitiated 
his habits by sensual gratifications, he would never 
have shared the esteem of his fellow citizens, would 
never have proved'a blessing to his country, nor would 
his name have descended with honour to posterity.— 
Alas! how many young persons possessed of promising 
talents,—talents which, had they been cultivated, would 
have rendered thein useful and ornamental to societ \ oat 
have been lost to themselves, their friends, their country, 
and the world, by yielding to the tyranny of their pas- 
sions. Flee youthful lusts. Remembering always, that 
whoso walketh with wise men shall be wise; wut the.com- 
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panion of fools shall be destroyed. —It was the distin. 
guished title of this legislator, Solon ‘ the wise.’ When, 
therefore, we are interrogated ¢ as to which is the gréat- 
est good, wisdom or riches ? let us see to it, that we are 
prepared to give a correct reply. Wisdom is the prin- 
cipal thing, therefore get widom; and with all our get- 
ting, let us get understanding. Let us‘seek her as silver; 
Jet us search for ber as for hid treasure. Happy is 
the man that findeth wisdom, and he that eetteth un- 
derstanding ; fur the merchandise of it is better than 
the merchandise of silver, and the gain thereof than fine 
gold. She issmore precious than rubies, and all things 
that can be desired are not to be compared unto her. 
Length of days is in her nght hand, and in her left 
fand riches and honour. Her ways are ways of plea- 
santness, and all her paths are peace. 

We find, however, that the moderation and pradence, 
the cloguence and influence of Solon, were incapable of 
counteracting the artifices and address of an insinuat- 
ing tyrant: and that notwithstandime the services he 
had rendered to his country, he died ta comparative 
obscurity and neglect. Ardently as he had desired, 
and diligently Jaboured to sccure tu his countrymen 
the blessings of cil liberty, he had the mortification 
to see, in his old age, the hibours of his lite demolished, 
and ‘his fondest hopes blasted. Ought not this fact to 
teach us to forme but few cs pectations from the world ! 
Ought it not to impress succecding ages with the con: 
victon, that exertions merely human are wholly imef- 
ficient, when opposed to the deep depravity, the deceit 
fulness, and desperate wickedness of the hearts of men!

SECTION II. 
OF THE LACEDEMONIANS. 


‘Tus country was ; originally denominated Laconia; 
afterwards Sparta, from the ‘metropolis, and Lacede- 
monia, from one of its ancient kings. _ It was situated 
in the south east corner of Peloponnesus, having Argos 
and Arcadia on the north, Messenia on the west, the 
bay of Argos. on the east, and the Mediterranean on 
thesouth. The city of Lacedemon, or Sparta*, which 
was the most powerful in Greece, stoud at the bottom 
of mount Taygetus, on the banks of the river Eurotas. 
The Lacedemonians were a brave and warlike people, 
and jealous of their honour and their hberty, as well as 
of the power of their neighbours. 

The Spartan or Lacedamonian government was at 
first monarchival, and was founded by Lelex. Helen, 
the tenth im suceession from this monarch, is equally 
noted for her beauty and infidelity. She had not lived 
more than three years with her husband Menelaus, 
when Paris, son of Priam, king of Troy, who was uni- 
versally accounted the handsomest man of his age, and 
was possessed of those frivolous accomplishments which 
sometimes captivate the female mind, arrived in Sparta. 
His person, attammments, and address, seduced the 
affections of Helen: she abandoned her country, her 
husband, and relations, and was transported with all 
her wealth to the Trojan land. The Greeks united 
the cause of Menelaus, and took Troy, after a siege of 


* Now called Misitra. 
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The Trojan war forms a earn era in an- 
cient history, on which account, as well as many others, 
it deserves our attention. The concurrent testimony 
of poets and historians of former ages, confirmed by the 
investigations of modern travellers, leave no room to 
doubt of the reality of this event. It gave rise to two of 
the most exquisitely beautiful poems the world has ever 
seen,—poems which must continue to be admired, so 
long as mankind are capable ofappreciating the mighti- 
est efforts of genius, and the most towering flights of 
imagination.. 

The kingdom of Troas was of considerable extent ; 
some say it extended more than 200 miles. Its first kin 
was Dardanus, who founded its capital, the celebrated 
city of Troy, which was afterwards strongly fortitied 
by Laomedon, the father of Priam. In the reign of 
Priam, its fifth king, the feuds which had long secretly 
fermented between the ancesters of Priam, and those 
of Agamemnon, the king of Mvycenw, burst into a 
flame, which proved almost equally ruimous to the 
Greeks and Trojans. It was occasioned by the licenti- 
ous conduct of Paris, a younger son of Priam, and the 
infidelity of Helen, the beautiful, but infamous wife of 
‘enelans, king of Sparta. The former, after having 
been hospitably and honourably entertained by the 
Spartan chief, ungratefully returned his courtesy by 
seducing the aflections of his queen ; while the latter, 
unmindtul of her marriage vows, aad throwing off that 
chastity which constitutes the moral beauty of the sex, 
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ded to the solicitations 6f- the Trojan piinte;rahd 
‘cohsented td accompany him to Troy. All the Gre- 
cian chiefs, having been informed of the injury ‘déie to 
Menclaus, assembled at JEgium in Achaia to deliberate 
oh the means of avenging-it. They agreed to furnish 
their respectivé quotas towards fitting dut’a numerous 
fleet and ¢rand army, for the invasion of Troas, and re- 
duction of its capital. The number of vessels employ- 
ed in this expedition, (for they can scarcely be called 
ships,) are said to have amounted to 1200, each of which 
contained from 50 to 100 men ; and the army consisted 
of upwards of 100,000 chosen warriors. This armament, 
placed by cemmon consent under the command of 
Agamemnon, the brother of Menelaus, embarked from 
Aulis, in Boeotia, and arrived safely in the Hellespont, 
which washed the walls of Troy, and bounded on the 
west the kingdom of Priam, At first, considerable suc- 
cess attended the Grecian arms: many cities of Troas 





were taken and plundered ; many captives and im- 
mense treasures were collected : and flushed with vic- 
tory, the invading army sat down before the Trojan ca- 
pital. Herc, however, the train of their conquest was 
broken, and the progress of the war became tedious 
andadverseto ithe Grecianallies. This reverse was part- 
ly occasioned by the necessity of dividing their forces 
to obtain supplies for so large an army; partly by the 
‘determined bravery of Hector and his Trojan forces ; 
but chiefly by the dissensions which arose among 
the Grecian chiefs, in consequence of which, some ‘of 
the bravest commanders withdrew their detachments 
for a time from the field of battle. During nine years, 
‘the conquest remained in suspense ; many sanguinary 
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battles having been, pay with almost equal. ancce 
and many celebrated warriors haying fallen on bi 
sides. Inthe beginning of ‘the tenth year of this calar 
tous and protracted war, a dreadful pestilence comm 
ted such ravages in the Grecian camp, that they ; 
most resolved to relinquish the undertaking as hor 
less, but were dissuaded from re-embarking by the 1 
monstrances of Diomedes, the‘eloquence of Nestor, a1 
the artifices of Ulysses. The war was at length term 
nated by a stratagem. After the death of both He 
tor and Achilles, Ulysses contrived by a subtle art 
fice to introduce a small but valiant band of Greel 
into the city, who opened the gates by night to the 
comrades, and reduced to ashes all its magnificer 
palaces and venerable structures. Thousands of de 
fenceless inhabitants were destroyed by fire or swore 
and the hoary-headed monarch, after having been eye 
witness to the slaughter of several of his sons, was cru 
elly murdcied in Ins palace by Pyrrhus. 

Nor were the results of this memorable conflict les 
tragical to the victors than to the vanquished. Severa 
detachments of the Grecian fleet were dispersed hi 
storms on their return, and either driven by contrar\ 
winds on inhospitable shores, or dashed in piece: 
amongst rocks or quicksands, Some of the chiefs whx 
had escaped the perus uf the war, never reached thei 
homes ; and others, on their arrival, found their domi. 
nions in a state uf lawless anarchy, their thrones occu- 
pied by usurpers, and the affections of their subjects 
alienated. A small number of Trojans, who escaped the 
general wreck of their country, attached themselves tc 
fneas,andset sail in quest of a more peaceful habitation, 
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‘where they: might found. a second Troy. After a tedi 
‘and perilous voyage they arrived at Carthage, wh 
they founda body of Tyrians occupied with build 
that famous city, which afterwards disputed with Ro 

the empire of the world. From Carthage Eneas 2 
his companions proceeded to Italy, where they sett! 
and.jaid the basis of the flourishing city-and far-far 
republic of Rome. 

The He raclida, or posterity of Hercules, having ¢ 
pelled Tisamenes the son of Orestes, divided amo 
them the countries which they had subdued, and 

which Aristodemus obtained Lacedemon. But Ar 
todemus dying about this time, bis two sons, Eur 
thenes and Procles, succeeded to the sovereignty 

Sparta, and neither divided the kingdom between the: 
nor reigned alternately: they ruled conjointly,and wi 
equal authority; and each was styled king of Spart 
and acknowledged in that capacity. This singular an 
secmingly inconsistent form of government continu 
upwards of eight hundred years. 

Lycurgus, the tenth in descent from Hercules, . 
ceived the sceptre on the death of his brother Polyde 
tes, one of the kings of Sparta; but. he resigned 
crown in favour of the infant soh of lus sister-in- lay 
Lycurgus received the child whilst at supper wil 
some ofthe principal persons of the city, and present¢ 
him to them, saying, “‘ My lords of Sparta, here is 
king born to us.” Then placing him on the chair 
state, and perceiving iow much the company we 
overjoyed, he named him Charilaus. However, fin

ing that the queen and her partisans were. extreme! 

irritated at his conduct, he determined on a volunta: 
exile, and visited Crete, Egypt, and Asia. At lengt 
the Spartans invited him to return, and regulate the 
covernment. 

‘Having obtained theapprobation and assistanceof tt 
Delphic oracle, Lycurens promulgated his laws. H. 
first act was to establish a senate, which was com pose 
of twenty-eight members, whose office consisted in pre 
serving a Just balance between the power of the king 
and that of the people. No measure which had rhe 
received the previous cousent of the scnate could b 
brought before the assembly of the people 5 and on th 
other hand, the judgment of the senate was not effec 
tual without the sanction of the people. The king 
presided im the senate. They were the generals of th 
republics but they could not plan any enterpris 
without the consent of a council of the citizens. The 
were merely the first citizens in the state, and enjoye 
only the shadow of royalty. 

The people had their assemblies, and possessed 
nominal share in the government of Sparta; but 
the senate convened and dismissed them at pleasuy 
and they held no offices in the state, their real pow 
was Very insignificant. In order, however, to repress 
insolence, pride, ‘and luxury of the great and weal 
and banish want and misery from the d wellings of \ 
poor, Lycurgus divided all Laconia into thirty-ni 
thousand shares, of which nine thousand were assig 
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€@ to the city of Sparta.” These portions could ney. 
‘be divided, but passed entire to the heirs of thosé*wh 
acquired them. (> | : 

Lycurgus withdrew all the silver and gold incirer 
lation, and permitted only iron money to be given | 
exchange. This coin was made of tron heated in th 
fire, and quenched in vinegar, that it might be rendée 
ed brittle, and unit for any other use. From that tim 
all commerce with foreign nations was annihilated, an 

the ships of another conntry never entered the harbou 

, Laconia. Lyenrgus even prolubited cominerce t 
- Spartans, abolished all useless arts, and allowe 
those necessary to dite to be practised only by th 
staves. 

Phe next ordinance was, that all, even the king 
themsclyes, should make there proierpal repast at th 
public tables, where moderation and frugality were ex 
ercised. ‘Phe meals were coarse aad parsimonious 5 an 
the conversation was culenlated to maduce a patriot 
spirit. | 

All children, as seon as born, were commanded te 
be bronght by their parents, that they might be examin 
ed by persons appointed for that purpose, hose tha 
were well made and vigorous, were preserved; bu 

-guch as were weak or deforined, were exposed to pé 
rish at the foot of mount Paygetus. As no Spartan wa 
permitted to have Ins children educated according t 
his own pleasure, the boys, at the age of seven year 
- were sent to the public schools. Their education re 
jected all embellishments, and cherished only the mos 
hardy, habits. They were taught obedience to th 
laws, respect. for parcuts, reverence for old age, un 
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-daditted courage, contempt of danger and ‘death, and 
above all, the love of gléty‘and. of their.country, «~ 

' The laws of Lycurgus‘were shaded by many faults. 
‘The Lacedemonian women frequented the baths, and 
contended in the Palestra promiscuously with the 
men ; and this rendered their manners shamefully dis- 
solute. . Theft constituted a part of the education of 
the Spartans. Youth were taught to subdue the feelings 
of humanity ; and the slaves treated with the most 
barbarous rigour, and often massacred in sport and 
wantonness. 

Lycurgus having thus perfected, as he supposed, th 
form of the Lacedwmonian republic, endeavoured tc 
render it stable and permanent. For this purpose hi 
obliged the Lacedwmonians, by an oath, to promise 
that they would observe his laws till his return fron 
Delphi: from whence he sent to Lacedemon the fo’ 
lowing answer of the oracle, ‘The laws given to tl 
Spartans are excellent ; and the state, whilst contint 
ing to observe them, shall be the most glorious ar 
potent in the world.” Lycurgus then voluntarily star: 
ed himsclf to death. Some, however, say, that he dic 
in Crete, and commanded his ashes to be thrown in 
the sca, lest they should afterwards be carried 
Sparta, and the Lacedamouians consider themselv 
‘as released from their oath, 

Sparta was soon at war with the Messenians, a neig 
bouriag people.. ‘This was equaily cruel and unju: 
In vain the Messenians offered to submit to the art 
tration of the Amphictyons, or that of the Areopag 
at Athens. During three years, the Spartans retai 
ed their resentment for a trifling injury, and fell une. 
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“péetedly on the frontiercity of the Mead 

gacred all theinhabitants without distinction of age érsex, 

They were then gov erned. by their ‘king. N icander, ‘who 

commanded, or at east permitted, this act of barbarity. 
In the reigns of Theodorus and Theopompus, the 

Messenians, being continually defeated, consulted the 

oracle, which advised them to sacrifice to the gods a 





virgin of the royal blood. Lots were, therefore, cast, 
and fell on the daughter of Lyciscus; but she being 
considered as supposititious, Aristodemus voluntarily 
offered his own daughter as the devoted victim, Her 
lover, however, who was present, asserted that the mar- 
riage between them was consummated, and that she 
was not a virgin. ‘This so enraged Aristodemus, that 
he instantly slew her. Public rejoicings followed the 
sacrifice of this virgin; and the Messenians concluded 
they should wow be conquerors. The efforts of Arise 
‘todemus, however, could not prevent the Messenians 
from being frequently beateu 5 and at length they Lust 
‘all their courage. , Aristodemus, finding things despe- 
rate, slew himself on the grave of his daughter : after- 
wards the kingdom of Messenia became tributary to 
Sparta, and submitted to some very severe conditions. 

About this time were instituted the Ephori, whe 
were five in number, and chosen by the people from 
their own body, ‘and who gradually acquired an unli- 
mited authority. They presided in the general assem- 
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hier, declared war, made pelibe/ Gateiniian oc The 

of troops, regulated the taxes, atid d distrib buited pani 
“ments and rewards. In short, ‘their power, though i in 
some respects subordinate, was in others paramount 





even to that of the kings and the. senate. 

. The conditions Amposed on the Messenians were so 
| oppressive, that. jney ‘revolted, and took for their gene- 
ral Aristomenes, who defeated the Lacediemonians in a 
Jong and bloody engagement. The Spartans, by the 
advice of the oracle, sought a leader from the Atheni- 
ans, who sent them Tyrtzus, a schoolmaster aud poet. 
lame of one foot, and suspected of insanity. However, 
he encouraged them by his poems, directed them by 
his counsels, and recruited their armies by men chosen 
from the Helotes. ‘The Messenians were defeated, and 
their general Aristomenes was taken prisoner, and 
thrown into a deep cavern amid the dead and the 
dying. However, he contrived to make his escape by 
means of a tox, which he scized by the tail, and follow- 
ed till he came to 1 small crevice, through which he 
forced himself. After a siege of eleven years, Era, 
the capital of Messcnia, was taken, and that country 

annexed to the Spartan territory. 
When Xerxe s threatened the liberties of Greece. 
Leonidas, the Spartan king, being prepared to devote 
his life to the safety of his country, went with a few 


followers to oppose the immense diffiy of Persia.’ * 1 
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mivedess? said he, “to defend the straits of Ehermopiye: 
se in truth I go to die for my country.” »- When 
lke reviewed the three hundred who inciompeiil tte: 
and perceived that many of them had not attained. the 
age of manhood, he would have dismissed some of 
them, under the pretext of sending advice to the 
Ephori. They, however, penetrating his design, refused 
to depart, one of them answering, ‘« Sir, I tame to 
serve you as a soldier, not as a courier.;” and another 
saying, “ Let us fight first, and after that I will carry 
your account of the battle.” The victory over these 
few brave Spartans, and their confederates, almost all 
of whom fell in the defence of their country, cost the 
Persians twenty thousand men. 

Pausanias, after his victory at Platea, entered the 
tent of Mardonius, the Persian general, and ordered 
the servants to prepare an entertainment composed of 
all the delicacies of Asia, and also directed his own 
table to be served in the Spartan manner. He then 
addressed himself to the Greeks around him, and said, 
« See, my friends, the foliy of this king of the Mcdes, 
who being able to feast thus sumptuously at home, has 
come so fur to despuil the Greeks, who fare so hard! yl" 
Pausanias, however, was afterwards corrupted by the 
luxury which be had contemned, and acquiring a taste 
for Asiatic custonis, was induc aa to listen to the Per- 
sians, who offered to render him sovereign of Greece. 
Finding his plotg discovered, he took refuge in the 
temple of Pallas 3 the door of which being blocked up 
“with stones, he died of hunger, 
_ Afterwards arose Agis, who was considered a great 
politician, and was wont to say, “If we would rule 
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many, we must fight many.” In:his reign appeared two 
“@elebrated generals, Callicratidas and: Lysander. _ Ly- 
sander took Athens, and completely ° subjected the 
Athenians. He destroyed the walls and fortifications of 


‘their city; burned their ships, and carried back his fleet 


to Lacedwmon laden with riches. The Spartans de- 
terrained that the state might make use of the gold and 
silver, but that no individual should possess ‘either of 
these thetals under pain of death. 

On the death of Agis, Lysander assisted in placing 
on the throne Agesilaus, the younger brother of the de- 
ceased king, This prince, though ambitious, was mild 
and amiable. He combined valour with gentleness. 


His conduct alarmed the Ephori, who condemned him 
‘to pay a fine, because he had too much concilliated the 


affections of the people. He led an army into Asia, 
and was at the head of the Grecian Teague agains! 
the Perstuns, Jt is probable, however, that even the 


victories of Agesilaus were detrimental to Sparta. 


Between Agesilaus’ and Lysander there existed a 
coolness, Which was produced by Jealousy: neverthe- 
less they continued to act in concert for the defence of 
their country. Lysander was killed tighting against 
the Thebans. Though he had a thousand opportuni- 
ties of enriching himself, he died poor, aud left bi- 
daughter without a portion. 

The war against the Beotians, whose capital wa» 
‘Thebes, originated in a trifling cause: it was, how- 
ever, carried on with, vigour ; and the Lacedemonians, 
sets defeated in the plains of Leuctra, suffered.a loss 

unexampled in the history of their republic. When 
the news of this discomfiture reached Sparta, the 
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Ephori were superintendiag the gymnastic solemnities; 
and being unwilling to’ knbenraps or adjourn the festi- 
val, sent information to’ the relatives of those who had 
fallen in the battle. Gn : this-$coasion, the courage of 

the Spartans was conspicuous. The fathers, mothers, | 
and relatives of those who had, been slain, mutually 
congratulated each other; while the friends ‘of those 
who had escaped from the battle, hid themselves, or 






appeared in tattered clothes, with their arms folded,. 
and their eyes fixed on the ground. They who had 
fled from the engagement, should have been degraded 
from their honours, condemned to appear in earments 
of different colours, and with their beards half shaved, 
and without resistance to suffer any one to beat them ; 
but as the execution of this sentence might in the pre- 
sent instance have been attended with danger, Agesi- 
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laus proposed as follows: “ Let the laws,” said he, 
“ sleep for this day, and resume their authority to-mor- 
row; by which means he preserved to the state the 
institutions of Lycurgus entire, as well as the obnoxi- 
ous persons from infamy. 

Epaminondas, the Theban getieral, appeared before 
the proud city of Sparta, from which the fires of an ene- 
my’s camp had never before been discernible; ; but Age- 
silaus took such ‘well- concerted measures for the de- 
fence of the city, that the Thebans were obliged to re- 


tire. Epaminondas, however, again attempted to sur- 
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prise Sparta, which was left. in a defenceless state

_ Agis, the son of Eudamidas, was a prince of gre 
expectations, who had for his colleague Leonidas, t 
son of Cleonymus. The latter having passed sever 
years at the voluptuous court of Seleucus, had broug 
with him to Sparta a taste for luxury, On the oth 
hand, Agis, at the age of twenty, renounced pleasw 
lived like an old Spartan, and determined to attiem 
the re-establishment of the ancient discipline. 

An Ephorus, named Opytadeus, thought that, und

Macedonia was anciently bounded on the east by the 

Egean Sea, on the south by Thessaly and Lpirus, 
on the west by the Adriatic or the Tontan Sea, aud on 
thenorth by the river Strymon and the Scardian monn- 
‘tains. }t was formed into a kingdom by the aggregation 
of great nuinber of small tribes, The air of the country

preat age. ‘Fhe plains bordering on the sea, produce

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Demosthenes was the son of an opulent Athenian 
manufacturer. Af a very. earty ‘age, le manifested a 
taste for elocution. though nature seemed ty have 
opposed. insuperable obstacles to his arriving at enu- 
yence in that art. His first attemptat public speak 
was ip defence of his own rights against the ut 
arms af bts onardtans, when about seventeen ¥ 
tace con which oecasion his suocess was to bre ase 
cd yether ta dhe gustiee af his cause, than to bis 4 
‘yoo peaking, Bucouraged by thts effort, he un 
took to plead ihe cause of a friend 5 burt was unabl 
proceed, on aceaunt of te decided marks of disap 
pation extobited by the whole assorably. Moertified 
almost im despair, he formncd a momentary resolut 
to retire frou public life, and Inde his head im pet 
tual obscurity. But the solicitations of hie fries 
eeconded by the mvincoble ardour of his al 
duced him quickly to alter his purpose, and make t 
most determined efforts to conquer those natural ¢ 
fects W hich secmed so formidable. He stammered 
such a degree, that he could not properly pronoul 
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amiety whit he used td spéiik w 
rabith. He had also a quickn 
emg which he overcame by: pronouncing se 
ral sentences without intérmission, and by ascend 
p.and difficult places. In order to strengthen 
voice, and to.accustom himself to the tamultuous no 
of the popular assemblies of Athens, be frequented | 
sea shore, and amidst the rearing of waves prqnoung 
bis harangues.. Couvinced that more was necessary 
form a perfect orator than the most correct pronun 
ation, or the most graceful action, he applied bims 
diligently to reading and study. For atime he seelud 
himself almost entirely from society; that he might fo 
his style on the purest models, and ‘induce a habit 
chaste and elegant composition. During this inter: 
of retirement, he is said to have transc ried eight tim 
the writings of Thucydides, so desirous was he of a 
quiring a style of composition, similar to that of t! 
ynsily adiarred historian. 

Attcrwards he appeared in the public assembly, ar 
in hix oriuons against Philip, poured forth such 
streaus cf eloquence, that none of the venal orators, 
Athens were able to resist it. The magistrates and con 
mon people ere tiey were aware, were borne along | 
the mighty torrent; and his audience, instead of tindir 
leisure or inchmation to admire the splendid coruse: 
tions of his venivs, found themselves imperceptib! 
animated by the saine patriotic spirit, and roused frot 
their Léharsy, by the impassioned vehemence of th 
youthful orator. In those unequalled specimens of h . 
Sanus which have been preserved amidst the wree 
of ages, we ect MM! h such elevated sentiments, clothe 
n such. glowing: language, that whilst reading ther. 
vith deligt approaching io admiration, we are mi 
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‘POnger surprised at the pawerfal ‘éffects they ‘productd 
on the popular assemblies of Greece, we cannot wander 
that multitudes should throng from. every provines, to 
hear him, declaim on subjects'80 deeply interesting to 
their feelings, that so many states rose at his hope-in- 
spiring call from theslumbers of inactivity or the shades 
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of despair, to make a vigorous effort for their expiring 
liberties, or that Philip should have confessed, that the 
elognence of Demosthenes injured him more than all 
the armies and fleets of the ‘Athenians. a His ha- 
rangues,” said the Macedonian monarch, “are like ma- 
chines of war and distant batteries raised against me, by 
which, in spite of all my efforts; my projects are subvert- 
ed,and my enterprises ruined. { verily believe, had I been 
prescat and tistened to his orations, | should have been 
che first to conclude on the necessity of waging war 
with myself.” Such was the honourable testimony 
Lorne, even by an enemy, to the commanding talents 
and public virtues of this celebrated speaker, 
Negaotlatons which were carried on with little since- 
rity between Philip ond the Athenians, had long sus- 
pended a dungerous explosion, The Macedouian mo- 
-narchalways pursued the accomplishment of his obyect, 
which was to make himself to be considered by the 
Greeks as the protector of the weak, and the enemy of 
tyranny. He bad engaved in the Sacred War, which, 
on account of a small piece of lund taken from the 
teraple of Delphi, bad put all Greece inte commotion. 
Tie Atbenians, however, did not suffer the king to be 
ignorant, that they sufficiently understood his designs 
. At length, Athens formed a powerful league, the 
“force of which was displayed in the plains of Chero- 
‘nea, near Thebes, in Beotia. Before the sun was risen, 
“poth armies were in battle array. Philip beaded the 
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Pte bet w wing, whic hf é th

vanced incautiously: in the pursuit. °°“ They know” 
i how to conquer,’ hae aul he ; and immediately falling” 
upon them, slew ‘a ereat number, while the, rest ana a 
ed by a precipitate and shameful flight. . : 
"After the victory, Philip sang with an air of barlesque : 
and: merriment, ‘the beginning of the decree which 
Demosthenes had drawn ‘up as a declaration of war 
against him. On this occasion, Demadés. the Athenian , 
orator, asked him, why he assumed the character of 
LThersites, when nature bad given him that of Aga- 
meinnon? After the first transports of joy were over, 
Philp despatched his son Alexander, and A ntipater, 
ihe most confidential of his ministers, to conclude a 
peace with the Athenians, on sich favout ‘able terms as 
they had no reason to expect. 

Having thus ccinpletely. effected the conquest of 
Greece, the Macedonian monarch immediately turned 
wis thoughts towards that of Asia, and was appointed 
by trGreeks general of the expedition. But in the 
midst of tnest Vesigns, a misunderstanding took place 
between Philip and Olympias, which ctigial him to 
divoree his wife, and mari 'y Cleopatra, the niece of | 
Attalus, a Macedonian nobleman. The at of Mace-, 
don, however, was soon aftér slain, at tt 1e ‘celebration : 
of tertain games in honour of the mar riage of his daugh- 
ter Cleopatra, The assassin was ‘Pausanias, who" ha d. 
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‘been insulted by Attillus,'and who stabbed the king in 
the left side, as he marched in a grand procession with 
the images of the twelve great idols of Greece: 

Thus fell Philip‘in the forty seventh year of his age, 
and the twenty fourth of his teign. By considering his 
character we shall find, that he possessed foresight and 
sagacity peculiar to himself, and that he united several 
prominent features which distinguished thé Grecian 
nation; valour, eloquence, address, flexibility in vary- 
ing his measures without changing his purpose, and the 
most extraordinary powers of application and perse- 
yerance. Had be not been interrupted in the middle ot 
bis career, it is probable that he would have subdued 
the Persian empire. 

On the death of Philip, his son Alexander ascended 
(ls throne of Macedon, and touk possession of a kine. 
ding winel the policy of the preceeding reign had ren- 
dered foanshing and powerful. The works of Homer 
were the particular stady and delight of this prince. 
Being appotmted general of the combined army destined 
to invade Awa, he prepared for his eastern expedition, 
by diffusing among the northern barbarians the terror of 
his name. in the mean time, a report being indastri- 
ously spread through Greece, that Alexander was dead, 
the Thebans slew Aimyntas and Timolaus, commanders 
of the citadel, and expelled the Macedonian varrison. 
Alexander, being informed of these proceedings, march. 
ed his army jnto Biwotia, und on the Thebans refusing 
to deliver up the puilly, took their city by assault, which 
he razed to the ground, and put to the sword, or drag- 
ged into captivity, the greuter part of the citizens. This 
dreadful example struck terror into the Greeks. ©

ble.” Alexander inamediately replied, “Ibis enough, 
L ‘aecept. the omen.”

Troy, he sacrificed victime in honour. of those 
whose, ‘remains were ‘deposited | in the tombs around 
the city; and particularly of Achilles, from whom he 
pretended to derive his descent, After passing the 
Granicus, he subjected Halicarnassus, which had been 
defended by Persians, to the saine fate as Thebes. The 
city was razed to the foundation, and reduced to ashes, 

From Macedonia, Alexander proceeded nh the 
coast of the Mediterranean ; advanced to Feypt: tra- 
versed the sand y deserts of Libva ; wsited the o Sea 
and the Pamias Gulf; and explored the countries 
around the Caspian Sea, and the Palus Mwxotis. Ina 
| word, he overran in every direction the interior part of 
that vast continent, and in the short space of ten 
years, formed an empire more extensive tian any that 
ever existed. Our admiration, however, is succeeded 
by a painful sentiment, a hind of indignation, when 

we inquire the motive and design of these warlike ex- 
peditions. It is net onl y the extreme of folly but.o! 
wickedness, to attack peaceable nations, to ravage 
their plains, burn their towns, and drag into. captivity 
the inoffensive inhabitants. In this view, Alexander 
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was only a scourge, the remembrance of whom-ought 
to be efiiced from the annals of the world. He madé‘a 
journcy to ihe temple of J upiter Ammon, and exposed 
his army to the danger of perishing in the sand, that he 
might he declared the son of the idol there worshipped. 

Antipater, whom Alexander had left as governor 
of Macedonia, found it extremely difficult to confine 
within’ the prescribed bounds the haughty and imMpert- 
ous Olympias, who was sure of her son’s affection. The 
king having received trom him a thee letter fill of 
complaints, said: “ Autipater is ignorant that one single 
tear of a mother can eflace a thousand such letters.”

Hawt by the concourse of great lords, princes, and ever 
Rings. whe came to solicit his favour, VPheir flattery 
pomoned the mind of the monarch sowie tis charmed 
with thei excessive praise aud adoration, aud offeuded 
that the Viacedontas did not treat bios with the same 
marks of respect. Clitus, a veteran seldicr, who had 
saved the lie of Alexander at the battle of the Grang- 
cus, hearing the king extolled above Castor «nd Pollux, 
and even Hercules, started up. and said: “1 cannot 
endure such fulsome and ridiculous language, by 
which you depreciate ancient heroes, that you may 
flatter the cars of a diving prince.” » Alexander hearing 
this and other severe expressions, ran him: through 
the body with a pike, and laid him dead on the 
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spot. The crime, however, war no sooner commit 
than passion gave wayto grief; but, even on this 
caxion, the king was secured against remorse by flatt 
aud false reasoning,

Inc 
scquence of this victory, the whole empire of Ai 
ander was divided as follows: Egypt, Libya, Ara’ 
and Wulestine were assigned to Ptolemy; Macedo 
and Greees te Cassander; Bithynia and Thrace 
Lysimaches; and the remaming territories in A:

Thus, m consequence of the battle of Ipsus, Sel. 
cus was rendered master of all Asia. Two compe 
tors being engaged in a dispute respecting Macedon 
Alexander, the son of Cassander,,who was one of the 
invited Demetrius to his assistance; but Alexand 
endeavouring tu procure his assassination, Demetri 
killed him, and was proclaimed king of Macedoy 
by the unanimous voice of the soldiers. Being tif 
‘waised again to a throne, he made preparations for ¢ { 
guering that part of Asia, from which he had been q 
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atayinto Asia; and hads 80 ang 
zt ‘ wh meats. Seleucusy heir 
ever, who had: married his danghter’ Stratonice, aug- 
rounded ‘Demetrius, and pent him up in the defiled 
of Mount Taurus. Reduced toa state of despair, De- 
metring made a last’ effort, and opened : a passage for 
himself into Syria; but falling sick ofa violent fever, 
he was’ deserted by most of hia soldiers, and the rest 
delivered him into the hands of Seleucus. Contrary to 
the principles which he professed, Seleucus surrounded 
him with a numerous g guard, which conducted him to 
a fortress situated i in a peninsula, where he was close! y 
confined, . 

For some time Demetrius indulged the hope that 
he would be restored to liberty; but finding his ex- 
pectations ovt realized, and that he could not obtain 
even an interview with Seleucus, he appeared resigned 
to his fat-. Whilst immersed in the deepest sadhess, 
all his attempts to emerge froin it were fruitless. The 
efforts which he made for,fhat purpose, brought ona 
disease, which terminated his life at the age of fifty-four 
years. Thus died a prince, who was the ablest engi- 
neer of his time, gentle and agreeable in his manners, 
fond of letters, magnanimous in his conduct, generous 
and beneficent, and beloved by his family, His son 
Antigonus, a model of filial affection, offered to be- 
come a hostage for his father, and pi ‘oposed, as the price 
of. his deliverance, to resign all the states which he 
peld in Greece. He assumed the. dress of mourningy 
one assisted at no festivals during the imprisonment of 
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Tndenles ‘who was of an ilustrious mee id high- 
ly ‘esteemed by his father Philip. Tt was: difficult for 
him to. act with Olympias 1 in such a ntanther as to pre- 
vent. her: from assuming too much authority, without 
at the same time giving the son cause to blame the re- 
straint imposed on his mother, But the account of 
Alexander's death occasioned great embarrassments to 
Antipater. A part of the Grecian cities having expell- 
ed the Macedonian garrisons, he was obliged to nego- 
ciate with some of them, and to treat others with ri- 
gour. “The Athenians compelled him to sue for peace, 
but refused to listen to any proposals, unless he would 
surrender at discretion. Antipater, however, extri- | 
cated himsclf from this disagreeable situation, and ob- 
liged the Athenians to accept the same conditions, as 
those’ which they wished to impose onhim, Through 
delicacy, he neglected his son Caswander, and be- 
| queathed to Polyperch on, the eldest of all Alexander's

which produced. discontent. Polyperchon issued his 
orders with great haughtiness, in the tame.of Ari- 
deus, the brether of Alexander, who had been. ac- 
knowledged king, in conjurzfin with young Alex- 
ander, the son of Roxag's yg Arideus had married his 
own niece Eurydice, $2 grand-daughter of Philip, 
between whom and Olympias a mutual distrust and 
hatred arose.

A civil war now commenced in Macedonia; and 
the two heromes, each at the bead of an army, seemed 
determined to hazard the event of a battle. - Bat at 
the moment when the action began, Olympias present- 
ed herself before the soldiers of Lurydice, who, ap- 
palled by her majestic air, and the idea that they were 
about to combat with the widow of Philip, and the 
mother of Alexander, dropped their arms. ‘They 
abandoned the unfortunate Eurydice and her husband, 
whom the cruel Olympias caused to be “—— 
and afterwards put to death, = * 

Cassander having received intelligence of what was 
going on, hastened into Macedonia with his forces, 
and obliged Olympias to retire to Pydna, a sea-port 
and well fortified town: Cassander inmediately invest- 

‘ed the city by larid, whilst. his fleet: blocked up the 
entrance of the harbour. The condition of the be- 
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fed on the flesh of horses; the woldiers their dead 
companions ; end the elephants, omeaw-dant, Olymptay 
endeavoured in vain to procute the assistance of Poly- 
perchon: Cassander seized the messenger, and dieap+ 
pointed ber design. She, therefore, gave up all hopes, 
and sutrendered herself and her army to Cassander. 
This event detérmined the fate of Macedon, which 
submitted soon after to the conqueror. 

- Oly pias was accused before the assembly of Ma- 
cedonians, and, without being heard in. her. defence, 
condemned. to” ‘die.. Cassander. offered her a ship: to 
make her escape to Athens; bat she refused to: fly, 
and demanded to be heard in the assembly of the Ma- 
cedonians. She was, therefore, delivered up to the re- 
lations of those whom she had put to death. Cassané 
der seni Roxana and her son Alexander to Amphi- 
polis, where they were treated only as private persons, 
and soon alicr removed to a solitary castle; and when 
he had accustomed the Macedonians to forget them, he 
caused them to be pnt to de ath, lad aside the name of 
protector, and assumed the title of king.

Demetrius, instéad of repairing the devastations 
which his kingdom had suffered, immediately. engaged 
in new wilitary enterprises against Greece, AStolia, 
Epirus, and Thrace. At the same time, he abandoned 
himself to luxury, vanity, and extreme haughtiness. 
This conduct so disgusted the Macedonians, that they 
expelled him from the coantry,.and gave the crown to 
Pyrrhus, king of Epirus. Thas Macedonia, to which 
Epirus had been annexed under Cassander, was itself 
annexed to Epirus under Pyrrhus. 
In a short time, Pyrrhus was expelled the kingdom 
by Lysimachus, king of Thrace, whose court became 
filled with dissensions, which terminated in an act of 
assassinaiiwit. The injured faction sought the assist- 
anceof Seleucus, who, in hopes of annexing Macedonia 
and the states of Greece to his ether dominions, es- 
\poused the cause of the unfortanate family, and met 
“Lysimach ‘3 on the borders of Phrygia. They werethe

themselves to be dazzled by the valour of Alexandei 
the son of Pyrrhus, who claimed the rights of his fa 
ther, and whose cause they espoused. Antigond 
therefore, deserted them, and retired into Greece ; bi 
his son Demetrius expelled Alexander, and recov ere 
the kingdom for his father, who'**=4 after a reign ( ©: 
thirty-four years. : 

Demetrius I1. succeeded his father Antigonus ‘i i 
thé sovereignty. fle imitated the mild virtues: athe | 
than the’ military talents, of the last king.

Antigonus Dosan was succeeded by Philip, who, 
though only in the seventeenth year of his age at the 
time of his accession to the throie, was intelligent, af 
fable, munticent, and attentive to the duties of his sta- 
tion. Ilowever, wars, losses, and treaties frequently 
repeated, emploved mere than thirty vears of his reign 
pil the Romans had reduced him to such a degradec 
state, that he was obliged to send his vounger son De. 
metrius tu Rome as an hostage, contine himsely to the 
woicut bounds of Macedon, deliver up his shiyis 6 
wer cud pay a fine of one thousand talents. “The Ro 
mins sont back Demetrius, Glled with esteem and af 
fection for them. 

Perses. the eldest son of Philip, was bern of a con 
cabuie: hut, notwithstanding the illegalits of hi 
buth, he hoped te ascend the throne of Macedon. De 
metri endeavoured to salen the rescutment of id 
father against the Homans; and Philip was indace 
to believe that bis son was more attached to these re 
publicans than te hin. Perses, who was gloomy 
artful, and malicions, endeavoured! to strenethen thes 
suspicious against Demetrins, who was of a cheerfu 
bland, insinuating disposition. Philip, having plande 
ed the city of Maronea, contrary to the command ¢ 
the Romans, was summoned to justify bis conduc 
befure the senate. Ile, therefore, sent his son Deme 
trius to apologize to the Romans ; but when the youn

~ His conduct was sa gracious, and his. insinuation 
and intrigues with his neighbours so effectual, tha 
most of the Greci jan states saelined to Perses, whe pre 
teuded to be the patron of Grecian liberty against th 
pride and domination of Rome. In his own kingdon 
he amassed great sums of money, provided inlieasines 
for a numerous army for ten vears, and kept up a mili 
tary establishment of thirty thousand foot, and five 
thousand liorse. The Romans, berne informed of these 
proccedings, sent ainbassadors to quest ion Perses as ta 
rhe authenticity of the reports. ‘The king, however, 
answering only with pride and insolence,a war com- 
meneed between the two nations. 

Phe Romans sent an army under the coinmand of 
Licinins Crassus, whom Perses defeated with great 
slaughter, but who would grant no other ternis of peace, ; 
than subuitting to the (liccretien of the Roman people. 
After the war had continued three years, the Romans , 
became dissatisfied with the conduct of their general, , 
and invest ed the consul Paulus JEmilins with the com- 
mand of the ariny an Macedonia. This commander 
attacked Perses, and drove him from his entrenchments 
on the hanks of the river Enipens, wheace he retired 
“precipitately to Pydna, Here both armies came toa 
general éugagement, in which thé Macedonians were 
broken and routed with a great slaughter. Perses fled 
to Pala,the chief and strongest city of Macedon, and. 
‘thence to. the island of Sumothrace, where he sought | 
refuge | in the temple of Castor and Pollux. 

Abandoned now by all the world, without forces, 
without friends, and without hope, Perses. surrend re By 
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‘a ‘Bimeelf and his eldest son Philip into thethands of tl 
Romans. He approached the consul withthe most al 
jeét servility, bowing his face to the earth, and ende: 

svouring with his suppliant arms to grasp his knee 
* Wretched man,” said Aimilius, “ why dost the 
acquit fortane’ of what might seem her crime, by 
behaviour which evinces that thou deservest not he 
indignation ? Why dost thou disgrace my laurels, bp 
showing thyself unworthy of having a Roman for a 
adversary?” He then gave him his hand, would to 
suffer him to kneel, and encouraged him with an assur 
ance of safety from the Roman people. Perses wi 
afterwards led in triumph through the streets of Rome 
and then cast into adungeon, where he famished himsel 
tu death, Philip died before his father; but Perses lef 
ason named Alexander, who was put apprentice to ¢ 
carpoes. and afterwards became a clerk or secretary 
to the nate. 

Though Pauls AEmilius declared Macedonia free, 
he divided (hie hingdoni into four governments, forbade 
the inhabitants of one government to have the least in- 
tercourse with those of another, enacted new laws, took 
away the most valnable property, obliged all the nobr- 
fity above the age of fifteen to leave the country, and 
prohibited the working of the richest mines. Whilst 
the nation possessed the shadow of liberty, it was in 
reality. reduced to the most abject slavery. 

iti is not, therefore, to be wondered at, that the Mace- 
donians ‘rejoiced tq see a pretender to the throne, who 
‘called himself the son of Perses, and said that he was 
born by a concubine, named C yrthesa. This pretended 
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prince was ‘Called Andriscus : but when. he appeared; 
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whe assumed the appellation #f Phitip. He frst retired 
to Demetrius Soter, in Syria, who bad married a'#ister 
of Perses, but who delivered him up to the Romans to 
avoul incurring their resentment. This pretender, 
however, escaped to Thrace, and, having collected some 
troops, entered Macedonia, which he soon subdued? 
He was Jnave and intrepid, but, hke Perses, creel, 
avaricious, proud in prospenty, and mean im aq versity 

He anprnudently exposed his crown to the hazard of a 
general battle, and, being defeated, was taken prisoner, 

and served to adorn the triumph of Metellus, his con- 
queror. Such was the end of this war, which afforded, 
what had been long desired, an opportunity of redac- 
mg Macedonia into a province of Rome. Some other 
pre tenders arose, who claimed a right to the sovereign. 
ty of Macedonia; but their claiins were easily set aside 

by ite Romans, who continued to retain this country 
AS a PT Gace, 
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REFLUCTIONS.

der the care and tuition of Epaminondas, the celebrated 
philosopher of Thebes. And hence we may observe, 
that it is highly advantageons to young persons to be 
privileged with the instructions of tutors, capable of 
directing their mental energics to the best and noblest 
pursuits.

Fea —o oh! et in pr 
were found a like fliconquerable zeal i in ‘the. pursuit of 
higher and more glorious objects)—let ‘us: not fail to’ 
condemn the artifice and. dissimulation that chatacte- 
rized his measures, and by which, whilst taking advan-_ 
tage of the jealousies and contentions of his neighbours, 
he cloked his designs on their rights and liberties. . 
Thus families and friends, blind to their own interests). 
and waging war with each other, at length yield them- 
selves an easy prey to the wiles of some artful imtri- 
guer.—Let us also notice, how concurrent circumisiances 
conspired to favour his advancement, and how evident 
it appears, from this and all other histories, that the 
most commanding and subtle capacities can achieve 
nothing apart from the permission ofan overruling Pro- 
videnc’. And further, that it js in vain we attempt 
to estituate character, or to infer the divine favuur or 
displeasure, by regarding simply men’s outward con- 
dition. We belicld one who appears to have no desire 
to please und glorify God raised to the pinnacle of pros- 
perity and power, whilst no doubt several of His faithfal 
worshippers were contending with disappointmants, 
and suffering under many and great afflictions,—It

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HISTORY OF ROME. 


Under Kings. 


ITALY was anciently known by the different appe’ 
lations of Saturnia, ASnotria, Hesperia, and Ausoni 
On three sides, it 1s surrounded by the sea; and a 
the fourth, it has the lofty Alps for its barrier. It) , 
about nine hundred miles in Jength, but very unequ: 
in breadth, and in shape it re ssembles a man’s lez, 

‘Eneas, having escaped from the ruins of Trov, at 
rived on the coast of Latium, and was kindly receive 
by Latinus, who, on hisassisting bim against the Ratuli 
ass!enet! hun and his companions a portion of land 
and afterwards bestowed on him his only danchte 
Lavinia im marriage, with the right of succession te 
the crown, On the death of his father-in-law, the king: 
dom of Latium fell to Aineas, who swayed the sceptre 
with wisdom and tunpartiality, empioved himself in 

consolidating the two different nations whe owned his 
authority, and built the city of Lavinium. He engag- 
ed the Rutult and the Tyrrhenians near the banks of 
the Numicus, but being hardly pressed by the enemy, 

was precipitated into the river and drowned. 

_ Aineas was succeeded by Ascanius Julius, his son, 

who founded Alba Longa, and whose step-mother 

Laxinia, being near the time of her delivery, withdrew 

toa wood, where she was delivered of a son, whomshe , 
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named. f£neas after his father, and Sylvius from the 
place of his birth. This last sovereign left a son, call. 
ed also Julius. The inhabitants of Latium, however 
united Alba and Lavinium under one sovereignty. 
which they conferr@tl on Sylvius. 

After asuccession of thirteen kings of the line of Syl. 
vias, Procas bequeathed the throne tu his eldest son, 
Nutnitor; bat Amulius, thé brother of Nungitor, us- 
urped the covernment, and after murdering bis nephew 
JEgustus,compelled Rhea Sylvia, Namitor’s only daugh- 
wer, to dedicate herself to Vesta or perpetual virginity. 
Rhea Sylvia, however, was violated bya man, whom, in 
palliation of her offence, she averred to be Mars, the god 
of war, She was delivered of twins, who being enclosed 
in a cradle, and by order of Armutius thrown inte the 
Tiber, floated to the foot of Mount Aveatine, where they 
were found by Faustulus, the king's shepherd. This 
man carried them home to lis wife, Aeca Laurentia, 
who nurscd themas her own, 

After arriuing at manhoed, the twins, Romulus and 


Remus, having discovered thes Wo grandtather Numitor, 


collected the shepherds, deposed Amuftias, and reim- 
stated Numitor on fhe throne, They then resolved to 


build a city upon those hills where they had formerly | 


kept their flocks ; and Numitocassicned them a certain 
territory, and permitted any of bis subjects to settle in 
their new colony. But a dissension arising between 
the two brothers, respecting the spot where the city 
should stand, Remus was killed, and, it is said, by 
Romulus himself. The city was called Rome, after the 
ritite.of its founder, and was built upon the Palatine 
Hill. It contuined, at first, about a thousand houses, 
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or'huts: and even the palace of Romulus was built i 
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yeeds, and thatched with straw. In order to inereaé 


its inhabitants, it was made a sanctuary for all male 
factors, slaves, and such as were desirous of novelty, 

Romulus left ‘the people at liberty to choose the: 
king; and they concurred in electing their founde 
Accordingly he was acknowledged as chief of the 
religion, sovereign magistrate of Rome, antl genere 
of the army, Besides a guard to attend his perso 
wherever he went, he was preceded by twelve nen, arn 
ed with axes, tied up ina bundle of rods or fasces, wh 


were to serve as executioners of the law, and impre: 


the people with an idea of subjection. The whole pow: 
of the king, however, consisted in convening the senate 
assembling the people, conducting the army, én 
appointing the questors or treasurers of the publi 
Mone s, 

The senate was composed of a hundred of the prin 
cipal citivens of Rome, who were intended to act a 
counsellors tu the king. The king appointed the tir: 
senator, who governed the city during the general 
absence, In this respec ctable assembly, all the im 
portant business of the state was transacted, th 
king himself presiding, though every question wa 
determined by a majority of votes. They were calle 
Fathers, from their supposed paternal affection fe 
the people. 

To the patricians, who were descendants of the ser 
ators, belonged all the principal offices of the state, a 


well as of the priesthood, to which they were appointe 


by the senate and the people. The plebeians, who con 


posed the third part of the legislature, had the power ¢ 
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nt iétioning ‘thos’. tae whieb vieie 2 passed by the king 
a fd the senate, - By their su rages, all things: relative 
to’ peace or war, thé election of magistrates, and even: 
; the choosing of a king, were confirmed. By them all ens 
terprises against fhe énemy were proposed, while the: 
senate possessed only a negative voice. Each plebeian. 
had a right to eleet from the patrician order a protect. 
or, who wwas to assist him with his advice ands fortune, 
plead for him before the judge, and rescue him from 
every oppression. On the other hand, the client at- 
tached hsimself to the interest of his patron: he assisted 
In portionmg his danghters, or paying his debts or his 
ransom; followed him in every service of danger, and 
Prave him his vote when he became a candidate for any 
office. 
tomutus divided the people equally into three 
tribes, fo each of which he assigned a different part of 
the city. Laci of the tribes was agai subdivided into 
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ten curke, of companies, which consisted of a hun- 
“dred men. with a centurion to command it, a priest, 
denomin: ated eurio, to perform the sacrifices, and two 
of the principal ialabitants, called duns iri, to dis- 
tribute justice. _ 

A government thas prudeatly institute: ; induced 
numbers to claim its protection 3 and scemed to want 
‘only increase of subjects to perpetnate its duration. By 
the advice of the senate, Romulus offered to cement 
the most strict confederacy with the Sabines, on th 
terms of intermarebages ; ; the Sabines, however, notopl 
rejected the proposal with disdain; but- added railler 
tothe refusal.’ Rewulus, therefore; tesolved = 


tain by force’ yhiee tind 
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ai iming a teast in -honour of the idol Neptutje, the 
Sabines and others came ag spéctators, bringing with 
them their wives and daughters. After the games had 
commenced, the Roman youth rushed among the 
strangers with drawn swords, and seizing the: youngest 
and nost beautiful women, carried them off by violence, 
However, the citizens of Cecina, Antemna,and Crus- 
tuminam, resolving to revenge the common cause, 
made separate inroads into the Roman territory, but 
were easily overthrown by Romulas. A severe wartook 
place between the Sabines and the Romans, in which 
the former made themsclves inasters of the Roman ci- 
tadel ; but hostilities were at length terminated by the 
women whors the Romans had violently seized, and 
whe brought the cenibatauts to lay aside their animo- 
sitv, and Hive as friends, The two nations listened to 
thisadeice, Ut was agreed, that Romulas, and ‘Vatins, 
king of the Sabines, should reign jointly in Rome with 
-equal power and aathority; that a hundred Sabines 
should be admitted ito the senate ; that the city should 
retain its former name, bot the citizens should becall- 
ed Quirites ; and that both nations being thus united, 
such of the Sabines as were inclined, should be admit- 
Wi the privileges of denizens of Rune. ‘Tatinus. 
| id about five years after; and Romulus once 
nore. became sole monarch in the state which he had 
founded. ‘During the co-reign of Tatius, the equestrian 
order, an intermediate link between the patricians 
and the plebeians, y was instituted. _ 
‘ Romulus added. new laws on marriage, whiel h pro. 
hibited wives from separating from their husbands; 
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‘and ‘even put them to ii A ‘they were detected . 
in adultery, in attempting to poison them, in making’ 
false keys, or in drinking wine. The father had an | 
entire power over his ofspring, and could sell or im. 
"prison them at any period, of theig ives, or inany sta- , ; 
tions to which they were ‘arrived. | 
Elev: ated by success, Romulus enlarged his views, 
and ‘affecting absolute sway, wished to contral those 
| laws to which he had formerly professed implicit obe- 
dience. ‘This so enraged the senate, that the founder 
of Rome suddenly disappeared ; and the multitude were | 
taught to believe, that he had been taken up intog a ren, 
——Romulus was temperate, brave, and politic ; re i ut he 
was also irascible, proud, and cunning. He seems to 
have been fitted for the work which he performed 
and, while we view the mighty tubric of empire, tue 
fonndation of which he laid, we cannot but regard him 






with interest. - 
As Romuias left no heir, the city seemed greatly 
divided in the choice of a successor ; but after some 
time it was agreed, that the party which elected should 
nominate from the body of the other, Acc ordingly, 
the choice being left to ii toman part of the senate, 
‘they pitched upon Nama Poupilias, a Sabine ; who was 
about forty years of age, and had long been illustrious 
for’. “justice and moderation. He was skilled in all 
the ek he and meget 4 of the okie and = 
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othe tempie of Janus, an. n idol aa wim two facésAooking 
different’ ways, denoting the’ ‘pric lence ‘of consideritig. 
both the present and the futur ure,) which was to be’ 
“shut in the time of. peage, and open in. that of wary 
“ordained vestal virgins, (or virgins dédicated to the: 
service of the idol V esta,) who had. very rreat privileges 
allowed them ; instituted pontiff ; ; and foufided the 
orders of the Salian and Fecial’ pr iesthood, the one 
to preserve the sacred shields called Ancilia, which, it: 
was supposed, would prevent Rome from being taken, 
and the other to judge of the equity of war. He en- 
couraged agriculture, and divided among the lower or- 
ders of the people, those lands which Romulus had gain. 
ed in war; softened the rigour of the laws relative tu pa- 
rents and children ; regulated the calendar ; and abo- 
lished all distinetions between Romans and Sabines. 
On the death of Numa, the sovereign power again 
devolved ou ie senate; with whom it continued till the 
people elected Tullus Hostihus for their king. This 
monarch was ereatly addicted to war; and the Albans 
were the first people that gave hin an opportunity of 
jadulging bis quchinations. But whet the armies of 
‘the two nations were on the point of commencing the 
engagement, the Albau general stepped forward, and 
offered to decide the dispute by single combat. In 
each ‘army were three twin brothers: those of the Ro. 
mans were ‘called Horati. and of the Albans, Curiatii- 
Tt hey were all remarkable for their courage, strength, 
andl activity} and. to them it was resolved to commit 
the. management of the combat. Two of the Hora Ho 
fell ‘dead upon the spot ; ; andthe other, betaking himself 


to: Aight, was followed by all the C Conia whom he suc- 
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cessively attacked and killed. The Alban army imme- 
diately consented to obey the Romans. The victo- 
rious youth, returning triumphant from the field, 
feund his sister lamenting the loss of her lover, gne of 
‘the Curiatil, to whom she was betrothed. Transport- 
ed with passion, he basely slew her; and for this action 
the magistrate condemned him: afterwards, however, 
he obtained pardon by appealing to the peeple. 

Hostilius quelled the insolence of the Fidenates and 
Veii, and utterly demolished the city of Alba, the in- 
habitants of which were transplanted to Rome. He 
obtained a signal victory over the Sabines, and engag- 
ed ina doubtful war with the Latins. He died after a 
turbulent and warlike reign of thirty-two vears, some 
say by lightning, and others by assassipation, 

After a short interregnum, Ancus Martius, the 
prandson of Numa, was elected king by the people, 
whose choice was confirmed by the senate. He inhe- 
rited the hetter qualities of his yrandfather, to which 
be added the talents of a warrior, Lhe conquered the 
Latins, whom he remeved to Rome, and increased bis 
own territories by the addition of part of theirs. Th 
fortified the city, built a prison for malefactors, and 
formed a sea-port at the mouth ofthe Tiber. He diced 
after a prosperous reign of twenty-fo ur years, 

Lucius Targuinius Priscus, being appointed guar- 
dian to the sons of the late king, assumed the surname 
of Tarquinius, from the city of Tarquinia, the place of 
his former residefice. His father was a merchant of 
Corinth, who, having acquired considerable wealth by 
trade,-settled in Italy ; and his son Lucius, having mar- 
ried a lady of family i in the city of Tarquinia, removed 
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“to Rome. His elegant address, his frequent invita- 
- tions, and the many benefits which he conferred, rain- 
ed him the esteenr and admiration of the people, who, 
by his influence, were induced to set aside the chil- 
dren of the late king, and elect him their sovereign. 
He added a hundred members to the senate, which 
increased them to three hundred. He also added 
three to the vestal virgins, heretofore only four: and 
he laid the foundation of an amphitheatre for the com- 
bats of men and beasts. He defeated the Sabines, and 
compelled them to accept peace, at the expense ofa 
considerable part of their territories, and of Cullatia, a 
large city, five miles east of Rome. He also obtamed 
several advantages over the Latins, from whem he took 
many towns, 

Tarqunuus, having thus foreed his enemies tuto 
submission, surrouided the city with stronger and 
more extensive walls; aderned the forum with por- 
ticoes; laid the foundation of the Capitol, which, how- 
ever, he did not live to finish ; and formed those sub- 
terraneous aqueducts, which carried into the Tiber the 
rubbish and superfluous waters of Rome. He assum- 
ed the insignia of royalty, such as a crown of gold, 
an ivory throne, a sceptre with an eagle upon the 
top, and’robes of purple. He was assassinated at the 
age of eighty; and in the thirty-eighth ai * _ 
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* On the death of Tarqnin, Servius Tullius, who had 
"Pnitied his daughter, secured his election to the vacant 
throne byhis own address, and the intrigues ofhis mother- 
in-law. However, he obtained the crown solely by the 
senate's appointment, without attempting to gain the 
suffrages of the people. After being acknowledged 
king, the first object of his care was to increase the 
power of the senate, by depressing that of the people. 
For this purpose he ordered an exact enumeration to 
be made of all the citizens of Rome, their children, and 
servants, with a just valaation of their property and 
states. He then divided the people into six classes, 
according to the wealth they possessed. The first 
class was subdivided into fourscore centuries, or com- 
panics, one half of which, being composed of the most 
aved tud respectable, were to remain at home for the 
defence of the city ; while the other half, composed of 
the youthful and the vigorous, were employed in war, 
In the first class also were comprised the knights or 
horsemen, which consisted of eighteen centuries, with 
two more of the mechanists who followed the camp. 
The second class consisted of twenty-two centuries, or 
companies. The third class consisted of twenty cen- 
turies. In the fifth class were thirty centuries. The 
sixth and lowest class consisted of but one century, and 
was exempted from paying taxes and going to war, 
In every class, the old men were to remain at home 
for the defence of thecity, while the more youthful were 
employed in the armies. Jt was also ordained, that 
each centary should supply an equal share to the exi- 
gencies of the government ; and that the citizens, paying 
their taxes by centuries, should give their votes in.all 
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public transactions, in these ne tanner. By this 
means the senate, consisting of a greater number of cen- 
turies than all the other classes, collected, outweighed 
thtem:in every decision, and the plebeians had only the 
shadow of authority left. 

Tullius instituted another regulation, by which all the 
citizens, in complete armour, and in their respective 
classes, were 6 assemble once every five years in the 
plain of Mars ; where they were to deliver in an exact 
account of their families and fortune. This monarch, 
who was eminent for justice and moderation, enter- 
tained the generous intention of laying down his power, 
and, after forming the kingdom into a republic, of re- 
tiring intoobscurity. This design, however, was frus- 

trated by his son-in-law, Tarquin, by whom he was 
assassinated, after an useful and a prosperous reign of 
forty-four years. 

Tarquin, who afterwards acquired the surname of 
Superbus, or the proud, placed himself on the throne 
in consequence of this parricide, and seemed to claim 
the crown by an hereditary, right, without any regard 
to the senate or the people. His chief policy consisted 
in keeping the pcople always employed, either in wars 
or in public works, hy which means he diverted their 
attention from the tyrannical authority which he ex- 

ercised. Ile kept a guard of foreig n mercenaries, who 
were ready to execute his orders, however cruel and 
unjust. He reduced the Sabines to submission, and 
took from the Votsci Suessa Pometia, a considerable 
town, ‘aboilt twenty-six miles east of Rome. 

A .woman in strange attire introduced herself to 


Tatquin, and offered to -sejl nine ‘books, which she 
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sd out the king, not know 
ing that. she was one of thé wee whose prophecia 
hwere said never to fail, refusedt to buy them. She there 
we departed, and burning three of the books, returned 
with the six, for which she asked the same price. Being 
once more despised as an impostor, she again departed, 
_and burning other three, returned with the remainder, 
still asking the same price as at first. The augurs 
‘advised the king to purchase the books; and the woman, 
having recommended the utmost care to be taken of 
them, instantly departed. Tarquin chose proper per- 
sons to keep these books, which were deposited ina 
stone chest in the Capitol. 

During the siege of Ardea by the Romans, Sextus, 
i} king’s son, and Collatinus, a noble Roman, with 
some others, happened to discourse on the beauty and 
virtne of their wives, each man extolling his own with 
singular commendations. Collatinus offered to decide 
the dispute by putting it fo an inunediate trial, whose 
wife should be found to possess the greatest beauty, 
-and to be most sedulously employed at that very hour. 

This proposal was immediately agreed to; and, taking 
horse, they posted to Rome, where they found Lucre- 
‘tia, the wife of Collatinug, spinning in the midst of her 

maids, and portioning out their tasks. They unani- 
mously gave her the preference also for beauty. But 
Sextus, inflamed with a criminal passion, visited her 
privately a few days after, and, finding means to convey 
himself into her chamber at midnight, threatened, that 
if she would not comply with his desires, he would kill 
her and his own slave, and then report that’he ‘hhad 
detected and slain them in the act of adultery. 
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“Inthe morning the:adulterer ‘retax | 
‘and Lucretia, sending for’ ha ‘husband Collatinus and 
her father Spurius, informed them of. the disgrace. 
which had befallen her. She then stabbed herself with 
| a portiard, and expired. Junius Brutus was 80 incensed 
at ‘this brutal act of Sextus, that he caused the body. 
of Lucretia to be exposed to the people, whose pity 
was soon changed into rage and ungovernable fury. 
The senate passed a decree, that Tarquin and his fa- 
mily should. for ever be banished from Rome. Tar- 
quin immediately flew to Rome, but finding the gates 
shut against him, he prepared to return to the camp. 
However, the same sentiments of humanity, which had 
impelled the citizens, had also by this time a flected 
the army, who refused to receive him. Thus the tyrant, 
with his family, was obliged to seek a precarious asy- 
lum at Cira, a town of Etruria; and with Tarquin 
ended the kingly government of Rome, after it had 
contiuiued two hundred and forty-five years. 
CONSULS. 

The regal government being thus abolished, it was: 
agreed, that the centuries of the people should choose 
from among the senators two annual magistrates, 
whom they called consuls, and who were invested 
with the same power, the same privileges, and the 
same ensigns of authority as the kings. Brutus, the 
author of this revolution, and Collatinus, the husband 
of Lu cretia, were the first who were raised to the dig- 
nity of consuls 4 in Rome. A party, however, was form- 
ed in the’ city in favpur of Tarquin ; and it was resolved, 
that the king should be restored, and the. consuls put 
to death. But a slave; namdd Vindicius, having acci- 
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dentally hid hiss elf ink the roonr ‘where: the: ‘consy 
rators assembled, | overhear t their. ‘Conversation, at 
laid open their designs, to the consuls, who .ordere 
y “they to be sécured and brought to justice. Amon 
“the couspirators were found the sons of Brutus, an 
he ‘aephews ‘of Collatinus.” Brutus was obliged to s 
as a judge upon the life and death of his own chi 
dren, impelled by justice to condemn, and by natur 
to spare. He, however, ordered them to be beheade 
in his presence ; and he beheld the cruel spectacl 
with a steady look and unaltered countenance, whih 
the multitude gazed on with all the mingled sensa 
tions of pity, wonder, and horror, The lenity of Col 
latinus rendering him suspected, he‘was deposed fron 
the consulship, and banished Rome ; and Valerius 
afterwards surnamed Publicola, was chosen consul i) 
his room. 

Thus frustrated in the city, Tarquin prevailed on 
the Veians to assist him, and witha considerable army 
advanced towards Rome. The consuls met him on 
the Roman trontiers. Brutns, and Aruns, the son of 

Tarquin, attacking each other with ungovernable fury, 

fell ‘dead upon the field together. A bloody battle 
ensued, in which the Romans claimed the victory, and 
Valerius returned triumphant to. Rome. Thus died 
Brutus, who, whatever praise he may deserve for eman- 
cipating his country from a tyrant, possessed none of 
the amiable qualities which engage our affections. 

Valerius enacted. several laws, which abridged the 
power of the senate, and extended that of the people. 
Ta particular, he ordained, that any citizen who had 
been condemned to death: by a magistrate,.or even-to 
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banishment or scourging, should be allowed to appea’ 
to the people, and that their consent should be given 


previously to the execution of the sentence. Valerius 


wie chosen consul a second time, and with him Titus 
Lucretius as his colleague. 

In the mean time, Tarquin, having prevailed upon 
Porsenna, one of the kings of Etruria, to espouse his 
cause, this prince led a numerous army against Rome, 
to which he laid siege. A furious attack was made 
upon the place, the two consuls were carried off the 
field wounded ; and the Romans, flying in creat con- 
sternation, were pursued by the enemy to the bridge, 
over which the victors and the vanquished in one nin- 
cled mass were about to enter the city. All seemed to 
be lost, when Horatius Cocles opposed hitnself singly 
to the enemy, and maintained the whole shock, al! the 
bridge os ing broken down behind him, he threw hin- 
self mite the Tiber, and escaped by swimming. How- 
ever, Porseno: carried on the sieve with vigour, and 
the Romans ‘vere several times reduced (¢ creat extre- 
mity. But ai feneth the conductof Carduia estrang- 
ed Porscona for ever from him, and be retired from 
the Roman territory without exacting any conditions, 
Knowing also that the Romans were in the greatest 
necessity, he ordered his soldiers to leave ull the pro- 
visions in the camp. 

Tarquin, though so oftca disappointed, was still un- 
subdued and uushaken; and the charms of royalty 
continued to muintain unabated dominion over his 
heart. He excited the Latins to espouse his interest, 
and took the most convenient opportunity, when the 
plebeians and senators were divided amongst: each

‘harsh’ policy by which creditors c&e. There being no 
solvent debtors to a state of slavery, ee 
legal’ vestfaint on usury, the poor, when once ‘a 
to the hecessity, of contracting debts, were-entirely a 
the mercy of their creditors.. 

When, therefore, the consuls began to levy men in or. 
der to oppose Tarquin, ali the poor and all who were 
daden with debt refused to enlist, declaring that those 
‘who enjoyed the advantages of peace might undergo 
tine fativues of war; aud insisting that thei debts 

should be cancelled by a decree of the senate, as tbe 
only means of inducing them to fake the field. In 
this exigence, the senate had recourse to an cxpedient, 
which, though suceessful ou the present oecasion, in a 
course of ages proved fatal to the republic of Rome, 
The corsals odered the people to elect a temporery 
magistra':, Whe should possess absolute power overall 
ranks of the state, and even over the Tows themselves. 
Accordingly, Vitus Lartius was created the first dicta- 
tor of Rome; and surrounded with bis lictors, and all 
the ensigns of ancient royalty, he complcted the levies 
without resistance. After concluding a truce with the 
Latins, -he laid down the dictatorship before the expi- 
ration of six months. To be dictator it was necessary to 
uhave een first consul. Though his oflice lasted only 
six fnonthe, bemuie: that time he was absolute master 
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; invested with that office. He gave the fatins a com- 

plete : overthrow near the luke Regillus, in which Tar- 
quin’s three sons were slain. Tarquin himself was 
dbliged to retire to the court of Aristodemus, in Cam- 
pania; where he died at the advanced age of ninety 
years. The Latins once more implored a trace, and 
the dictator, after a trinmph, laid down his anthority. 

The soldiers having returned triumphantly from the 
ficid, expected a remission of their debts ; but, coutra-° 
ry te their hopes, the couris of justice were opeued 
against them, and the prosecution of creditors revived 
‘with more than usual severity. This soon excited 
fresh murmurs, The senate chose Appius Claudins, 
aman of austerc manners, a strict observer of the laws, 
and vf unshaken imtrepidity, for one of the consnis the 
ensuing year; and gave him for a colleague Servilius, 
who wasofa humane and gentle disposition, and greatly 
beleved by the populace. When the complaints of the 
people were deliberated on. Servilius wished that all 
debts nught be abolished, or, at least, the miterest on 
them diviunishedt > bat Appias insisted that hehtening 
the load svoin those who owed money was only throw- 
ing it upon those do whom it was duc. and that every 
‘new compliance from the senate, served wo other por- 
pose than to increase the insolent demands of the 
people. 

The citizens, who were apprised of the discordant 
sentiments of their consuls respecting their complaints, 
loaded Servilius ‘with marks of gratitade, while they 
every where pursued Appius with threats and impreca- 
‘tions. They again assembled, held secret cabals by 
night, and meditated some new revolution, when an un- 
expected spectacle of distress roused all theirspagsi 
and af once — their resentment into t fase. Pear 
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“A Roman seldier, who was <dedhepid'nt and aged, and 
Jaden with chains, but who showed in hif air ‘the marks 
‘of hetter days, sought an asylum in the midst’ of the 
‘peaple, as they were assembled on a public occasion. 
‘Ale was covered with rags ; his face was pale atid wast- 
ed with famine; and his beard, which was long and 
neglected, and his hair in wild disorder, coutributed to 
render his appearance still more distressing, Many who 
crowded round him, remembered serving with him dn 
the war, or recollected that he was a brave and gallant 
warrior, whom they had frequently seen fightmg in the 
foremost ranks ofthe legions. He addressed the people, 
und said, “ F was born free; and | have foughtin eight- 
amd-twenty engagements. J swerved in the last war 
«aust the Sabines, in which my little: patrimeny was 
notonly neglected, but the enenry plundered my sub- 
stance and set my house on fire, Ju this situation Lb was 
furced for subsistence to contract debts, and theu oblig- 
ed to sell my inheritaice to discharge them: but, not 
being abi to pay the whole, my creditor took me and 
my childven to lusown house, and delivered me over 
to his slaves, from who, fy ais orders. 1D have suffern:| 
the most cruel treatnwat.”  Llaving ecucladed th. .: 
words, be stripped lumecli, and shewed on lis baca ile 
mark of recent stripes, which still continued bleeding, 
and on his breast scars of the hononrable wounds which 
he had received in fighting for his country. 

This account, ‘and the'sight ‘of his wounds, which 
were still fresh, produced an instantaneous — effect’ 
upon the people, who flew to take revenge, not only on 
the delinquent, but on the general body of thety. op 
pressors, Appius sought safety in flight, Seryiliys

him would maintain their cauge : and in the mean 
time, to cdnvince them of the sincerity of lis intention, 
made proclamation, that no citizen should be arrested 
for debt till the senate should issue further directions. 
The influence and the conciliatory conduct of Ser- 
villus, In some measure, appeased for this time the. 
murmurs of the people, and the senate was on the 
point of beginning their deliberations, when’word was 
brought that anarmy of Volscians was marching direct- 
ly towards Rome. The populace had wished for such 
an event with the most ardent expectation, and now 
resolved that the nobles should see how little the 
power of the rich a ‘ails, when unsupported by thic 
multitnde. Accordingly, when the levy came to be 
made, the people unanimously refused to enlist ; and 
those who had been imprisoned for debt, shewing their 
chains, insultingly asked, ‘Whether these were the 
weapous with which they were to face the enemy?’ 
However Servilins, by promising, thém # plenary re- 
| dress of their grievances after their return, prevailed 
-on them to enrol themselves ander his command. But 
Appius, still fierce and uncomplying, autborised the 
creditors to renew their severity; and the debtors were; 
dragged to prison, and insulted as before, The Sabines. 
and tle Volscians made a fresh irruption; and the se- 
nate was obliged to create a dictator, who assured the 
“people that.their grievances should be redressed, But 
when the enemy Had been defeated and subdued, Ap-.

_! By-these .réiterated breaches of faith, the. people 
. were inflamed to a dangerous degree, and their mili- 
tary oath. not allowing them to lay down their arms, 
they changed their Sennibdaidiniac and,under the conduat 
of 2 plebeian, named Sicinius Vellutus, retired to a 
mountain, three miles from Rome. This resolute pro- 
ceeding bad the “desired effect. The senate deputed 
ten persons, at the head of whom were Lartius and 
Valerius, who bad been dictators, and “Menenias 
Agrippa, who was equally loved by the senate and the 
people. The dignity and popalarity of these ambas- 
sadors procured them a favourable receptioh among 
the soldiers, whe readily listened to what they had to 
say. While Lartius and Valerius employed all their 
amitory on the one hand, Lucinins and Lucius Junius, 
wie were the spokesmen of the soldiers, stated their dis- 
tresses with that degree of eloquence which natural ahi- 
lity and the sense of tijury fail not to inspire. The con- 
ference bad continued for a long tone, when Menenius 
Agrippa, ashrewd facetious man, who had been Ariat 
vally.a pl ebern, addressed to them the following fable. 
“in times of old,” said he, * when eve ry part ofthe body 
could think for self, andeeach hadi separate will of 
its own, they all, with common consent, resolved to 
revolt against the belly. “They said, that thes Kaew no 
reason why theyshould toil in its service, while, in the 
mean time, the belly remained at ease, and indulently 
grew fat upgn their labours, Accordingly, they agreed 
to support it no more. The feet vowed that they would 
carry it nolonger ; sand the teeth averred that the ‘y would 
not chew a morsel of meat, though itwas placed between 
them. “Thng determined, they for some time shewed 
their spirit, and kept their resolution. However,

Thijs fable had an instantaneous effect upon the pec 
ple, who unanimously cricd out that Agrippa shoul. 
lead them back to Rome ; but Lucius Junius suggestec 
that though they were grateful for the kind offers of th 
senate, they had no safeguard against their*fnuture re 
sentment, and that it was necessary to have certai 
officers created annually from among themselves, whe 
’ should have power to plcad the cause of the community 
and to redress the injured. 

On this suggestion for the security of their privileges 
in future, the senate agreed to allow them to choose 
magistrates of their own order, who should possess the 
power of opposing with effect, every measure which 
they deemed prejudicial to their interest. “These were 
the Pribunes of the people, who were chosen annually, 
and who were at first five, and afterwards ten, im num- 
ber. Without guards or tribunal, and without any 
seats in the senate-house, they examined every decree, 
which they annulled by the word Fedo, spr rt, OF 
> which they confirmed by signing the letter Ty that gave 
it validity. Their persons’ were declared sacred. but 
their authority did not extend beyond the limifs of a 
mile from Rome. One of their number could puta 
negative on,the e measure of the rest. This new office 
being thus:“Wistituted, the senate made an edict con- 
firming the abolition “ak debts: and all things being 
adjusted on both sides, the people returned to Rome 
in a triumphant manner.

and oil in times of famine, and prevent any mpnopohies 

Coriolanus, who was of a patrician family, behelr 
with jealonsy the encroachment of the tribunes. Rom 
being threatened with a famine, an assemply was con 
vened, in which the consuls and the tribunes by turn 
bharangued the people ; and a law was passed, that n 
one should dare to interrupt the tribanes while thre 
spoke to the people. Soon after, Cortolanus insinte 
that the ee which the people had made oe 
the rights ofthe patricians should be rectuied sand th 
Comnrniuws a restored tu its former constitution. Ph 
speech of Gortulanus excited the reseutment of th 
multitude; and the tribanes, without cousnlting th 
people, condemned him to be thrown from the “Pas 
peian rock. 

The officers were ordered to seize Inns but ah 
patricians surrounded and rescued him. Coriolanu: 
however, was summoned to appear before the assembl 
of the people, on a charge of aiming at sovercignty an 
‘tyranny. His graceful person, his manly eloquenes 
joined.to the cries of those whom he had saved fron 
the enemy, inclined the auditors to relent, and man 
of thenr declared, that so brave a man deserved a tr 
umph, aot death; but Decius, one of the tribunes, 
man of fluent ‘speech, urging against him, that, instea

of delivering into the public treasury, he had divide 
among his friends and followers, the plunder whic 
_.hbe had taken im a late incursion into the territories, c 
Antium, Coriolanus was unable to answer, and utter] 
confounded with the charge. The people being order 
ed to give their votes separately, and not by centuries 
he was condemned to perpetual exile. 

After taking a lasting leaye of his wife, his children. 
and his muther Veturia, Coriolanus left tlie city, at- 
tended by the senate to the very gates, to seek refuge 
among the enemies of Rome. Resolving to punish 
his enemies, even though he mvolved his country in 
ruin, he applied to Tullus Attius, a man of great pow- 
er awong the Volsci, and a violent enemy to the Ro- 
mans, Tullus being informed of his name and busi- 
ness, stretched out Ins haud in token of amity, and 
instantly espoused his cause. The treaty between the 
Volscians and the Romans was soon after dissolved, 
and Tullus and Coriolanus were appointed generals of 
the former. Accordingly, they invaded the Roman 
territories, ravaging and Jaying waste all the lands 
which belonged to the pleberans, but suffering those of 
the senators to remain untosched. Coriolanus tuok the 
towns one after another, and finding himself unopposed 
in the field, and at the head ofa numerous army, he 
-at length pitched his camp almost under the walls of 
Rome. 

The people now began to consider the Common- 
wealth as lost. At length it was suggested, that what 
could not be effected by the intercession of the senate, or 
the adjuration of the priests, might be brought about by 
the tears of his wife, or the importunities of his mother. 
Accordingly, at the request of a deputation, sanction- 
ed by the sehate, Veturia, the mother of Coriolanus,

He was afterwards honourably buried ; “and the Roman 
iatrons wore mourning for him ayear. The Volsc 
soon. after sustained a signal defeat, in which Tullus 
their gtheral was slain. | 
Cassius Viscellinus, a man filled with pride and os- 
tentation; had the principal honour in obtaining this 
victory, Havingbeen three times consul, and had twe 
triumplis decreed by the senate, his pride was so mich 
flattered, that he aspired to the regal power at Rome. 
For this purpose, he endeayoured to attach. twvetba- 
quered nations to his jaterest by numerous concessions. 
He also proposed to distribute among the peor some 
lands which had beea long iu the possession of the rich, 
and «iich he asserted to be the property of the publie, 
Thus {oo the vanity and ambition of Carsius, sprany 
the fatnous Acrarian law, which afterwards proved 
the sontce of perpetual discord between the poor and 
rich. By order of the senate, Cassius appeared before 
the ass@mbly of the pesiJe to answer to the charze of 
his desiening fo subvert the senate, and raise himself to 
sovereign power, Accordingly, Cassius attended ccict 
attempted to interest the people in bis favoar 5 bui tne

= refneed to enlist, and, in this exigence, the fa- 
mily of Fabii, with their vassals and clients, in number 
about four thousand, nobly offered to defend the Ro- 
man territories against their enemies. Of this noble 
family, all were cut off except one, who aa aaaasa 
the name of Fabius. , | 
The year following, the two consuls, Mantlins and 
Fabius, were cited by the tribunes to appear before the 
pecple; and the object invariably pursued was the ° 
Agrarian law, in puttmg off which they were acoused 
of having made unjustifiable delays. The sane perse- 
verance on one side, and obstinacy on the ather meee 
set the ch ina terment, and threatened destruc oe to 
one of the parties - but Genutius, one of the tribnnes, the 
reviver at the ee being found dead in bis hed without 
any marks of violence, this circumstance ularmed the 
superstition of the people, who begon to imagine that 
the gods were against their: ‘ause, and shewed symptoms 
of returning to their former o bedience. Ini order to 
avail themselves of this favourable impression, the con- 
’ sul began to make fresh levies, and continacd to enrol 
the citizens. with success, till they came to one Vulero, 
a ‘centurion, who refused to be enlisted as a private si]. 
Mier, and whom they ordered to be stripped and scour- 
ged. This impolitic severity rekindled the resentment of 
the populace, and also produced anew causeof contention 
concerning the’ power of the consuls and the privileges 
of the people. The multitude rescued the prisoner,

“ This turbulent demagogue not only resolved on cars 
irying z the Agrarian law, but upon enacting annther in 
whic h the people should give their votes by tribes, and 
"not by centuries, When the people voted by centuries, 
the pune were entire Masters of the contest ; bat 
whe by tribes, and every freeman of Rome, frou what- 
everterritor y became, was admitted to give a vote equal 
to that of the first senator, all miluence was entirely 
lost. The senate, therefore, strongly opposed ity but 
the people warmly urging it, they were obliged to com- 
ply. Le was -then passed inte a law, theo d2ti that 
time the tribunes shonld be clecied, and the business 
discussed, by tribes. From this period the sapreme 
authority was vested in the hands of the people, aud 
the Roman constitution was converted into a demo- 
cracy, % 
Appius Clandins the consal, san to the fornicr Ap- 
pius, was far irom beimg disposed, ty concar mm this 
new concession to puputar ifoportunity. pee there. 
fore, the Volscians appeared im the field, tle Homans 
immediately fled, laying’ the blame on a tear 
general. | At length, however, Appius secured a part 
r of his forces, which yet remained under his command ; 
and. after ordering all the centurions, who had fled or 
quitted their ranks, to be scourged and behvaded, he 
caysed every tenth man (o be executed in the sight of 
his trembling coutpanions: But the tribunes, vigor- 
ously contending for the Agrarian, law, and: Appius 
opposing it, he was ordered to appear before the-peo- 
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Seon after the tribunes. boldly aaperted put the peo. 
ple ought not only to have a share i in the lands, but al- 
so in the government of the Commonwealth ; and that 
code of written Jaws shi®uld be compiled, to mark ‘out 
‘the bounds of their dutyy, This was violently opposed 
by the patricians,who headetl by Ceeso the son of Quin- 
tiug ‘Cincinnatus, drove them from the forum.. Ceso 
was therefore summoned to appear before the peo- 
ple; but being admitted to bail, he fled into Etruria. 
His father was obliged to sell his estate, aud retire to 

a small cottage beyond the Tiber. 

Jn this state of commotion and universal hentia 
Herdonius, a Sabine general, at the head-é: ¢ company 
of soldiers, obtained possession of the capitol, the 
citadel of Rome, The tribuaes dissuaded the people 
from arming tll the patricians should engage by cath to 
create tén men @ith a power of making laws, and suffer 
the. people to’ share in all the benefits that should 
ACCTNEs: Valerius, the consul, then marched against 
the capitol, which he restouk.by stormy, bat fell in the 
assault, - The ‘tribunes. insisting on the performance of 
the promise -relative to the Agrarian law, the senate 
‘appointed Quintius Cincinnatus, the father of € reso, to 
the yacant consulate. He accepted the dignity with 
#egret, and observed to his wite on his departure, “My 
Racilia, 1 fear that for this year our little field must re- 
main uncultivated.” He equally blamed the senat+ 

f the people ; the latter’ for having askéd;and the 
riiter for having granted too. much; Be ind “eivil 
commotion, aid admitiiatered justica: Mityjmi 
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‘ners, and benevole PNCe ; and the. senate and the people 
having mutually agreed that: the consuls: should - 
be"con ntinved in office longer than the year, he again 
returned, to his farm. . 
Froin this tranquil retreat he was soon again drawn 
by a fresh exigence of the state. The AEqui and the

Was in danger of persling. The senate, therefore, 
unanimously turned their eves upon Cincinnatus, and 
appointed him dictator. The messengers found hit la- 
bouring in his little field ; and being informed of their 
errand, he heaved a sigh, and castins a look AF womens yy 
on the oxen, the companions of his totls, departed for 
the ety, near which he was met by the principal ef the 
senateinther robes. This dignity, which was wholly 
unexpected, had no effect on the sitpplicity of lus man. 
ners. The dictatar having entered the city, imme- 
diately made himself acquainted with the position of 
affairs; and, assuming 2 sercne look, intreated all those 
who were able to bear arms, tO repair before stimset, to 
the place where the levies were made, with necessary 
accoutrements, and provisions for five days. 

He then put himself at the head of the troops, and, 
marching all might with great expedition, arrived be- 
bie dey within sight of the eneiny. Upon his ap- 
proach, he ordered the soldiers to raise a loud shout, 
that the consul’s army might be apprised of the relief 
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that was at hand. | The Jiquil-were astonished when 
| they saw hecneives between two enemies, and still more 
50 when, they perceived Cincinnatus making strong 
erfttrenchments beyond them, und inclosing tiem as 
they had inclosed the consul. A furious engagement 
ensued, and the enemy being attacked on both sides, 
and unable to resist or fly, eutreated « cessation of arms, 
ang offered the dictator his own terms. He granted 
them their lives, but obliged thein, in token cof servi- 
tude, to Pass under the voke > Which was two spears set 
upright and another across, in the form of a unllows, 
beneath which the vanquished were to march. Hethen 
addressed the army as follows: © Soldiers of Miuutian 
who were so nearly becoming @ pres to vour enemies, 
you sirall not share their spoils sand von, efihual, inust 
first iearn the art of war as a dientenaut, before you 
comma! again asa general.”

united jn presenting Concanataus with a crown of 
gold, foc having suved the fives and honour of lis fed- 
low citizens, “Tins having rescued a Roman army,and 
defeated a powertul enemy, he resigned the dictator. 
ship, after having enjoyed it only fourteen dacs. The 
senate would have enriched him, but be chose once 
niore to retire contentedly to his cottage. 

On the Aqui again marching isto the field, the peo- 
ple denianded that the number of the tribunes should 
be increased from five to ten. This, some of the senate 
wished to oppose ; but Cincinnatus assured the peo. 
ple, that it would bé the most infallible means of debi- 
litating that power whieh had so long controlled them. 
Soon after the tribunes recuired,that Mount Aventise, 
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which Was aa yet unténan 
‘people to build on. 
_« ‘The approach of the Aqui, within sixteen miles 
: the rity. in some measure restored peace to the repul 
lic.» Lacthis war, Siccins Dentatus gained great 
honours than the consul who obtained the victor: 
Being ordered on a forlorn hope, to attack the enem 
ia a quarter where he knew they were maccessihle, bh 
vernonstrated against the danger and desperation ¢ 
such an attempt ; but being reproached by the conse 
with cowardice, he led on his body of eight — 
veterans td the place; and determined to give, by 5: 
death a pattern of obedience, as he had, iif his lif fe, ay 
exatiple of resolution. However, perceiviug a pas 
suge into the enemy's cump, which had uot been ind) 
cated to him by the consul, he attacked the .Bqur oi 
one side, while the whole army attocked then on the 
other, so that the Romans obtained a complete victory 
Dentatus being conscious, that he was sent on this 
dangerous service only to procure him death or infa- 
my, had interest enough, upon his rctura, aot only to 
prevent the cousul from obtaining a triumph, and to 
get himself created a tribune, but also to procure a 
Jaw for punishing such commanders as should in fit 
ture violate -their authority, and to have both the con- 
suls fined for their behaviour tu bim in particular, Thus 
by the persevering zeal of the tribunes, the patrician 
interest was diminished every year. All their honours 
were NOW fading fast away ; and their very possessions, 
which were hereditary, remained feebly in suspense, and 
the next: popular breeze threatened to shake thetn to 
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leit are aa ‘to births : 
he citizens of every rank now began to'complair 
of thearbitrary decigions of thémegistrates,and wishec 
for a Witten body of: laws, which might both preven 
and punish wrongs. dt was therefore agreed, that am: 
hassadeis. should be:sent to the Greek cities, in Htaly 
aud to Athags, to bring from thence such laws as by 
experience had been found most equitable and useful 
After the return of the ambassadors, ten of the princi 
pal senators were chosen to digest the collected laws 
into proper form, Appius Claudius, the consul, and he 
colleague, were at the head of this important commis. 
sion. They framed that celebrated code, called the 
Laws of the Twelve Tables, which constituted the bast: 
of Roman jurispradcuce. 

Besic:: Appius and Genutius, who had been eleetec 
consuls for the ensning year, the persons chosen were 
Posthumius, Sulpicias, and Manlins, the three ambas 
sadors ; Sextus and Romulus, former consuls, with 
Jalius, Veturius, and Horatius, senators of the firs 
distinction. The whole constitution of the state wa: 
at once to assume a new form, and an experiment was 
going to be tried, of governing one nation by law: 
‘taken from the manners and customs ofanother, total: 
: BiGerent in its genits and polity. 
ae, ‘was decteed, that the power of the Decemvir 
2 ak a 4 sontings for a year, ae be 1 alt to _ of berg 
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of the former; but nd dis econmth ted, Power. Tie Dh 
_ comitiri agreed to take the Pein of government by turns 
"that each should dispense justice for a day; that h 
alone who was in the actuakexercise of power, shoul 
be attended with the ensigns of it; and that each o 
the rest should only be preceded by an officer. Atte 
labouring fora year, they formed a body of laws, whic. 
were comprised in ten tablds; and after being engraver 
on plates of brass, were hung up ia the most conapl 
cuous part of the foram. | 
Under pretence that some laws were still wanting ti 
coniplete their design, they intrented the Senate for: 
continuance of their appointment ; to which thabbod: 
consented. Appius procured himself to be renomina 
ted, and composed the college of the Decetuviri of peg 
sons devoted to him. They then made solemn vows 
never to dissent from each other, nor give up their ad 
thority. fostead only of one of them Leing attende 
by his rods and axes, each appeared with those e 
signs of terror and antherity.  Tnstead of magistrated 
mild, just, and affable, thes became nionsters of raping 
licentiousness, and cruelty. The forms of justice w oh 
converted into an engine to pnt many of the citizer : 
‘to death, anc deprive others of ther country and “d 
‘tates. But that they micht convince the poonle, thal 
they were not unmindful of their iieuia trast, thef 
added two tables more of laws, which altogether forns 
od, ag we have before said, that celebrated gode, knowr 
by ithe name of the Twelve Tables, 
In these last was introduced a law, which prohibit 
ed all marriages: between ie Patritiahe and the Ple: 
beians, and by which the framers hoped ‘toiwiden ‘tn 
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gelven of their matual animosity “hi But’ “whee a peo- 
ple easily saw through their designs, they bore them 
with patience, as the timeof the expiration of their 
office Was at hand, when it was expected that they 
would quietly lay down their usurped authority. How. 
ever, regardless of the approbation, either of the senate 
or the people,. they continued themselves, contrary to 
all precedent, and against all order, another year in the 
Decemvirate. This tyrannical conduct occasioned new 
discontents, which produced fresh acts of tyrauny to 
stonce them. ‘The city was become almost a desert 
with respect to those who had any thing to lose; and 
lie ranacity of the Decemviri was abated, only wher 
they « cuted fresh objects foritsexercise. In this state 
of slavery, proscription, and mutual distrust, not a 
single citizen had the courage to strike for his coun- 
try’s freedom : and the tyrants continued to rele waith- 
oat control, heroe coustamtly guarded, uot by thei 
_ officers alone, but by a numerous crowd of dependants, 
and even salicianiy Whom their viees had ecomecders. 
ted around them ; while the better part of the commiu- 
nity were restrained by fear from venting their come 
plaints. 

The Aqui and Volsci, in hopes of profiting by the 
intestine divisions of the people, took advantage of the 
gloomy situation of the state, renewed their incursions, 
and advanced within about ten iniles. The Déecemviri, 
who bad. no authority to raise an army themselves, felt 
_ grent ‘reluctance in asking aid from the senate, whose 

éliberations @ hail been long suspended, but whom they 
were obliged” 'to convene. ‘Afterwards Appias: in @ 
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‘vielen ity’ int eiched against the tyranny of the: Decem 
virate, and ‘their effrontery, in expecting. that the se 
trate, whi je ‘power they bad destroyed, should nov 
take meaguies to support their betrayers..

With the most .poignant anguish, Virgi- 
niue took his almost expiring daughter in his armas, 
for a while supported her ‘head upon his breast, and 
wiped away the tears that rolled down her lovely face. 
But his fatal resolution was taken; and happening to 
be nearthe shops that surrounded the Forum, he snatch- 
ed up a knife,’ ‘and, addressing his daughter, said, 
« My dearest lost child, this alone can preserve your 
honour and your freedom.” He then plunged the 
weapon to her heart, and holding up the bloody kaife, 
ened. “ Appias, by the blood of this innocent victim, I 
devet) thy head to the rofernal gods.” So saying, he 
ran through the city, calling un the people to strike for 
freedom ; from thence he went to the camp, to sia 
a like flame throueh the army. 
. Virginius having rejoined the troops, implored the 
_ Boldiers, | by that blood which was dearer to hint than 
bie pon, to redeem their sinking country. The army, 
dtready predisposed, immediately with shouts echoed 
their assent, and; ledviny their generals behind, once 
yore took their station upon Méunt Aventine. They 
hen: Chose otler commanders, and hence originated 
; had shitty tribiaties, who in the sequel held a relative 
fant with the’ generals in the army, ‘The senate, foresees 
fig the. dangers an miseries that threatened. the state, 
itt Giwe the-iatensed army was opposed, offered to re-

Te peopl a ine 
‘thas delivered from a tyrannigal, goke, which they had 
imposed on themselves, Valérigs and Horatius were 
‘eleeted-consuls, and Virginivs and Icilins received into 
the number of the tribnnes, Appius and Oppiua, one 
Lot his colleagnes, died in prison by their own hands. 
The other eight went into volnatary exile. Thus the 
vengeance of the tribunes pursued these devoted men 
tothe utmost, and they were preparing to exceed in acts 
of oppression, those whom they bad deposed for craelty, 
The senate began to tremble at seeing so many of their 
members menaced with destruction; but their fears were 
quieted by Duitihus, one of the tribunes, who was more 
moderate than the rest of lus colleagues, and who open- 
ly profeased that no more blood should be shed on this 
ecasion. since suficient veageauce had been taken for 

| the death of Virginia. 
| However, the two new ecustils, was seomed ent ively

and treated as allies of Rome, 

But though the conduct of Camillus had excited ve 
ration abroad, he wasaccused at home, by thejurbul 
tribunes, of having concealed a part of the plunder of 
Ven; and being ordered to appear before the people, 
resolved not to submit to the ignominy of a trial, a 
retired to Ardea, 3 town at a little distance from Ror 
The Gauls, a barbarous nation, had two centuries | 
fore passed the Alps, and settled in the northern p: 
vinces of Italy. Thy had been allured from their 1 
tive country by the deliciousness of the wines, and t 
‘softness of the climate. They invited others from thi 
original habitations, and a vody of these, under the ca 
duct of. Brennus, their King, at this time besieg. 
Clusium, a city of Etruria. The Clusians, frighted 
their numbers, and still more at their savage appea 
ance, intreated the assistance of the Romans, who se) 
ambassadors to Brennus. The ambassador s, howéy. 
heading the citizens in a sally against the besieger 
Brennus was so enraged, that he immediately. broken 

the siege of Clusium, and marched his i 
army to attack Rofne;. eee 

The ‘Romans: ‘and Gauls, met near. the river, Alli 
eleven miles from the city. "The two armies were alik 
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sei ident of victory,’ and d = ie tomnevive: 

f lowever, the centre’ of tha R fey; unable t 
“withstand the impetuosity.of the et etiy’s tharge, s00 
agave way ; and the wines be ing divided from each othe 
a rout ensued,. in which the, Romans seemed to hav 
fost. the” power, ‘not only of resistancé, but of ‘flight 
confusion ‘and terror reigned throughout their broke: 
ranks, atid few, of them rettrned to Rome with th 
dreadful intelligence of this overthrow, The Yemainin; 
inhabitants, able to bear arms, threw themselves int 
the capitol, and the rest resolved to hide themselve: 
in some of the. neighbouring towns. The ancient scna 

| ‘tors and priests, determined to devote their lives te 
atone for the crimes of the people. and habited in their 
robes of ceremony, placed themselves in the forum, on 
their ivory chairs. 

On the third day after the vietory, Brennus appeared 
before the city, and was surprised to find the gates 
wide open, and the walls defenceless. After proper 
precautions, he entered Rome, and beheld theancient 
geniters,.who observed a profunnd silence, unmoved 
and: ‘gandaunted. The Gauls first considered them ag 
dg, and worshipped thera; but one venturing te 
“gtro ke. the beard of Papyrius, the Roman strack him 
to the ground with his ivory sceptre. ‘This seemed as 
2, signal for a general slaughter, and all of them fell 
without mercy or distinction. In,a short time, every 
‘douse. was reduced to a heap of ashes, and. Rome 
‘became hearly a waste. 

“The siege having continued for shave six months, the 
provision» of the ga ryison were almost exhausted, their 
umbers'légsened with continual. fatigue, and nothing

He brought tidings to the besieg- 
ed, that Camillus, their expatriated dictator, was levy- 
ing an army for, their relief ; that the citizens of Ardea 
and Veii had armed in his favour, and made him their 
general ; and that he only waited his country’s cénfir- 
mation of their choice, to enter the field and give the 
barbarians battle, a 2 fee 

The Romans were struck with a inixture of rapture 
and astonishment, to find that the man whom they bad 
injurionsly spurned from the city, was now, In its des- 
perate sfate, ready to become its defender. ‘They in- 
stantly chose him for their dictator, and prepared 
to defend themselves with recruited vigour, ‘The mes- 
senger, after receiving his answer and proper in- 
structions, had the ae fortune to return to Camillus, 
Brennus | tried every art to reduce the citadel, and 
hoped. speedily to starve them into a capitulation; but, 
in order to convince him of the futility of his expecta- 
tions, though i in actual want, they caused several loaves 
to be thown into his camp. Brennus then attempted to. 
scale and surprise the capitol ; but the garrison being 
awakened by the cackling of some sacred geese kept i in 

ten ple ‘of the idol Juno, the eneniy were thrown, 
headibor for. the Walls. _ At length, it: was agreed, : 
that the invaders’ should immediately quit. the, aie 
and tenftories “ot.

Camillus, “being: informed of the dispute, ordered thc 
gold to be taken and’ ‘carried back to the <apit ol ; and 
added, that. the manner ‘of the Romans’ was, to ran- 
som their country with iran, and not with gold. A 
battlé ensued ; in’ which’ Brennus ‘and his followers 
were SO completely defeated, that ad aml soon n wholly 
disappeared from Italy, 
Rome, however, continued a iia ofr ruins; and no 
part of its former magnificence remained, except the 
<apitol, The greatest number of its former inhabi- 
‘fants had sought refuge in Veii; and the-tribunes of 
the people once more urged the removal of the poor 
remains of Rome to Veil, where they might have 
houses to shelter, and walls tudefend them. But Camil- 
Tus attempted to appease them, observing, that it was 
unworthy of them to desert the vencrable seats of their 
ancestors, and remove to a city, which they themselves 
‘had conquered. By these: and similar ar cuments, hav- 
ing prevailed on the people to relinquish the design of 
abandoning Roine, and to set about reluilding its ru-

ined ‘edifices, it quickly arose “from its ashes, though 
‘with diminished beauty and regularity. } 
~The bravery of Manlius, who had defended the ca- 
pitol: when the Gauls attempted to seale the walls, was 
rewarded. by the people, who built him a house near 
thesplace where his valour had been:se- conspicuous, ° 


and)appointed , him a public. fund . for hig ‘Support. 
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But bis ambition was fax from being setiggi a Weds 

piring to the sovereiguty of Rome, he enlent cured | to 
ingratiate himself with the c,popiflace, by paying their 
debts, and railing at the other patriciaps... . His design 
being known to the senate, they created. Cornelius Cos- 
sus dictator, who, after defeating the Volscians, im pri- 
soned Manlius for his conduct at home, However, Cas- 
sus was.obliged to Jay down -his. office,: and’ Manlius 
was eariad by the populace from confinement, in 
triumph through the city. He now began to talk of 
a division of the lauds among the people ; to insinuate 
that there should be no distinctions in the state ; 
and always to appear at the head of a large body of the 
dregs of the people, Camillus, beingelected one of the 
military tribunes, appointed Manlius a day to answer 
for his life. However, on being accused of sedition, and 
ofaspiriiy tothe sovereignty, Manlius only turned tis 
eyes upon the capitol, and pointing thither, pat the 
people in inind of bis achievenients upon tlLat spot. The 
multitude instantly refused to co-operate with his ac- 





cusers > but whe be was brought toa distance from 
the capitol, they condemued lim to be thrown head- 
long from the Tarpeian rock. is house was razed to 
the ground ; and his family were forbidden to aisume 
the name of M anlius. se ‘ 

Camillus being chosen military tribune a si th dime, 
he and Lucius Furius, his colleague, marched agilinst 
the Volscians, The latter being a young man, eager to 
engage the enemy, ascribed the backwardness ef Camil- 
lus for an attack,to the timidity of old age, or to the 
envy of aman unwilling to admit a partner in his fame. 
Furius, therefore, seized’ the opportunity of leadiag 
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ceived the temerity of his abe conductyand’ wid 
of Camillus’s advice, Hip army was sig se deh, 
nsu 


and an universal flight was about to e, whet ‘the 
veteran general ceed from his bed, and being hel pei 
on horse-back, old and infirm as he was, put hivoself at 
the head of a small body of men, opposed thase who 
fled, and brought them: furious) y up against their pur- 
suers; ‘Is this,” said he, “ the vietery which you 
promised your selves? There is no shelter for you here. 
Retarn!” The soldiers quickly rallied round their ge- 
neral, under whom they had so often fought victorionsly, 
and whom they considered as invincible. The enemy 
were repnised, and the combat being renewed the next 
day, were ‘oiilly defeated. Soon after, Camillus return- 
ed to Rome, laden with the spoils of conquest; but no 
successes abroad could allay the dissensions at honte. 
The youngest daughter of Fabits Ambustas, being 
married to a plebeian, env ied the honours of herelder sis- 
ter, who was the wife of a patrician. She, therefore, pre- 
vailed on ! er father.to excite the people to assert their 
equal right with the patricians fo the consulate. The 
law for creating a plebeian consul being agitated, the 
senate strongly opposed it, and forbade Camillus, who 
was at that time dictator, to lay down his office. But 
while Gamillus was dispatching public affairs, the tii- 
bunes ordered that’ the votes of the péople should be 
taken on ‘their favorite measure ; and the dictator ve- 
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- hemeptly opposing it, they bent an  offiter 10 HBr, text 
and conduct him to prison. ‘Suchia mark of ind. oat 
raised a ‘greater commotion than had: yet’been sent i 
Rome; and the patricians boldly repulsed the Sacer 
while she peaple - cried out, “ Down with him | | down’ 
with him t !” By. the adviee of Camillus, a law was pas- 
sed, that i in future; one of the consuls should be chosen 
from the plebeiang: “At the same time also, they created 
from the patricians a‘ pretor, who supplied the place 
of the consul in his absence. The number of pretors, 
in after ages, was increased to sixteen. 

Camillus, after resigning the dictatorship, died of the 
plagae in the eighty-second year of hisage, with the re- 
pniation of being the second founder of Rome. It is said, 
that he never engaged ina battle which was not followed 
by a complete victory, nor besieged a tawn without tak- 
ing it, ner led forth an army, which he did not bring 
back Jaden with spoils of the enemy. A chasm hav- 
ing opened in the forum, which ihe augurs affirmed 
would never close up till the mest precious things in 
Rome were thrown into it, Curtius, with his horse and 
armour, leaped into the midst of it, saying that noting 
was more truly valuable than patriousm and military 
virtue! | 
The Romans having now trinmphed over theSabines, 
the Etrorians, the Volscians, and other petty nations, 
within a moderate distance, they turned their arms 
against the Samnites, a people one hundred miles east 
from Rome, The Sawnites were a hardy and’power- 
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fal nation, descended from the Sabines, and: inhabiting 
a large tract of Southern Italy, whichat thig.day con- 
“stitutes a considerable part of the kingdom. of Naples. 
’ They were equally powerful in numbers and discipline 
with the. Romaus ; and, like them, had confederate 
states in their train. Two such powerful neighbours, 
who were both mured to war, did not long want a pre- 
text for a rupture. The Samnites had oppressed the 
Sidicini, who, being too weak to manage the waralone, 
called in the Campauians to their assistance ; and they 
also bemg overthrown, implored the assistance of the 
Romaus, : 
Valerius, who was surnamed Corvas, from haying 
been assisted by a crow in a single combat with a 
Gaul of gigantic stature, whom he defeated and hilled, 
and who was consul, was sent to relieve Capua, the 
capital of the Campanians, which was besieged by the 
Samnites. At the same time, Cornelius, his colleague, 
marched with an army against Samniuin, the enerov’s 
capital, ‘The arms of Rome prevatled ; and the Sam- 
nites fled, averring that they were unable to withstand 
the fierce louk and fiery eyes of the Romans. Capua 
received a Roman garrison, which revolted against 
Rome ; but at length, by the prudence of Corvus, who 


was created dictator, the soldiers were brought to a 


sense of their duty. 


The Romans deemed it advisable to conclude with | 


the Samnites a treaty of peace, the terms of which were |

so offensive to the Latins, and the Campanians, as to. 


induce: them to r revglt. The two consuls, Manlius 
T orquatugand Decius, were sent to chastisé the Latins, 
who insisted that one of the consuls, And half the se- 
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‘ uate, shonld be ¢hosen out of their, body, before they: 
vould subuiitto an accommodation’ ‘with Rome. © The 
#Wo armics met, and‘engaged for sonte time with doubt. 
fal snecess: bat at length, the wing commanded by 
Decius Yeing repulsed, the general resolved to devote 
himself to his country, and offer bis own life as aw 
atonement to save his army. ‘Phe Roman troops con- 
sidered this as an assarance of success; and the Latins 
were not less powerfully influenced by his resolution. 
The Romans pressed them on every side, and so great 
was the carnage, that few of the enemy survived the 
defeat. ‘Pwo years after Pedum, their strongest city, 
vas taken, and they were brought into an entire sub. 
mis-ton to the Romans. 

‘The Latins and Romans being a neighbouring peopk 
snd tue habits, arms, and language the same, in the 
above cugecement the mostexact diseipiine was neces. 
sary ta prevent coofuson., Manhius, the consal, there. 
fore, issued orders that no soldiers should leave then 
ranks upon any provoeation ; aud that he whe shonke 
offer to violate this injunction, should eertainly be pu 
‘to death. When both armies were drawn oet, ane 
ready to engage, Metius, the general of the enemy’ 
cavalry, pushed forward from fis lines, aud challenges 
vany knight 1 in the Roman army tosingle combat. Fe 
“goin time there wasa general pause, and no one ofteré 
to disobey the above-mentioned order; but -at lengt 
: Fitus Manlius, the consul’s son, ashamed to see th 
whole botly-0 = Romans intimidated, boldly advan¢ 
ed against 1 Meétius. ‘The soldiers on each side suspend 
ed the ‘ener ral engagement, that they might be spec 
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he enttouliter. Phe two champions attack 
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iéach other with the greatest fury, but at length the 
Roman laid his antogonist dead at bis feet, Lle then 
despoiled him of his armour, and returned in triumph 
to the tent ofsthe consul, his father. “ My father,” 
said the youth, * T have followed your heroic eaam- 
ple. A Latin warrior challenged me to single combat, 
and TE bring his spoils, and Jay them at your feet.” 
Witha stern look, and inflexible resolution, the father 
rephed, “ ‘Unhappy boy, as thon hast regarded ne ‘ither 
the dignity of constilship, nor the commands of thy 
father, as thou hast destroved military discipline, and 
set a pattern of disobedience by thy example, thou hast 
reduced me to the deplorable extremity of sacrihemng 
my soa or nycountry. But let me not hesitite oi this 
dreadful alternative : a thousand lives were well lost in 
saci a cause; and I do not think that thou thyself 
will refuse to die, when thy country is to reap the 
advantave of thy sufferings, Go, lictor, tind bit, and 
Jet his dewth be our futare example.”

The war between the Sammites and the Rorimans 
though intermitied by various treatics and suspensions 
was toterminate only with the rum of the former. The 
Senate having refused the Samuites equal and reason 
able terms of accommodation, Pontius, their general 
‘decoyed the Romans mto some occ upied defiles ; anc 
“having stripped the Roman army of all but their unde 
garments, | Pontius obliged them to pass under the yoke 
He then stipulated that they should wholly quit th 
‘terrritories of the Samnites, and adhere to the condition 
of amity formerly esfablished between the two nations 

By the people at large, however, an opportunity we 
sought of bregking a compact, which the army ha 
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inade. ‘The conéuls, thérefore, who had entered int th 
“treaty, offered themselves up to the enemy, as the onl 
persons that ought to be called to an account. Pontiu 
exclaimed against the perfidy of the Romans, and th 
war was,renewed with increased virujence, The Tare 
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tines, and ajl the southern states of Italy by turni 
assisted the Samnites, and. ¢ era TERY: in vain, @ 
check the progress of the Romans. 

Unable to defend themselves, the Italian states wer 
obliged to call ia the assistance of Pyrrhus, king o 
Epirus, to save them from impending ruin, This prince 
who was possessed of great courage, was reckoned on 
vf the most experienced generals of bis time, and con 
manded a body of troops, supposed tu be the best dis 
cipliacdin the world ; soun after he was applied te, te 
pat to sea with three thousand horse, twenty thotisans 
foot, and twenty elephants: but of this great aria 
ment only a small part arrived in Italy with Pyrrhus 
Upon his arrival ai Tarentum. he observed a total dis 
solution of manners in this luxurious city, and tha 
the inhabitants were occupied with the pleasures o 
bathing, feastins, and dancing, rather than with the cars 
of préparing for war. He, therefore, gave orders that al 
their places of public amusement should be shut up 
and that they should be restrained in whatever render. 
et soldiers effeminate. He also attempted to repress 
their licentions manner of treating their governors, and 
summoned j some, whd had treated Ris own name with 
ridicule, ‘to appear before him ; but forbore to punish

soldiers from the gight of’the elephants beginning 
a of, the generals applied themselves to imita 
the discipline of Pyrrhus, and the Grecian’method 
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ne idan an Leiden’ were ‘ne to ‘sash the re 
phalanx ; however, after a long,and obstinate engage 
ment, the Grecian discipline prevailed, and thie Ro. 
mans were obliged to retire to their camp, leaving six 
thousand men dead ob the field of battle. ‘The enemy 
also, lost four thonsaud of -their, best soldiers. When, 
therefore, one of the soldiers of Pyrrhus cong onuated 
him upon his victory, “ One such tnhumph more,” re- 
plied he, ‘and I shall be undone.” 

The next season the war was renewed with equal vi- 
sour on both sides. While the two armies were approach- 
inz, and only at a small distance from each other, « 
letter was brought to Fabricius, the Roman consul] 
from the king's physician, who, for an adequate reward, 
eflered to hill his master by poison, and thas rid the 
iiinans of a powerful enemy and a dangerous war. 
Pius base proposal excited the mdignation of Fabricius 
who, after commigcdcating it to lis colleague, mformed 
Pyrrhus of the aflau, and lamented his unfortunate 
choice of friends and encmies ; observing, that he had 
trusted and promoted murderers, while he directed his 
resentment ayainst the generous and the brave. 

Pyrrhus now perceived that the Romans, though less 
refined than the Greeks, would, not suffer him to be. 
their supefior in generosity; and he received the mes. 
sage with as much amazement at their candour, as in- 
dignation at the treachery of his physician. After or- 
dering his physiciay to be executed, he immediately 

sent to Rome all his prisoners without ransom, and 
again desired to negotiate ‘a peace. ‘The Romans, haw- 
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_ ever, réfasedi¢d enter into’ a ‘negotiation, but upon the 
iaine conditions as they had offered before ; and releas- 
ed as many of ‘the Samnites as equalled the number 
of the prisoners they had received. ‘Pyrrhus, therefore, 
was glad ofan invitation from the Sicilians, who beg sed 
relief against the Carthaginians ; on this pretext, he 
placed a garrison ink Tarentum, and withdrew the rest 
of his forces from Italy. 

After acquiring, in Sicily, victories rather splendid 
than useful, the king of Epirus was vlad of another 
specious pretence for leaving that island, «and with 
some dithculty returned to Tarentum, at the head of 
twenty thousand foot, and three thousand horse. The 
Roman people bemg uuwilling to enlist, the consuls 
commanded the names of the citizens to be drawn hy 
lot, and that he who first refused to take the field 
should be sold asa stave. This severity had its effect, 
and the same measure was aflerwards employed on 
similar occasions. 

A general engagement ensued between the Greeks 
and the Romans ; and Pyrrhas, findipg the balance of 
the victory turning against him, had once more re- 
course to his elephants. These, however, heing ren- 
dered farious, by some balls of fire which were thrown 
amongst them, fell sback upon their own army, bear- 
ing down the ranks, and filling all places with terror 
and confusion. Thus, after a long struggle, victory 
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GetWired' in favour ee the Rofliahs, and ‘Pytrbus lost 
Wibaty-thiee thousadd | of’ his’ best ° ‘woldiers, and is 
amp, also, Was taken, Af fter this defeat, he embarked 
his troops and bade an a jeu to Italy, leaving a garri- 
son at Tarentum, merely to keep his allies from de- 
spair, by inducing them to believe that they should re- 
ceive speedy assistance from Greece. The Romans 
made themselves masters of Tarentum, and demolished 
its: walls, granting the: inhabitants liberty and protec. 
tion under their own powerful auspices. 

Soon after the fall of Tarentum, Rome became mis- 
tress of all the countries in Italy, from the remotest 
part of Etruria to the Tonian Sea, Bat though all 
the different states in that tractJost their independence, 
they did not all enjoy the saine privileges: some were 
entirely subjected to the Roman laws ; some were allow- 
ed to live under their original institutions ; some were 
tributary ; some were allies ; ‘some enjoyed all the 
privileges of citizens of Rome. 

‘The Romanus bejae obliged to import supplies from 
foreigh nations, the people began secretly to wish tor 
the possession of Sictly, which had for same time served 
as the granary of Rome. At that time the Carth rayrini- 
ans possessed theysreatest part of the island, and, like the 
Romans,only wanted an opportunity of ewbroiling the 
natives, in order to become masters of the whole of it. 
Hiero, king of Syracuse, intreated the assistance ofthe 
Carthaginiaris against the Mamertines,whilst the latter, 
‘to Ww ard off itnpending ruin, put themselves under the 
protection of Rome..The Romans, who were too proud 
to dignity the Mamertines wwith the name of allies, 
boldly Heclared war against Carthage, alleging “that 
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of, itity wale ‘aa. Thus ¢ c mamene a was 
walled the first Punic war °C 

The Romaiis knew little of the. loka of trans 
porting an army by sea; but Appius Claudins, by 
means of-a feeble fleet, wafted over a smal} body: of 
forces into Sicily, where victory, as usual, was still 
attendant on the Roman eagles. But an insurmounta- 
ble obstacle was opposed to their ambitious views, by 
the Carthaginians possessing a very powerful fleef, 
which gave them the entire command at sea. How- 
ever, a Carthaginian vessel happening to be driven 
ashore ina storm, the Romans diligently set about 
Iitating this slip; and on the same plan, built one 
hundred and twenty vessels, with amazing expedition. 
The Romans, being perfectly ignorant of maritime 
affairs. were first taught to rowon rivers, and mstract- 
ed, a~ well as cireumstances would perm, in the 
manier of naval combats. With this newly constract- 
ed armament, the cansnl Doillus ventured to sea; 
and, the two rival Heets meeting, the Curtvinintens 
lost fifty of their ships, and tae undisturbed severeignty 
of the sea, which they valued more. 

Though the consul Regulus subdued the island of 
Malta, and the city of Agrigentum in Sicily, and Albe- 
‘ria in Corsica, acknowledged the dominion of Rome: 
the Romans becaine sensible that the conquest of Sicily 
was only te be obtamed by humbling the power of 
Carthage at home. Resolving, therefore, to carry the 
war into Africa, they sent Regulus and Manlius; with 
a fleet of three hundred sail, and one hundred anil forty 
‘thousafid men;"to make the invasion. - They were met 
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crcha were > fnall ly sue cosst fal: icine fleet was 
- dispersed, and fifty four vessels were taken, In con- 
seq uende. of this victory, an igmediate descent was 
made on the coast of Africa, and the rity of Clynea 
‘captured, together with twenty thousand men, who 
were made prisoners of war , 

The senate, being informed of these great successes, 
commanded Manlius back to Italy to superintend the 

Sicilian war, and continued Regulus in Africa. In 
the mean time the Carthaguuans, finding that the Ro- 
mans were making rapid advances to their very capital, 
attacked them with a considerable army, but were de- 
feated with ¢ great loss. “This and the defection of (heir 
allies, tovether with the sulimission of more than ei vhty 
of their towns, iudaced the Carthaginians to endeavour 
to obtain a peace ; but the terms proposed beng Cons 
dered as too rigid, the treaty was broken off, and both 
sides: resolutely pre pared for war, “The Carthaginians 
obtained from Sparta a zeneral who was called Xen-

For some tim: t, the affairs of the Carthagifinia 
continued to improve, while thase of Rome seemed 
decline. The remains of the Roman army were bt 
sieged in Clypea, a city on the coast of Africa, whic 
Regulus had taken; and thong) it was for a while re 
Meved by means of a naval victory, under the condud 
of. urtlins Paulus, they were pltimately obliged t 
evacuate the place. Soon after the Romans lost thei 
whole fleet in a storm ; and Agrigentum, their principa: 
town ite: Sicily. fell into the bands of Karthalo, the 
Carthaginian ‘general. With a perseverance taps

Thus frestrated in every naval atten 
tliey, fora while, gave mp alt hopes of rivatling the Cz 

thasmnians at sea, and diverted all their attention 
the conquest of Sicily. 

However, fourteen vears of disastrous war exbaus 
éd the Carthaginian resources, and they again shew 
an inclination for peace. They resolved to send 
Rome to negotiate this business, or at least procu 
an exchange of prisoners; and for this purpdse the 
employed Regnias, who had been treated with gre: 
severity, and kept in a dungeon daring four veurs, ar 
from whom they exacted a promise to retarn in cat 
of beme unsuccessful. When this general appeare 
before the senate, he dissuaded them trom concludn 
a peace with the Carthaginiaas, whose forees, he san 
, Were rc duced, and whose finances were so exhauste 
‘that they could ue Jonger pay the mercenaries th: 
were their chief streneth. We do not know that th 
senate offered to cede any of the interests of the reput 
lic to save the generous captive ; but some of that be 

dy were caver to prove, that he was ander no obligs 
tion to return to Carthage, and fulfil an engage 
thent exacted by force. Reguins. however, indignant 
ly aeplied, “ Though I know that tortures await mea 
Carthage, T prefer them toan act which would cover mi 
‘with infamy in my tomb.” After his return, he was 
plunged into the obscurest dungeon, whence he wa’ 
taken to be exposed to the burning rays of an A fritan

‘fPh& perseverance of the Romans was crowned wi) 
success, and one victory followed another, till at leng 
the Carthaginians were obliged to sue for peace, whic 
Rome thought proper to grant. Among other par. 
culars, it was stipulated, that they should pay a thoi 
sund talents of silver to defray the charges of the wa 
and they should quit Sicily, with all the neighbour 
Islands. Six years after the conclusion of this treat 
the Romans, being in fmendstip with all nations, he 
an opportunity of cultivating the arts of peace. 

The Carthaginians, who made peace only because the 
were unable longer to contmue the war, took the ca 
hiest opportunity of vielatmg the treaty, and besiege 
Saguatiuimn, a city ip alliance with Rome. War bein: 
therefore. again declared between those great rival pov 
ers, the Carthagmitans intrusted the command ot the 
army to Hanuibal, who was the son of their form: 
general, Hamilcar, aud who had been made the dete 

mined foe of Rome almost from his infancy. — , 
He swore npon the altar, that he would never t 
in friendship with the Romans, nor desist from oppe: 
ing their power while life and opportunity allowec 
until be or they should be no more ; and he was firr 
to his engagement. When he first appeared in th 
field, he united in bis own person the most master! 
method of commanding, with the most perfect,obed: 
ence to ‘his superiors, He possessed the greatest ‘cou 
age in, opposing, and the greatest. presence. of mind ji 
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" dbviating datiger. No ‘fatigne could subdue his’ : 
. hor any misfortune break his gpirit ; yand, equally 
ent of heat and cold, he took sustenance ouly to 
tent natu re; and not to gratify his appetite, His se: 
for repose or labour were irregular and uncertain 
he Wwas‘always ready when ‘difficulties or his cot 
demanded his aid... Covered only with las watch. 
he frequently strétched lHimselfon the ground ai 
his sentinels. His dress differed in nothing fron 
most ordinary men of his army, except ro his afte 
peculiar elegance in his horses and armour. He 
always the foremost to engage, and the last to ret 
He was prudent in his designs, which were exten 
and ever fertile mn expedients to perplex tus ener 
yr rescue himself from danger. He was experien 
sagacions, provident, and bold. On the other bi 
be was crnel and fiithless. Such were the qual 
"of Hanurbal, who is allowed to be the greatest wer 
of antiquity. 

Protm such a soldier and politieian, the Carthag 
ans formed the ervatest expectations > and has net 
soon confirmed, that thei upinion’ of his abilities 
justly founded. After taking Saguntum, lie over- 
all Spain; and levying a large army of various | 
guages and natious, he resolved to carry the wap 
Italy. For thiv purpose he left Hanno, with a sufi 
ent force to guard bis conguestsin Spain, and cros 
the Pyrenean mountains in Gaul, with an army ot 6 
thousand fvot, and nine thousand horse.

As soan ds it was known in Rome, that Hann 
was at the head of a formidable army, the senate : 
Scipio to oppose him. Scipio brought ap his for 
and engaged the Carthaginians near Ticinium ; b 
party of Namidian horse wheeling round, attic 
the Romans in the rear, and at length obliged 
to retreat with cotitiderable loss. “oon after, Sem 
nius, the other consal, perceiving that the contit 
defection of the Gauls imereased the strength of 
Prose army. determined to give battle the first op 
tunity. A decisive engagement ensued, in which 
Rowans were totally routed, with the loss of twe 
six thousand men, ecther killed by che eaemy, or dro 
edi attemptii to repass the Trebia.

As might have been 
expected, the Roman army was broken and‘slanghter- 
ed almost before they could perceive the enemy that 
destroyed them. About fifteen thousand Romans tell 
iu the valley, and ¢ix thousand yielded themselves pri- 
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souers of war. 
In this general carnage, Flaminius did all that 
conld be dene ip order to save his army 5 wherever the 
enemy Wis most successfal, he flex with a chosen 
body of his attendants to repel thers. but at dast, de- 
spairing of victors, he threw himself into the widst af 
the enemy, aud was killed fiyoa Gaulish horseman, wiio 
pierced him with « howe. After the battle, Hannibal 
detained the Roman prisoner, but dismissed the 
Latins; he wished also to give the consul an honor- 
able interment, but his body could not be recognized. 
On the news of this defeat, after the general conster- 
nation had in some measnre subsided, the senate resolv- 
ed to elect a commander with ahsolute authority, in 
whom they might repose their Jast hopes and eutire 
confidence : their choice fell on Fabius Maximus, a 
man of approved courage, but with a happy mixture 
of: catition ; : who was sensible that the only way of hunt- 
bling’ ‘the Car thaginians was rather by haraseiog than 
By fighting thet.

Hannibal, perceiving “that Ins adversaries had chang- 
ed their plan of operations, tried his jysuial arts torender 
Fabius despicable in, the eyes of his own army. For 
this purpose, he sometimes braved him in |is camp ; 
sometimes wasted the country round hin; always spoke 
of his abilities with contempt; and, in every incursion, 
spared the possessions of Fabius, while he plundered, 
withont tnercy, those uf other Romans, These arts were 
not wholly unsuccessful, The Romanus began to sus- 
pect their general either of treachery or cowardice, an 
ashiuht action which ensued soon affer, gave strength 
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to their suspic bls. 

Hlowever, the prudent Fabius began to turn Hanni- 
bal’s own arts against him. fle had laclosed that ce. 
neral among mountains, where it was Impossible to. 
winter, and yet from which it was almost impracticable 
to extricate his army without imminent danver. In 
this exigéence nothing bnt one of thosestratagems which

This ‘stratagem enabled 
Hannibal to dray 7 off his army, and escape through the 
defiles beneath the hills, with considerable damage 
however to’ his rear;. and though Fabius had conduct-. 
ed himself in this affair with the utmost prudence, the 
army began to charge him with ignorance in war; as 
they had formerly impeached his valour and fidelity. 
Fabius being obliged to lay down his office, Teren- 
tius Varro and Aimilius Paulus were chosen consuls, 
The former had nothing but his:confidence and riches 
to recommend iim; the latter was experienced in the 








field, cautious inaction, and impressed with a ‘tho- 
rough contempt for the abilities of his colleague. Han- 
nibal was at this time encamped near the village of 
Cann 12, waiting the approach of the Romans. Ami 
lias was entirely averse from engaging ; > but Varro, | 
| without asking | the coneurren- of his colleague, gave 
: the. -signal for. battle. He then passed the river Autin 
dus, which lay between the two armies, and put, his 
7 forces in array. After a long and bloddy engagent nt 
thé rout of the Roman ary | became general i in every 
direction: me “Kuilins, however, still led on his body of 
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horse, a d endeavour red » by pindent valour, toretzieve 
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théfortune of the, day; but at length thése were ab: 
liged to give way, and seek safety by flight. In this 
battle, the Romans lost fifty thousand men, twenty 
one tribunes, and eighty senators, so that Hannibal 
sent three bushels of gold rings to Carthage. 

It was pow universally expected, that Hannibal 
would march his army to the gates of Rome, and make 
it an easy conquest. In the city, terror appeared in 
every’ face, and despair was the language of every 


tongue. At Jength, after the first consternation had 


abated, thesenate resolved to create a dictator, aud 
appointed Fabius and Marcellus to lead the arniies. 
The delay of the’ Carthaginian general inspircd the 
people with fresh courage, and they made all possible 
preparations for another campaign 5 and though Hau. 
nibal once wnure ‘offered them peace, they refosed it, 
buf upon condition that be should quit Haly. dn the 


-meun time, Hannibal, either finding the mupossi bility 
Mf marching directly to: Rome. or willing to give his 


| forces rest, after so iMAportant a victory, resolved iv: 


winter his Goops in Capua; a eny which had long 
‘beep! considered as the uurre of luxury, and the cor- 

rupter of military strength, Here a new scene of pleas 
sure opened to the Carthaginians, who gave them. 
selves np to intoxication, till, from hardy veterans, they 
became effeminate rioters. Antiquity has blamed their 
general ‘for losing that occasion; but it has not been 
sufficiently considered, that Rome was still extremely 
powerful; and that it might bave been rashnesg in Han- 
nibal to lead his’trogps to the siege of a city strongly, 
defended by art, and contaiging a garrison more than 


four times equal to his army.: 
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~ The. Carthaginian generat was ill assisted by his 
coniitrymen, among whom Hanno, one of their former 
eouanle: formed a party against ‘him, and who 
delayed to send him a new supply of men and money. 
His figst loss waif at the Siege of Nola, where Marcellus 
made a*guccessfal sally.’ However, for some years 
he fought: with various BUCCESS ; but as he had exhaust- 
ed all the arts of recruiting his forces, even victories 
could not retrieve his affairs. At length, the Cartha- 
ginians sent bis brother Asdrubal to ‘his assistance, 
with a body of forces drawn outof Spain. The march 
of Asdrubal being made known to the consuls Livius 
and Nero, they surrounded him, aud cut his whole 
army f0 picees, 

Though Romans were yet bleeding from their 
defeat at Canne they made head against Hanmtbal in 
Jtaly ; undertook a mew war against Philip, king of 
Macedon; and sent lezions into Spain. Marcellus took 
the city of Syracuse, ia Sicily ; and Scipio gradually 
reduced all Spain to the obedience of the Romans. 
Though Hannibal was unsepperted at home, and but 
indifferently assisted by his allics in Europe, be still 
maintained his position in, Italy, where he had conti- 
nued for more than fourteen years. z 

Spain and Sicily being added to the empire, the 
Romans soon fou nd resources for continuing the Panic

A very severe battle, 3 
consequence, ensued, in which PHannihal disposed h 
men in a manner superior even ta his former ar range 
nents, Vhe Carthaginians, however, were totally defeai 
ed, twenty thousand of them bens killed ti the battle o 
pursuit, and asiany taken prisoners. tfannibal, wh 
had acquitted himself as au undaunted soldier, fled t 
Adrametany, where he paused on the instability ¢ 
forfene cmd Che ratas of his country. 

Ii consequeace of this defeat, the Carthaginian 
submitted fo oa treaty, whieh obliged) (hem to qui 
"Spain and al} the Glands in the Mediterruncan Sea 
to pay ten thonsund talents mi faulty years ; to restor 
Massinissa all his territories ; und not to make war W 
Africa, but by permission of the Romans. The senat 
continued to carry on the Macedonian war. against 
Philip, » we had entered into an alliance with the 
Carthaginians during the conquests of Hannibal. After 
suffering several defeats, the king of Macedon was ‘ob 
liged to beg a peace, which was granted him on condi- 
tion of paying a thousand talents. The Romans then 
pretended to restore fiberty. to Greece, whdiie institu- 
tions thev had 36ng admired and followed.

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Inthe third” year: after the conclusion: of the war 
are Antiochus, Scipio Africanus was ‘Hécused of de. 
frauding the treasury of the plunder taken in war, and 
of too intimate a correspondence with that king. A day 
being xppointed him to answer for his conduct, Scipic 
obeved the summons: but, instead of attempting a de 
fence, reminded the people that on that very day he hac 
conquered Hannibal and gained the battle of Zama.— 
Thonel the tribunes were foiled in this attempt, the: 
procecded to accuse liitn in the senate; Scipio, therefore 
withdrew to Linturnum, a town on the coast of Campa 
nia, and at hix death ordered the following epitaph t 
be engraven on tis tomb: “ Unerateful country ! tho: 
shalt not possess nev bones.” 

The wars ip which the Romans engaged, brougt 
sche tmuense riches into the treasury, that they foun 
a pretest to enter on the: third and last Puate wa 
The Carthaginians, affaehted at the Roman arm 
ments, against 1 bach, | they were totally Unprepares 
hambly offered to make any concessions. The Romar 
demanded three fimidred hostages within thirty days 
and an implicit obedience to their future commands b 
ing also complied with, they cruelly and unjustly 0: 
dered the Carthaginians to leave their city, whieh we 
to be levelled with the ground,ai the same time allov 
ing them to build auother not less than ten miles {roy 
thesea. ‘This severe and despotic Injunction drove tl 
unfortunate people to despair, and they resolved | 
fight to the last for their seat of em pire, and the bab 
tations of their ancestors. 

Such were ‘the preparations 
for the defence of . Carthage, “that, wh: en the consuls 


cane before the city, which they egp cted to find an easy, 
conquest, they met with répulses hich quite dispirited 
theit forces, and shook their resolution. Several en- 
gagements were fought. before the walls, renerally to 


the disadvantage of the assailants;and the Romans 






would have discontinued the siege, bad not Scipic 
AEmilianus used as much skill to save his forces after a 
defeat, as to inspire them with hopes of ultimate vic- 
tory, After seducing Phraueas, the master of the Car- 
thavinian horse, he went on successfully. and at length 
drove the inhabitants into the citadel, which was oblig- 

ed to surrender al discretion. Some baying taken re. 
fuge inthe teniple, sei it on Bre, and. the conflagration 
was extended by the merciless conquerors over the 

whole of this noble city, which was twenty-four miles 
in compass, and which the senate ordered to be level- 
led with the ground. All the cities which had assists 
ed, Carthage were devoted to the’ same fate, and the

"The conquest of Carthage w was followed by. ‘that of 


Corinth, one: ‘of the noblest cities of Greece, in the same 
year. Scipio, ‘who had destroyed Carthage, and“was 
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i _ Also, surnathed Africanus, ‘nok Ni umantia,the strongest, 
“city in Spain, and_ reduced the Whole of that country’ 
Into a province of Rome. Success had ‘now: intoxicated: 

ithe Romans to btich a degree, that. they. already con- 

* sidered the world as their own, and treated other na- 

tions not as equals, but as ‘vassals to their pleagute or 
agg grandisement. The Roman power and glory had 
now reached their acmé; and though their conquests 
might, be more numerous, and their dominions more 
exténsive, their extension was rather an increase of 
territory than of strength. ‘They daily degeneratec d 
from their ancient temperance and simplicity of life. 
The two Gracchi first perceived this strange corruption 
among the cre; at, and resolved to repress it, by renew- 
merthe Licuuan Law, which forbade any citizen to 
Possess nave than five hundred acres of land, and de- 
cereed that the overplus should become the property 
of the state an which they fost their lives. 
Though the Romans had nearly lest their liberties, 
they avaricigusty grasped at new domnuons. They 
subdued the Balearte islands; aise the country now 
called Savoy 5 the Scordisci, a people of “Phrace ; and 
Jugurtha, king of Numidia. Jugurtha-was grandson to 
the famous Massinissa, who had espoused the Case of 
Rome against Hannibal. He was educated with two 
young princes, who were left to inherit the kingdom, and 
being their supcrior in abilities, and greatly in favour 
with the people, be murdered Hiempsal, the eldest son, 
and made the same attempt on Adherbal, the younger, 
who escaped and fied to the Romans for succour. 
Jugurtha, sensible of the avarice and injustice of the 
senate, sent his.ambassadors to Rome with large.pre- 
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ney sori a of his. A ; ‘but the st se- 
nate, W wlio had been, bribed to silence, continued for 
awhile in. suspense, ‘However, at length, a consul wag, 
sent with ‘powerful army to execute Justice on the 
murderer’; but he alse suffered pumas, to be bribed, 
and made overtures of peace. 

The,people, now more enraged than before, procur- 
ed adecree, that Jugurtha should be summoned in per- 
son before them, in order to give an account of all those 
who had accepted bribes. Jugurtha immediately ubey- 
ed, and appeared before the people in a supplant man. 
ner, and ima drexs corresponding with his situation; but 
instead of discuvering those who were bribed, he only 
set about renewing the evil complained of, and, being 
sensible that every thing was venal at Rowe, took the 
éertain method of interesting them in. his. cause by the 
distribution of his riches. The people, therefore, soon 
ordered him to quit Rome, and sent Albinus; the consul, 
to traverse his designs. Albinus, however, was obliged 
to leave the direction of the armyito Aulns, his brother, 
who waa every way unequal tothe command, andwhty 
being led into great straits, was finally: compelled: to 
hazard : a battle upon disadvantageous terms; ‘and-was 
com letely defeated, 
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: ex : ea . tions: and influ- 
ence of the ‘ae ordi, ‘fe conquered Jugurtha, 
whom Ke carried to: Rime, loaded‘with chains. Ma- 
rins was born of poor "parents, and was a man of ex- 
traordinary stutore, incomparable strength, and wn- 
daunted bravery, He had entered early into the ser- 
vice of his country, and was remarkable for his exact 
observance of discipline. His detestation of the senate 
was soon conspicuous; and he boldly arraigued their 
corruptions even in the senate house. 

Soon after the lermitation of the Jaugurthine war, 
an incredible number of barbarians from the north 
poured ito the Roman erchaats and threatened Ita- 
by with slaughter aid devastation, Inthis emergency 
Marias, contrary to he constitntion of the state, which 
required an interval often years, was made asecond time 
consul, and seut against tis people. Ife defeated 
them in blvody battle, and took the king of the 
Teutones prisoner: and, ut length, he also gave the 
Cimbri a dreadful overthrow, tu which one hundred 
and forty thousand of these barbarians were slain, and 
sixty thousand made ca ptiv ec. 

By these victories Marius became very formidable 


to distant nations in war, and soon after grew mach 


more dangerous to his fellow citizens in peace. Me- 
tellus, who had been his first patron and promoter, had 
long: been. hateful to him, for his superior influence 
in, the setiate, and he, therefore, earnest) y. wished’ be have 


him banished ‘from. ‘Rome: To effect this, he sub6fned 


one Saturninws, who had ‘fraudulently pose Sued Hin 
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self” of tl the tributeship, to prefer a laWfor the paitition 

of such lands as had been recovered in the late war, 
and obliged the senators to take a ¢ solemn ‘oath for car- 
rving it into execution in case it was passed. By thie 
interest of Marius, the law was soon enacted : but Me- 
tellus, who considered it as a renewal of the ancient 
disturbances, which had been so fatal to the constitu- 
fon, endeavoured top versuade the senate to reject the 
measure with disdain. At first they seemed inclined to 
follow his advice ; but the influence of Marius heing 
superior, MetcHus was vbliged to go inte voluntary 
hanishinent, 

The ambition of the alhed states of Italy to obtaim 
tis iehts of ciuzenship. produced the civil war; whic 
having caged two vears with doubttul success, at length 
the seit) began to redect, that, whether conquerors 
or conjvercd, the Roman power would egaally be anni- 
hilated. ‘Phev, therefore, granted the freedom of the 
city to such ot the Hulun states as had not revolted, 
and then offered it to these that would soonest fay 
down their arms, By these means péace was restored. 

The senate now turned their arms avainst Mithri- 
dates, the most powerful monarch of the east, whose 
dominion extended at this time over Cappadocia, Bi- 
thynia, Thrace, Macedon, and all Greece, Sylla, 
who had been just chosen consi], was with zeneral 
gonsent appointed toconduct the Asiatic war. He lov- 
oft pleasure, bnit ae still more.

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“he was eager site clory, but Salles a hits 
waiting its regular approach, | He obtained the con- 
eulehip in opposition tothe influence and interest of 
Sylla,, endeavouring by force to procure an abroga tion 
of the laws’ in favour of the patricians: a a powerful body 
of Sylla’s friends opposed him, and defeated his purpose. 
~ He then began to make levies both of troops and mo- 
ney, and, having prevailed on the soldiers to espouse his 





cause, was joined by several of the senators, who hac 
hitherto wavered in their resolution. What, however 
was equal to anarmy in itsel!, tidings were brough 
that Marius, who had escaped from a thousand perils 
was with his son on the road to make common. caus 
with him. This general, at the age of seventy, afte 
numberless victories, and six consulates, had wandere 
for some time as an outcast from society, and in dan 
ger every hour of falling into the hands of Ins enemies 
“Thus encompassed with danger, he was obliged t 
‘conceal himself in the marshes of Minturne, whe 
he continued a whole night ina quagmire. At brea 
of day he left this dismal place, and made towarc 
the seaside, where he hoped to find asbip to facilita 
his eacape; tat being known’ and discovered by son 
of the ighabitants, He was conducted t to a: Reighbou 
ing town with z a, halter round his ‘neck, pili while st 
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au Pen ny “the governors of 
lace soon after sent a 4 Chmbrian slave to dispatch 
 bim ; but, when the harbarian entered the dungeon for 
hie purpose, he stopped short, being intimidated by 
the dread fil. rising and awful voice of the victign, who 
sternly démainded, if he had the presumption to kill 
Caius Marius? Unable to reply: the slave threw down 
his sword, and, rushing back from the prison, declared 
that he found it impossible to kill him. The rover- 
nor, considering the fear of the slave as an omen in fa- 
vour of the unhappy exile, gave him once more his free- 
dom, and provided him with a ship to convey him from 
Italy. He afterwards landed in Africa, near Carthage, 
and was ordered to retire by the praetor who governed, 
and to whom he had been formerly kind. He then 
embarked once mere, and not knowing where to land 
without encountering an eats » spent the w inter atsea,; 
and after being joined by lis son, who had with difficul- 
ty escaped from the inhospitable court of am: African 
prince, he accidentally heard of the activity of Cinna ia 
his favour, and accordingly made the best of bis way to 
join him, Cinna, being apprised of his approach, sent 
his lictors, with all other marks of distinction, to re- 
ceive: him. Marius, having collected a humerous 8 body 
of forces, posted himself upon a hill that orertooked 
Rome, where hé was ‘joined by Cinna; with an atthy'as 
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“unmerous: fis fis own, ‘anid’ belig idtetigated ‘with 
‘same spirit of revenge, they resolved to lay ‘siege to the 
native city. 

_ The senate and consuls, driven almost to despaj ry ha 
no bther resource than submission ; and sending amba: 
sadors to the two generals, assured them of their ac 
quiescence, and desired them to enter the cit ty peaceabl 
and spare their country. Marius, however, massacre 
all who had been obnoxious to him, without pity or re 
morse. Several senators of the first rank were butcn 
ered in the streets, their heads placed upon the rostrum 
and their bodies given to be devoured by does. Thr 
bloodhounds of this monster, breathing slaughter ans 
venveance, stabbed fathers of families in their owt 
houses , viulated the chastity of matrons ; and carric« 
away them chiddren by force. Many, who sought t 
propitiate the tyrants rage, were murdered in his pre. 
sence; many, Who had never offended him, were put to 
death; and, at last, even his own officers could not ap- 
proach hin without terror. Marius next abrogated all 
the laws which were made by his rivals, and (hen created 
himself consul with Cinna. After gratifying Lis two 
favourite passions, vengeance and ambition, and hav- 
ing deluyed his country with blood, he died the month 
after, aged upwards of seventy years. Happy had it

‘Syila was victorious. ‘The forces on the side of Mar 
us-were More numerous ; but those of ay were bett: 
waited : and disciplined. 

* Alarge army of the Samnites, shih | was heade 
* several Roman Generals, and by "Pelesinus, a Sar 
nite, avoided the troops of Sylla, as wellasthose of Pur 
pey, and marclring with great expedition to Rome, 
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tac kde tthe Romane fought with that 
deco mbich the conscibidees of defending every . 
thing dear iiispic ires, they became dishenrtelved by the 
Toss of their general, and seemed preparing for fight, 
W hen t hetroops of Sy la arrived, to their asisstance. 
A general and dreadful conflict ensued between the Sa wp- 
niie and Rowan: army. The battle continued till the 
morning + when Sylla : found himself conipletely vic- 
torivas, and visited the field of action, on which more 
than fifty thousand of the vanquished and the -virtots 
lay promiscnously. Marius was found among the skein 
Silla, who bad now become the un-lisputed inaster of 
his country, entered Rome at the head of his army. 
Happy woudit have been for his country had he ceased 
to live when he ceased to conquer. Eiht thousand 
men, who had escaped the general carnage, having 
gubmitted to the conqueror of Rome, he caueed them 
to be shut up ina large house in the Field of Mars, and 
pnt to death. The day after, he proscribed forty sena- 
tors ‘and sixteen hundre is eine and two dave after 
that, forty senators more, with an infinite ninnber of 
the richest citizens of Rome, He declared the c bildren 
and the grand-children of the upposite party infamous, 
andglivested them of the rights of freemen; and ordaiped, 
bya public edict, that those who saved or harboured 
any of the proscribed, should suffer in their place. He 


set a, price: upon the heads of sach as were: thus to 
be deatepyed, and promised two talents for every mur- 


der. ‘Slayes, excited: by such offers, massacred their 
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tame: cond ently téidemand “the 
Hig own enemits were not tiéduly eufilirers: SyHe 
permited his ‘very edidiers: t revenge their private 
injartes. Riches now “bécginite dangeptids tothe posses- 
sor, and evbtt ihe’ reputation of fortune was equivalent 
to” guilt. “Phe brother of Marius felt the most refined 
cruelty of the tyrant, who first cansed hiv eyes tobe 
plucked out deliberately ; then bis hands artd legs to 
be cut off at several times, to proloig his torments; 
and in this agonizing situation, teft .bim to expire! 
Humanity sickens at«the relation of such horrors, 
These barbarities, however, were net confined to Rome: 
the proscription was extended to the inhabitants of 
many of the cities of Italy; and even whole towns and 
districts were ordered to be laid waste. Sylla gave 
these to his soldiers, who, still wanting more, excited 
him to new acts of cruelty. He, however, permitted 
Julius Cesar, who had married the daughter of Cinna, 
| to live; thongh he was beard to say, .that there were 
Many Mariuses in him. After executing these bornd 
and § sanguinary nfeasures, he invested himself with the 
dictatorship, Which gave an air of justice to every 
oppression. Thus the government of Rome, having 
passed throwigh all the forms of monarchy, aristocracy, 
and democracy, began to settle into despotism. 
Sylla added three hundred of the knights to the se- 
nate, and ten thousand of the slaves to the body of the 
people. To'the : surprise of every one, this despot not 
‘nly quitted a power which he had usurped at so much 
risk and danger, "but offered to take his trial before the 
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sco, whonh ‘WE Mia 
‘After divesting hi hidseett, Ta (Keir psa of his office? 
“be dismissed ihe livtors ma guarded him,‘and conti. 
nived to walk for some time in the fornm, dnattended 
and alone. When evening approached, he retited to- 
wards home, and was followed all the way by the peo- 
ple in a kind of silent astonish.aent mixed with awe. 
“Of all that great multitude, which he had so often in- 
sulted and terrified, fone were found hardy enough to 
reptoach Or acchse him, ¢kcept ohne young man, who 
pursued him with invectives to his own door. Sylla 
disdained to reply to so mean an adversary, but turning 
té those that followed, he observed," That the insolence: 
of this fellow would, for the future, prevent aly man 
from Jaying dawn an office of such supreme authority.” 
Is in dificult to explain by what motives Sylla was 
inducer to abdicate the dictatorslip 5 whether lis va- 
nity, ora deep laid scheme of policy, was the cause 
of it ; whether he was satiated with the usual adulation 
which he received { rom the terror of his power, and 
was now desirous of procuring some_for his patriot- 
ism ; or whether he dreaded assassination, and wab. 
willing to disarm vengeance by retiring from the 
splendours of an envied situation. It is not im proba- 
ble, however, that he expected that the people wotld 
voluntarily. confer on him, asa gift, the power which 
he made a show of relinquishing. He made his own 
epitaph, whieh implied, ‘That no man had ever ex- 
ceeded | him in doing good to his friends, or injury to 
his eaemies.”” - an 

- On the death of Sylla, the old dissensions, +“ . 
* pod beer. amotHered for some time, burst out into 
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by’ the two sical Cats i a Tepid. The 
fatter wished” to rescind the ‘acts of Syila, and, recall 
the exiled Marius ; : whilst the former vigorously 
opposed, ‘and effectually: counteracted the designs 
of his colleague. Lepidus escaped ‘Wito Sardinia, 
whee he fell a prey to grief for"his disappointed 
hopes. a 

However, the party of Lepidus did not expire with 
him ; for a more dangerous enemy still remained in 
Spain. This was Sertorius, a veteran soldier, whe had 
teen bred undér-Marius. He was temperate, mercifol, 
aud brave; and in military skill he seemed to excel 
every other general of bis time. On the extinction of 
the Manian party, he tell into the hands of Sylla, who 
dismissed him with life upon account of his kuown 
moderation ; but whe soun after, capriciously repenting 
his clemency, proscribed, and drove bim to the neces- 
sity of seeking safcty ina distant pros ince. At length, 
after several attempts on Africa, and the coasts of the 
Mediterranean, he fuund refuge in Spain, whither all 
who fled from the cruelty of Sylla resorted to him, arta of 
these he farmed a senate which gave laws to the whole 
province. Fér eight years he continued to sustaiga war 
aguinst the whole power of the Roman state ; and he ae 
often defeated Metellus, an old and experienced: came: 
mander, that tli séttate found it necessary to send 
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“Bow ever, Sertorius maintained bis ground against 
them both, and after many engagements, in which he. 
was often victorious, began to meditate the invasion 
of Italy. But all his schemes were bafiied by the trea®. 
chery of one of his lieutenants, named Perpenna, who 
had some time before joined him with the. shattered 
remains of Lepidus’s army. A jeatousy being raised 
between thein, Perpenna invited him to a sumptuous 
entertainment, and after having mtoxicated all his 
attendants, fell upon‘ Sertortus, and  treacherously 
murdered him. This barbarity only served fo rnin his 
party, which had been ,eutircly supported by the re- 
putation of the general; for Perpenna being soon after 
overthrown by Pompey, was taken prisoner, and all 
the revolted provinces readily submitted. Perpenna, 
in hopes of raving bis life, having offered to make 
some importent discuveries, and to pug into his hands 
all sag peers of Sertorius, in Ww " ty ai ge tie

Pompey was now the most popular man; a: Rom 
te his passege across the Alps homeward, he, fell ii

minated:-the civil wi ward hich had been exgited by the 
ambition ef Mar us.and: Sylla, and: in which it is im- 
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possible to adyocate the cusesl either party, since 
both were equ ally cruel, base, and self-interested. 
Though the turbulence of faction was how appa 
fenty composed, the spirit of ambition still excited 
the staie’s and the example of Sylla shewed the pro. 
bability of obtaining sovereign power, Pompey and 
Crassus, at ‘thiseperiod, engrossed the principal fix 
vour both of the senate and the people. They were 
both conquerors; but Pompey was without an equal 
in military repute. Crassus, sensible of his infertoyity 
m this respect, amassed wealth, which he devoted to 
the purposes of ambition, Jealousies svou arose, each 
secretly wishing to undermine the other, not for 
the purpose of treeing his country, but of establish. 
ing lis own power. Jn order to obtain the favour of 
the people. Crassus entertained the populace at a thou- 
sand different tables ; distributed corn to the families 
of the pour; and fed the greatest part of the citizens 
nearly three months: whilst Pompey laboured to ab. 
-rogate the laws made by Sylla against the people’s 
authority, and gave back to the tribunes of the people 
all their former privileges. 
Manlius, one of the tribunes, preferred a law which 
was passed, ‘that all the armies of the empire, the go- 
vernment of Asia, aud the management of the wai 
with Mithridates, king of Rontus, and Tigranes, king 
of Armenia, should be committed to. Pompey alon 
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with almost rovéreign power pee éy departed i ime 
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one of the most. iniportant wars which 
been undertaken by the Romans. 
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However, before trying ‘the force of his arms,‘ 
‘thought proper to propose terms of accommodation 
Mithridates, who having a little regpired from t 
great and numerous losses which he had suffere 
determined to continue the war. ‘This monarch ¢ 
signed to pursue the Romans into Armenia, wheré | 
expected to cut off their supplies ; but being disappoin 
ed in this, he was obliged to fly, after first killiz 
all such as were unable to accompany him in his r 
treat. However, Pompey overtouk lim before he cou 
have time to pass the river Euphrates; and an ei 
gagement ensued, in which the Asiatic soldiers we 
unable to withstand the force of the Roman infantri 
Mithridates did all that lay in bis power to lead ther 
on to the charge, and to dissipate them terrors ; but the 
could. not be brought to endure the shock of the ha) 

‘dy veterans of Pompev. Being thus again overthrowr 
with the loss of almost all his forces, and finding him 
‘self heninad | in on every side by the Romans, he mad 
a desperate effort, at the head of eight hundred horse 
to break through: them ; and having thus effected hi 
‘escape, he fled 4o Colchis, a state which had formiert: 
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ackwtwiedyed his power. Balog porated’ 
Pompey, he took another dreary jourtiéy, crossed th 
“Araxes, marehed from dangerto danyer, and assemblit 

all the barbarians whom he met in his way, induced tl 

Scythian princes to declare avainst Rome. Stedfast 
his enmity#he continaed his opposition, and even ia t 
heart of Asia projected'the invasion of the Roman et 
pire, hy marching into Europe, and crossing the Aly 
as Haunibal had done before him. But his Asia 
soldiers were ill disposed to second the views of th 
leader: aud his intentions being known, a meeting ¢ 
sued, which was promoted by his own sen Pharnac 
Thus obliged to take refage in his palace, he was 
formed by the barbaruus wretch Pharnaees, that de 
was all that wow remained forhim. Mithridates, the 
fore, swallowed poison, which fatling in its effect, 
was killed by a Gaulish soldier. Thus died this prit 
‘who for twenty-five years opposed Tae: and w 
though often betrayed, continually found resour: 
and was formidable to the very last. 

_ Pompey soon after compelled Tigranes to sur. 
der, He now rushed like a torrent,and carrying all 
fore him, marc hed over the vast mountains af Tau 
setting up and depusiug kings at hfs pleasure, 
compelled Darius, king of Media, and Antiochus, 
of Syria, to’ submit. to his” power ; and he abl} 
Phraates»king of Parthia, io retire, ‘and send to entr 
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hesieged Aristobulus, who. had | sourpek ‘the priest- 
., hood, in the temple at Jerusak: m, which held. ont for 
three months, but was. at ae taken, He entered into 
the Holy of Holies, and, gazed for some time wpon 
those things which it was unlawfal for any except the 
priests themselves to behold; but he shewed so much 
veneration for the place, that he forbore touching any 
of the vast treasures there deposited. 7 : 

On his return he was honoured with a triumph, the 
most splendid that had ever entered the gates of Rome. 
Ju it were exposed the names of fifteen conquered 
kingdoms, eivht hundred cities,taken, and a thousand 
castles brought to acknowledge the empire of Rome. 
All these victories, however, served rather to heivhten 
the pride than encrease the stability of the Roman 
_ | 

, While Pompey was pursuing his conquests abroad, 
Rome was at tle verge of ruin, from a conspiracy, 
projected and carried on by Sergius Cataline, a patri- 
cian by birth, who resolved to buihl his own: power on 
the downfall of his country. Possessed, of courage 
equal to: "the most desperate attempts, hé could ‘elo- 
quently give a colour to his ambition. Ruined in his 
fortunes, profligate * in his manners, and vigilant i iM. 
‘pursuing-his aims, he yas insatiable after wealth, that 
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a once and that ‘Catalin at the oe of ‘an 1 army 
collected iw” Etruria, should in the ‘general confusion 
possess himeelf ofthe city, and massacre all, the sena- 
tors. However, by the vigilance of Cicero, who was 
consul: at that time, a detail of all-the deliberations of. 
the conspirators being obtained, proper precautions 
were used avaiust their designs, and-the-senate was 
informed of the danger which threatened Rome. Cata- 
line, finding all discovered, left the city by night, with 
a small retinue, and hastened towards Etruria, where 
Manlius, one of the conspirators, was raising an army 
for his support. In the mean time, Léntulus, Cassius, 
and several others. in the city, were put to death by’ 
command of the senate. 

‘Cataline, being informed that his confederates’ si 
Rome | had Deen condemned and strangled, attem ) 
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to make bie escape over the Apennines into Gaul; but 


was, hemmed tn’on every side by.an army under Metel- 
lus, superior: to his own. An engagement then ensued, 


in which Cataline ahd’ his whole ; army fought d deg 5

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head which they stood when ‘tilive, The common- 
wend «ig thas freed froth, danper; ‘public thanks 
were'tlegreed Cicero by the senate, aud, atitlie instauce 
of Catd; he was styled'the Father of his'country..; 
** "Pompey, who: had now retuttied’ from-conqnering 
ihe East, and had obtained the surname of Great; was 
unqtestionably the man of most influence it, the state; 
but he seémed to be more desirous of being the lead. 
er than the ruler of his country, of being applauded 
than obey ed. Crassus, the richest man in Rome, was, 
next to Pompey, possessed of the greatest authority, 
and his party in the senate was even stronger thapr 
that of his rival. They had long been disunited by 
an opposition of interests and of characters. Julius. 
Cesar, who had lately returned from Spain, :eon- 
ceived he might convert the two rivals to his’ ade 
vantage, Being a descendant of popular ancestors, hé. 
‘warmly espoused the side of the people, whose favour- 
ite he consequently became. His services in Spain. 
had deserved a triumph, and his ambition &spired to: 
the ‘consulship. | He resolved to attach to him the two: 
fabst powerful men in the state, by effecting their red 
‘donciliation. ‘He soon obtained the confidence and pio. 
“tection of Pompey; and finding neither of them: averse 
‘to aii ation of interests, he brought them tovethe) , atid. 
persuaded them to forget past aniinosities. 'T tis AVES 
immed a combination, by which they agreed that no- 
‘thing: “ghould’be done in the commonwealth bat shat 
received their mutual concurrence and approbation. 
This was called the Hirst Triumvirate. ns 
At this period the commonwealth was composed of, 
three different bodiés; each actuated by separate inters. 
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“wet The triumvirate ‘aimed: at: govereiy yn, authority, 
ks i wiehed, ‘by depressing the senate and eajolingthe 
‘people, toextend their influence. The senate, equally 
| ‘apprehensive of the three persons who controlledthem, 
and of the pedple. who opposed them, formed. a‘middle 
Interest between both; aad being intent on revestablish- 
ing the aristocracy which had been set: up by SyHa, 
iheirstrugeles were dignified with the name offreedom. 
On the other hand, the people were anxious for liberty, 
in the most extensive sense; and, with a fatal blind- 
ness, being only apprehensive of the invasion of it from 
the side of the senate, gave all their influence‘to the 
triumvirate, whose promises were as maguificent ‘as 
they were specious. ) 

The senate gave Cesar for a iatbengnes in the cqttéul 
ship one Brbulus, who they supposed would bea check 
upoi Gis power: but who, finding his opposition too 
feeble, ater « she@ht attempt in favour of. the senate, 
continued inactive the remainder of the year. Cuesar 
endeavoured fo ingratiafe limself with the people, 
by proposing a law for dividing certain lands in Cam- 
pania among those poor citizens who had at least three 
children. ‘To attach Pompey still more closely to him, 
he gave him his daughter Julia in marriage, gwho was’ 
endowed with every ac complishment that could tend 
to cement their contederacy. 

The triumvirate now divided the foreign provinces 
of the empire among them: Pompey chose Spain for 
his part; Crassus, Syria; and to Cesar wetp deft the 
provieces of Gaul, » Each then ‘prepared fom his re- 
spective destination ; ‘but before Ceesar set out, hé.wish- 
ed to remoye Cicero, wlto’ continued @ watchful guar- 
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dian over the'few remaining libertievof Rome. This 
great | orator and statesman, as well as philosopher, 
Abad, by his abilities, raised himself from a: very humble 
“orig in to the foremost rank ofthe state. Casar induce: 
a patrici at of dissolute manners and great popularity, 
to impeach ‘icero on the pretence of illegal measure: 
pursned in the suppression °f Cataline’s conspiracy. 
Accordingly, Cicero was banished four hundred mile: 
from Ital y, and his estates were confiscated. ° 
It is needless to enumerate the battles which Casa; 
fouglit, or the states which he subdued, in his expedi- 
tions into Gaul during’a period of eight years. Suffic: 
it, therefore, to observe, that the Helvetians were the 
first brought mto subjection, with the loss of nearly 
two hundred thousand men; while Cvesar sent those 
who remained after (he carnage, totheir forests, whence 
they had issucd. He next cut off the Germans to th: 
number of eighty thousand ; their monarch Ariovistus 
narrowly escaping in a little buat across the Rhine. 
He then defeated the Belzw with so great a slaughter 
that marshes and rivers were rendered passable on th: 
heaps of carnage. The Nervians, who were the mo: 
warlike of those barbarous nations, made head. for + 
short time, and fellupon the Romans with such fury. 
that their army was in danger of being utterly routed; 
out . Cesar, hastily catching up a buckler, rushe 
through his traops into the midst of the enemy, and *’ 
effectually changed the axpect of affairs, that the ‘bo 
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barians were all cut of to’a mah. He next subdued 
the Celtic Gauls, who were-powerful at sea ; and after 
them, the ‘Swedes, the Menapii, and others. Having 
thus brought under subjection all the nations from the 
Mediterranean to the British sea, he crossed over into 
Britain, on pretence that the natives had furnished bis 
enemies with supplies. ‘Thus, in less thantnine years, 
he conquered, together with Britain, all the country 
extendiug from the Mediterranean to the German sea. 

After the mist vigorous, though impolitic support, 
Pompey began to be roused from his lethargy, by the 
rising reputation of Cresar, the fame of whose valour 
aud riches secretly gave him pain. The death of Julia, 
and soon after of Crassns, tended to hasten the rup- 
ture between him and Cesar. But though Pompey 
wished to lessen the authority of Casar, he found, up- 
on examination of his strength, that his efforts were 
now too late, and that his rival was loved almost to 
adoration hy his army. 

Cesar, indeed, seemed to acquire immense riches, 
only to bestow them on the bravest and most deserviny 
of his soldiers ; he paid the debts of many of his officers, 
and held out every motive to wean their love from the 
public, and to place it on their commander. His ai- 
tentions were not fixed upon the military alone, but 
extended to his partizans in the cicy: he pillaged the 
wealth of his provinces to diffuse it among the citizen: 
of Rome; and thus even rapine assumed an air-of mu- 
nificence. Pompey was not unapprised of this, and 
longed to ‘resume that influence which others had-insi- 
diously wrested from him.’ Am opportunity soon offer- 
ed for obtaining bis desire; for as ‘all‘elections had, 
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: daring maby vedi, been effected ey biibery and | sbi 
tion, the people became weary of a ‘mockery of autho? 
rity, and no magistrates had been elected for the space 
of eight months. This state of anarchy was heightened 
by the death of Clodius, who was killed by Mile, as he 
was returning to town from the country, and whose 
body being exposed publicly to view, a tumult was 
excited im. the city. The multitude ran furiously to 
Milo’s house, to set it on fire; but, being repulsed, 
they drew the dead body to the senate-house, and mak- 
ing a funeral pile with the seats of the magistrates, 
consumed both the body and that stately edifice. 
They now committed the greatest outrages which un- 
licensed fury could suggest ; and every street,was filled 
with siurders and quarrels. In this universal tumult 
and distraction, many were inclined to invest Pompey 
with the office of dictator; but Cato, whe was unwil- 
ling to endanger the state, by entrusting the greatest 
power to the most unbounded ambition, prevailed, 
that instead of being created dictator, he should ouly 
be made sole consul. A body of troops were now al- 
lotted to Pompey; a thousand talents were granted to 
maintain them; and the government of Spain ‘was con- 
tinued to hira for four years longer; while Milo was 
condemned to banishiwent, even though defended by 
Cicero. Pompey then took for his colleague Metellus, 
whose daughter Cornelia, a woman of great beauty y 
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‘had lately married, and by this new,aHiance he flati 
ed. hme that he was once more a match big 


rival. 
Cesar, who was not insensible of the jealousie: 


Pompey, and who wished to bring matters to an 
planation, took occasion, from the many hone 
which the latter bad just received. to solicit for 
consulship in his turn, together with a prolengal, 
of his command in Gaul, Though Pompey seeme: 
be quite inactive, he privately employed two of 
trusty dependants to allege in his senate, that the] 
did not permita person who was absent to offer bia 
a candidate for the consulship. Pompey wished t 
lare Cesar from his government; but the latter, 
was convinced, that while be headed such an arm 
was now devated to his mterest, he could at any 
give laws as well as magistrates to the state, why 
suited his convenience to appear, perceived this art: 
and chose to remain in his province. 

The seuate, froma wish to serve Pompey, who 
for some time attempted to defend them from thi 
croachments of the people, recalled the two leg 
which were in Cesar’s army belonging to his rival 
der pretence of opposing the Parthians; but, in re 
to diminish Cesar’s power. Though Ceasar e 
perceived their motive, as his plans were not yet 
for execution, he complied with the orders of th 
nate, having: previous! y attached to him the office: 
benefits, ard the soldiers bya ‘bounty. 
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‘Every, person ¢ saw the danger attending .Casag’s be 
ing” continued i in the command of an army which wat 
entirely devoted to his interests. The sériate, therefore, 
as his appointment was very near expiring, recalled 
him from his government. Curio, a tribune of the peo. 
ple, whom Cwsar had bribed to his interests, pretended 
highly to approve of the resolution of the senate ; but 
intimated, that the best method for public security 
was, to orde both Pompey and Cesar to lay down 
their commands, and declare him an enemy to his 
country that should disobey. Curio made the propo- 
sal with a certainty of its being rejected by Pompey 
vwhow he knew to be too fond of command, and too 
confident of his Saperiority over Caesar, to begin the 
submission. bn fact, he judged very justly; for Pompey 
was rendered arrogait, as well by his good fortune 
and present honours, as by the false accounts which 
his fatterers had reported concerning the fancied dis« 
affection of Cesar’s soldiers to their general, 

Cesar, who was instructed by bis partisans in all that 
passed at Rome, was willing to give his actions the 
appearance of justice; and wrote to the senate several 
times, desiring that be might be continued in his go- 
vernment of Gaul, as Pompey had been in that of 
Spaid ; or else that they should dispense with his ab- 
sence, and permit bia to stand for the consulship. He 
also agreed to lay down hig employment when Pompey 
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shotild ‘@o the s same eibat ‘the’ i senateyAvho w 2 ei e oe 
to his tival, blindly confided” in ‘their own’ fom 
relied on the conduct and inflaence f thell 
‘Caesar, Ww ho was averse from coming to an 1 open rup- 
tire, at last solicited only the government of Iilysia, 

with two more legions; but this wasalso. refused hia: 






The senate, who were seized with a fatal obstinacy, 
determined. to sacrifice his power in order to ‘ingrease 
that of Pompey, und thus attempted to repress Coesar’s 

Injustice by still greater of their own, Finding all his 
dttempts at an accommodation fruitless, and con- 
scious of the devotion of his troops, Cresar began to 
draw towards the confines of Etaly, and, passing the 
Alps with his third legion, arrived at the city of 
Jiavenna. Prom this place he once more wrote a letter 
to the consuls, declaring that he was ready to resign all 
command, if Pompey would show equal submission: 
but, he added, that if all power was to be given to one, 
he would endeavour to prevent so unjnst a distribu- 
tion; and that, if they persisted. he would shortly arrive 
in Rome, to punish their partiality and the wrongs of 
his country. By these menaces he exasperated the 
whole body ofthe senate againsthim. Marcellus, the 
consul, gave: way ‘to his rage, and Lentulus, his col- 
league, who was already of a rvined fortune, and there- 
fore indiqerent about’events, openly declared that alter

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‘ Sbon ‘after; the ‘gendte decreed tht "Cesar should 
els ign his government, and disband his forces within a 
mt ted time, under the penalty of being declared an 
egemy to the commonwealth, They next invested 
thé consuls, Pompey and Marcellus, avith absolute 





authority. Curio, andthe two tribunes, Mark Antony: 
and Longinus, with other partisans of Cesar,ap prehen- 
sive of personal danger, disguised themselves as slaves, 
and fled to tre camp of their patron, deploring the in- 
justice and tyranny of the senate, and pleading their 
merits in his cause. Cesar produced them to his army 
in the habits which they had thus assumed, and burst 
uitu severe invectives against the senate, alleging their 
cruelty to lis friends, and their flagrant ingratitude to 
him for all jus past services. The soldiers unaninious- 
ly cried, that tes would follow him wherever be 
should Jead, and were ready to revenge lis mjuries, 
or die in the attempt. Every man now prepared for a 
new service of danger, and, torgetting the toils of ten 
former campaigns, retired to lis tent tc meditate on 
future conquest. 

Cesar marched his army to the Rubicon, a little ri- 
ver which separates Italy from Gaul, which terminated 
the Umits of édhis command, and to pass which with an 
a my, a Jegion, or even a single cuhort, had long before 
been declared parricitle by a decree of the senate.. Stop- 
ping, therefore, on the banks of the Rubicon, he view- 
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mppaithe stream,:and exclaimed, “If Iipass this rive 
“what miseries shail I bring upon my country! “and 
Ido uot; I am undone.” He then plunged in, sayin 
that the die was cast, and was followed by his soldie 
with equal promptitude, who quickly arriving at Ar 
minum, made themselves masters of the place w ithou 


resistance, © 
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~The news of this unexpected enterprise excited tha 


‘utmost bees in Rome; ; and at the same instant migh| 
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be seen the citizens flying into the country fur safety 
and the inhabitants of the country seeking shelter iz 
the city. In this universal confusion, Pompey fel 
all that remorse which must necessarily arise from thi 
remembrance of having advanced his rival te his pre 
sent pitch of power. Several of bis former friends wer 
ready to accuse iin of supipeness, and sarcastically tc 
reproach his ill-grounded confidence; and Cato re 
minded him of the wany warnines which he had e giver 
him, and te which he had paid no attention. 
- Wearied with these reproaches, which were oflered 
under colour of advice, Pompey endeavoured to en. 
courage and confirm bis folluwers. He confessed, 
andeed, that be had been deceived in Ceesar’s aims; but 
if his friends were still inspired with the love of free4 
dom; they mivht yet enjoy it. He consoled them by 
holding out the most flattering prospects: that his two 


lieutenants were at the head of a considerable army in, 
fe 
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Spain, composed, of ,wetpran trogps, who-had made.a 
conquest of the East; and. that, besides these, there 
‘were infinite resources both in Asia and‘ Africa, toge- 
ther--with the succours which they might reasonably ex. 
pect to receive frog all the kingdoms in alliance with 
Rome. . This representation, in some measure, revived 
the hopes of the confederacy. Not being in a capacity to 
resist Caesar at Rome, he resolved to lead his forces to 
Capua, and join his two legions which were there sta~ 
tioned ; andthe greatest part of the senate, his private 
fiends and dependents, together with all those who 
espoused his cause, agreed te follow him. But no 
words can paint the misery of the scene when he quit- 
ted Rome: ancient senators, respectable magisirates, 
and many ofthe dower uf the young nobility, thus ob- 
liged to leave their native city defenceless to the invad- 
cr, raised an universal concern in all ranks of people, 
who followed them part of the way with tears and la- 
mentations. 

Cesar being unable fo bring Pompey to an accom. 
modation, resolved to pursue bim tuto Capua, and 
marched on to take possession of the cities that lay be- 
tween hum and his rival, without regarding Rome, 
‘which he knew would fall of course to the conqueror. 
Corsinium was the first city which attempted tu stop 
the rapidity of lis progress, and which was defended 
by Domitius, whom the senate had appointed to suc- 
ceed him in Gaul, and was garrisoned by twenty co- 
horts:' Domitius, however, being disappointed in bis 
hopes of relief, was at last obliged to endeavour to 
escape privately; bui the gairison, being informed of 
his intention, reselved to consult, their own safety, -by

| _ odhsutl,! who was ‘tone of the aes 
: implore forgiveness for himself and the ona of his con- 

“faderates; aud rethinded Caesar of their ancient friend- 
ship. ‘Cesar, without ‘waiting the conclusion of his 
speech, replied, that he entered Italy not to injure but 
to restore the liberties of Rome aud its citizens. This 
reply being’*made known in thecity, officers of the gar- 
rison came out to claim the protection of the edh- 
queror, who wave them their liberty, and allowed them 
ta depart. whither they would. However, while he 
dismissed the leaders, he, upon this, as upon all 
other occasions, attached the common soldiers to his 
interest, being sensible that he might stand in need of 
an army. 

Pompey being informed of what passed upon this 
occasion, immediately retreated to Brandusium, where 
he resolved to stand a siege, io order to delay the ene- 
my til} ibe forees of the empire contd be called. Cesar, 
as was eapected, socom arrived before the place, and 
after offering im vain to reconcile thei differences by 
negotiation, turned all his thoughts to carry on the 
war, which Pompey, on his side, resclved tu prosecute 
with equal vigour. 

Having succeeded in detaining Ceasar some time 
before Brundusium, Pompey. privctely embarked the 
| garrison of the town, and transported them to Dyrrha- 
a hin , where. tne new-made consul was levying men 
for the service of the empire. Ceasar, finding that he 
“eould not follow hia for want of shipping, returned to 
Rome, and took: Spossession' of the. public treasury, 
which he pillaged of three thorsand pounds weightof 
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gold, besides an imsnense quantity'of silver. He. then 
ded his army a long, and fatiguing march across the 
‘Alps, and through the. extensive provinces of Gaul, to 
tp et in Spain those veteran legions which had long 
been constantly victorious. After defeating the best 
: troops of the empire, and obliging them to yield at 
discretion, he became master ofall Spain, and returned 
again victorious to Rome. The citizens received him 
with fresh demonstrations of joy, and created him dic- 
tator and consul ; but he laid down the former office, 
after holding it. only eleven days. 

In the mean time, Pompey was actively — 
in inaking preparations in Epirus and Greece; and all 
the monarchs of the East had declared in his favour, 
and sent him very large supplies. [le was master of 
nine effective Italian legions, and possessed a fleet of 
five hundred large ships, under the conduct of Bibulus, 
an experienced commander. He had already attached 
and defeated Antony and Dolobella, who commanded 
for Cesar in that part of the empire, and he was daily 
joined by crowds of the most distinguished nobles and 
citizens who arrived from Rome. At one time he had 
in his camp above two hundred senators, among whom 
were Cicero and Cato, whose approbation of his cause 
was equivalent to an army. All these advautages, 
both of strength and counsel, induced many to wish 
well to his cause, and raised an opposition which 
threatened Ca:sar with destruction, notwithstanding 
the progress he had made, 

After making the necessary preparations, with a 
courage that might seém to be rashness, Cesar resolv. 
ed to face his rival ia the East, and embarked his forces 
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ati Bea bdusium. The two armies: cane it H sight ofeach 

ather near Dyrrhachium, on the opposite banks. of thé 
riser Apsus ; yet neither of the. commanders was wil- 
ling’ ‘to hazard a battle. Pompey not being able to rely 
upon his new levies, and Cesar not wishing to ven-— 
ture an engagement till he was joined by the rest of 
his forces, who were still in Italy, and whose arrivak 
he awaited with great impatience. 

Pompey led his troops to Asparagus, near Dyrrha-— 
chium, and etcamped ona tongue of land that jutted 
into the sea, where also was a small but safe bay for 
ships. Cesar finding him intrenched in so advantage. 
ous 2 post, drew circumvallations ;behind him, and 
hoped by a blockade to force his oppouent to a hattle, 
which he ardently desired, and which the other as. 
studiously declined, Atlength, an engagement took 
place, and Cwsar’s army being entangled in some old 
intrenchments, fell into disurder, and great nuinbers 
of them perished. Pompey pursued his success to 
the very camp of Cesar, but fearmg an ambuscade, 
withdrew his troops, and thus lost ‘lis advantage. 
However, the resolution of @wsar did not forsake 
him, nor his hopes fail. He found that hitherto his 
attempts to force Pompey to engage on equal terms 
were ineffectual; and he therefore resolved to appear 
as if willing to protract the war in his turn. Having 
called his army together, he addressed them with. his 
usual composure and intrepidity, and after encouraging 
his legions, and Megrading some of the subaltern offi- 
cers, who bad been remiss in their duty, he prepared 
to decainp; atid make his retreat Ao Apollonia, where | 
he‘designed to refresh and rechaik his troops. Having, . 
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therefore, sént his baggage forward; ‘he followed at 
the’ “Head of his soldiers, and, though pureuéd” ‘by 
Pompey, yet having the advantage in point of time, 
he effected his intention. Cesar, being informed. that 
Domitius, one of his lieutenants who was stationed i in 
Macedonia, was in danger of being cut off by the 
superior force of the enemy, marched hence to his 
assistance, and was joined by Domitius on the fron- 
tiers of Thessaly. | 

The officers of Pompey, being greatly elated with 
their recent victory, continually solicited their generai 
to bring them to a decisive battle, and even presumed 
to question bis motives for procrastination. Pompey, 
thus incessantly teazed with importunities to engage, 
renounced his own better judgment, and advancing 
into Thessaly, encamped on the plains of Pharsalia. 
Thither also Cwsar marched; aud the approach of 
these two great armies, together with the empire for 
which they contended, filled the minds ofall with anxi- | 
ety. The army of Pompey, however, which was much 
more numerous than that of his antagonist, seemed 
confident of victory. | 

When the two armies were drawn out for battle, 
they continued to gaze upon each other for some time 
with mutualtterror and dreadful serenity, At length 
the trumpets sounded, and the engagement commenc- 
ed with great impetuvsity. de infantry maintained 
the contest with equal, suc , but. the. cavalry y of 
Pompey, which was more ae eae and on which he 
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tested all his hopes, were. totally, routed, awd. fled 
great disorder to the neighbouring mountains. Cres

Twenty-fuur tho 
sand men surrendered themselves prisoners of wi 
and the greatest part of them entered into Ceesa_ 
army. Being determined to follow Pompey, he beg: 
his march, and arrived the same day at Larissa. 
Pompey fled with precipitation, and, embarking 

board a vessel, steered to Lesbos, to take in his w 
Cornelia, whom he had left there, ala distance from t 
theatre of war. He tien resolved to apply to Ptolen 
king of Egypt, to whose father he had been a con 
derable benefactor ; and, sailing to the Egyptian coa. 
sent to implore protection and safety. But the min 
ters of Ptolemy, dreading the power of Cesar, basi 
determined to court his favour by the murder of | 
rival.

Cesar pursued Pompey to Alexandria, where one 
of the murderers presented the head and ring of his 
rival, in order to propitiate the conqueror. Cwsar, 
however, turned from it with disgust. Te shortly af 
ter caused a magnificent tomb to be erected to his. me- 
mory on the spot where he was nunrdered. 

At this time, the sovereignty of Egypt was in dis. 
pute between Ptolemy and his sister Cleopatra, who 
though joint heir by the will of her father, was ambi 
tious of undivided authority.

_, Cesar, having disposed of the government of th 
Asiatic provinces, embarked for Italy, where he arrive 
sooner than his enemies could expect, but not befor: 
his affairs there absolutely required his presence. Dar 
ing his absence, he had been created cousul for five 
years, dictator for one year, and tribune of the people 
for life, But Mare Antony, who had acted as his de- 
puty at Rome. had filled the city with riot and deteu, 
chery ; and several commotions ensued, which only the 
opportune arrival of Cwsar could have appeased. 
Having restored order, and confirmed his authority at 
home, he hastened to land in Africa, where Pompey’s 
party had rallied under Scipio and Cato, assisted by 
Juba, king of Mautitania. Cisar’s good fortune still 
seemed to attend him, and the enemy received a coms 
plete aad final overthrow, with little or no loss on his 
side,. Juba and Petrius killed each other in despair ; 
and Scipio was slain in: attempting to escape into Spain.

But having neglected to rise 
from his seat one day, when the Senate ordered

. Brutos always plumed himself on being cea 
from that Brutus who first gave liberty to: Rome. 
The passion for freedom seemed to have been trans- 

mitted down to him with the blood of his ancestors, 
But though he detested tyranny, be felt regard for the 
tyrant, from whom he had received the most signal 
benefits. Dlowever, at Jength breaking the ties of 
friendslup, le entered into a conspiracy which was 
to destroy his benefactor. On the other hand, Cas- 
sius was impetuous and proud, aud hated the per. 
son of Ceasar stl more than his cause; and he had 
often sought an opportunity of gratifying his revenge 
hy assassination. In order to give a colour of justice ta 
bicir proceeaings, the conspirators delayed the execa- 
tion of their designs til! the 15th of Mareh, on which 
day Cwsar was to he offered the crown. In the mean 
time several cirempstances whieh happened in some 
measure began to change jis tutention of attending the 
senate. However, one of the cousp.rators prevailed 
on him to keep his resolution by describing the pre- 
parations made for his appearance. As he proceeded 
to the senate, a slave wisned to inform lim of the con- 
spiracy, but could not cone near fim for the. crowd. 
It is said also that Artemidorns, a Greek philosopher, 
who had discovered the whole plot, delivered to him 
a memorial, which Cesar vave to his secretary with- 
out reading it. After taking his seat in the senate 
house, he was suddenly attacked by the conspiraters, 
against whose dag goers he bravely defended himself for: 
some time, till, sesing Brutus in the number, he faint- 
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iF eda, : “And you too, my sot re 0d covering. 
| his. face with his robe, resigned himself to his fate, 
Thus died Cosar-under fifty-three wounds, from hands 
which he vainly supposed had been disarmed by his 
benelits, or awed by his power, eg | 

The death of Cesar excited in the minds of the 
Roman people horror and detestation against his mur- 
derers. Marc,Antuny and Lepidus, ambitious of suc- 
ceeding to the power of the dictator, resolved to en- 
deavour to obtain it by avenging his death. Accord- 
ingly, Antony. after reading to the people the will of 
Cesar, by which be had begueathed them a great part 
of jus property, made an oration over the bleeding 
body, exposed in the foram, and so inflamed the minds 
of the populace, that ihe murderers of Casar would 
have met with iostani destruction, lad they noi preci- 
pitately escaped from the city. Antony, who had ex- 
cited this fame, m order to convert it to his own 
advantage, having gained the people by his zeal in the 
cause of Cwsar, endearcured to bring over the Senate 
by a seeming concern {or the freedom of the state. He 
demanded and obtained a guard for the security of his 
person, and every day continued to make rapid strides

was afterwards surnamed Augustus, we shall heneefor- 
ward designate by that. title... At this time. the state 
was divided into three distinct factions: that of*Au- | 
gustus, who aimed at procuring the inheritance of 
Cesar, and revenging his death; that of Antony, 
whose sole view was to obtain absolute power; and 
that of the conspirators, who wished to re-establish 
the liberty of Rome. 

The Senate having granted to Augustus the consul- 
ship, with powers superior to all law, he joined his 
forces with those of Antony and Lepidus. These 
three men resolved that the supreme authority should 
be lodged in their hands, under the title of the Triam- 
virate, for the space of five years; that the provinces | 
of the empire should be divided among them; and that 
all their enemies should be destroyed, of which each 
presented alist. By this last article of their union, 
which deserves the deepest condemnation, Lepidus 
gave up his brother Paulus to the vengeance of his 
colleagues: Antony permitted the proscription of his 
uncle-Lucius ; and Augustus, to his lasting disgraée, 
sacridiced Cicero. In this horrible proscription, three 
hundred ‘senators, and three’ thousand knights, were 


put to death, 
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horeid werhagéy Ciceto was one of those prin- 
eipally sooght't ithe: “Por soine time he rated wee 
‘malice of his pone es ee biward fore his Tus- - 
‘culan villa, towards the sea-side, with an intent to 
transport himself ditectly out of the reach of his ene- 
mies. He found a vessel ready, and presently embark-. 
ed, but the winds being adverse, he was.obliged to 
land, and spend the night on shore. The importuni- 
ty of his servants forced him again on board ; but, 
weary of life, he again went on shore, and proceeded 
to one of his country seats in the vicinity. He slept 
soundly for some time; but his servants having heard 
that he was pursued, once more forced bim away ina 
litter towards the slip. They were scarcely departed 
when the assassins arrived at lis house, ‘and, perceiv- 
ing him to be fled, pursued him immediately towards. 
the sea, and overtook bim in a wood near the shore. 
They cut off his head and his hands, which they car- 
ried to Rome as the most agreeable present to Antony, 
their cruel employer; who received them with extreme 
joy, rewarded the murderer with il large sum of wae a 
and placed Cicero’s head on the rostrum, whenoe ihe 
had often declaimed against tyranny and oppression. 
Thos died Cicero in the sixty-third yedr of his age.

against. Cesar, after being driven from Rome, went | 
into Greece, and persuaded the Roman students at. 
Athens to declare in the cause of freedom. . Then 
parting, the former raised a powerful army in Mace. 
donia, and the adjacent countries; while the latter 
‘went into Syria, where he soon mustered twelve le- 
gions. In short, they soon found themselves at the 
head of a flourishing army, and in a condition to sup- 
port a contest, on the event of which depended the 
empire of the world. This‘ astonishing success in 
raising levies, was in part owing to the apparent 
moderation of Brutus, who seemed desirous of promot- 
ing the welfare of bis country. 

Antony and Augustus having advanced into Mace- 
donia, Brutus and bis colleague passed over into 
Thrace, and arrived at the city of Philippi, near 
which the forces of the triumviri were pusted. The 
empire of the world once more depended on the fate 
of a battle; and all mankind regarded the approach- 
ing armies with terror and anxiety. Brutus only ap- 
peared to view these great events with calinness and 
tranquillity. The republican army consisted of eighty 
thousand foot, and twenty thousand horse ; whilst that 
of the triumviri cmounted to one hundred thomsand 
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Ae Oe m were diewis to a seapril engageunaatlt jn 
which the repubsionn leaders: seemed. to have ail. 
“eipated the _— i to have determined on a ¥o- 
‘duntary death, in gase of defeat. “The engagemeht 
was ‘obstinate’. and adfal; but the. precipitate’ de- 
‘epair ‘of Cassius finally ‘and fatally turaed the fortune 
- ofthe day against the. ‘republicans. The lives of Bru- 
| tus ‘and. Cassius were ‘terminated by their own hangs, 
: andywith ‘them expired the hopes of their sMow- 
ers. ig” | 
The triumviri now became irresistible, and, after 
this decisive battle, punished those whom they had 
formerly marked for vengeance. The people chiefly 
lamented to see the head of Brutus sent to Rome, te 
be thrown at the foot of Ceesar’s statue. The powei 
of the trinmviri being thus established on the ruin of 
the commonwealth, Antony went over into Greece. 
and thence passed into Asia, where all the monurchr 
of the East who acknowledged the dominion of Rome. 
came to pay him their obedience or-court his smiles. 
In this manner he proceeded from kingdom to king- 
dom, attended by a crowd of sovereigns, exacting con- 
tributions, distributing favours, and disposing 
crowns with capricious insolence. But among allth: 
sovereigns of the East, none had sucha distinguishes! 
place in his regard as Cleopatra, queen of Egypt, who. 
having received orders from Antony to clear herself 
some slight imputation of infidelity to his cause, s¢ 
captivated him with her beauty and address,’ thal 
abandonjng business (o satisfy his passion, he fotlow: 
ed her into Egypt. 
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“fob; ind thirteen.thousand horse, | _ Thag ‘prepared 

each side, they met and encamped near” Philippi, 

“city ob the confines of Thrace, situated upén a mou 
tain, towards the west of which a plain stretched its: 
by a rentle declivity, almost fifteen leagues, to tl 
hanks of the river Strymon. Jn this plain, about iv 
miles from the town, were two little hills at a mi: 
distant from each other, defended on one side b 
mountains, and on the other by a marsh which con 
rmiunicated with the sea. Upon those two bills Brata 
wed Cassins Oxed their camps, between which wa 
Keppra firm communication, and which nintualiy de 
fended each oblhorn “This sitvation coabled then: f 
elve or dechine o battle. tre seu tarnished then witl 
all kinds of provisions. and the ishind of Thasox. a 
twelve miles distance, served then fora eeneral ac 
gaze. On the other hand, the titania were en 
camped on the plains below, and oldteed to bring 
ther proyisions from a distaicr ci fifteen Jearues ; 
and if was Hicrefore their interest fu hasten an engage. 
ment. “Phis they offered sevecal times; but the pa- 
triots contented themselves with drawing up their 
iroops at the head of their camps, without descending 
tuto the plam. At jength, isrutas, beginning to sus- 
poet the fidelity of some of Lis officers, used all his 
inflneuce to persuatle Cassius to engage the enemy. 
Soun alter both armies, in attémpting to possess 
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He ¥emaitied for — time inthis country, induk 
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ing in the ‘most vicions refinement of voluptuor 
pleasur¥’ but Augustus having excited the jealous 
of Antony’s adherents by the distribution of ce rtab 
lands, he left kygypt to oppose Augustus in persor 
A reconciliation, however, being effected, all offence 
and affronts were mutually forgiven ; and to comun 
the union, a Wpatnlage was concluded between Anton. 
anil Octavia, the sister 0! fF Angustus. By a uew divi 
sion of the Roman empire, Augustus was to have the 
conduaud af the West; Antony of the East; and Le 
poids at the provinces in Africa. 

Bui Lepidus haying meurred the displeasure of An 
gustus, by attempting teoadd Sicily to his province 
he was deproed of all dus turme: power, add bautshed 
to Girceum. Antony bow alone remaued to prevent 
Augusti> from attaining sovereen and undivided 
power; and his character aud covet vreatly facilitat- 
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ead the designs which bir am!sticas rival had conceiv- 
ed against him. i ceadles i the bosiness of the state, 
he seemed to live only te pleasure, aud spent whole 
days and nights in the coispany of Cleupatra, who 
studied every art tu increase his passion, and vary his 
entertainments. He even proceeded to repudiate his 


wife Octavia, and marry Cleopaira, 
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Augustus e gerly laid: hold of the insult offered {c 
bb sister, as a sufficient provocation for declaring wat 
- agains, him, and avowed +his*intentions to the senate. 
. Accordingly, each sidé marie preparations ; but the 
conduct of Antony was so inconsistent and unwarlike, 
that he lost his military reputation, which had alotie 
supported bim, and began to be forsaken by his best 


friends, who considered him as rained. Antony delay- 





ed his army at Samos, and afterwards at other places, 
till his opponent had time to make ample and deliber- 
aie preparations for war, which was declared in form. 
Antony was followed by all the forces of the Last ; 
and Augustus by those of the west. 

A naval battle, fought near Actium, acity of Epirus, 
at the entrance cf the gulf Ambracia, decided the fate 
of the Roman world, which becume subject lo a sin. 
ole despot. Antony ranged his ships before the mouth 
of the gulf, and Augustus drew up bis Hect in opposi- 
tion. ‘lhe two land arniles, on opposite sides of the 
gulf, were only spectators of the engagement, and en- 
‘couraged their respective fleets. Antony was defeated, | 
chiefly through the treachery of Cleopatra, who fled 
in the midst of the battle, and whom the infatuated. 
Antony also followed, leaving his fleet at the: merey 


of his opponent. At length the naval forces of, A ntony, 





submicted to the conquerors ; and the troops 4 én hope 
following the example of the navy, vielded: inAugu 
tus without striking a blows 4 sy" Bee a oat 
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Augustus ot mdeacod with an ariny before the city 
of Pelusium, of which the governor, either wanting 
‘courag? to defend it, or previously instructed by Cleo- 
_ patra to give if up, permitted him to take possession 
‘without resist: ance; amd Augustus, having no obstacle 
in bis way to Alexandria, marched thither with all ex. 
pedition. Wpon his arrival, Antony sallied out to 
oppose him, and put the enetny’s cavalry to flight ; and 
this slight advantage once more revived his declining 
hopes, and determined him fo make a resolute and final 
effort both iy land aud sea. Qu the evening before 
the day;which was appointed for this last desperate 
atiempt, ie ordered a grand entertainment io be pre. 
pared. Let me Lye to-day,” said he to lus friends; 
“to-inoirow, perhaps, you may serve another 
master.” 

At break of day, Antony posicd the few troops that 
he had left upon a msing ground, near the city, and 
sent orders to his galleys to engave the enemy. He 
waited with his troops to behold, ond at first had the 
satisfaction to see them advance in vood order; but 
his joy was soon turned into rage, when his ships 
only saluted those of Augustus, and both fleets uniting 
together, sailed back into the harbour. At the same 
instant his cavalry also deserted to the enemy. ' How- 
ever. he.tried to lead*6n his infantr y> which were easily 
vanquished ; and ne himself was compelled to return , 
into the f.wn, - His rage was ungovernable, and he, 
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‘cried out in-an agony, that he was hetrayed by Cleo- 
‘patra; and, in fact, we stispicions were just, for it was 
by the secret orders of the queen that the fleet had 
| ‘passed over to Augustus, 

Antony‘ was now so humbled, that le only desired 
of the victor that his life might be spared, and that 
he might be allowed to pass the remainder of his days 
in obscurity, To these proposals, however, Augustus 
sent no answer. Antony, having received a false re. 
port that Cleopatra was dead, stabbed himself in the 
belly with his sword, and expired soon after. Cleopa- 
tra endeavoured to propitiate Augustus; bot finding 
that he intended tolead her as a captive in his triumph, 
she procured her death by au asp, which was convey- 


ed to lier in a basket ef figs. 
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EMPERGRS. | 
Augustus was now at the head of the most exten- 
sive empire which mankind had ever beheld. It con- 
tained—in Europe, among other countries, Italy, Gaul, 

Spain, Greece, Britam, and some part of Germany ;— 
in Asia; all the provinces known by the name. of Asia 
Minox, together with Armenia, Ryria, J udea, ‘Meso: 
potamia, and Media; and in Africa, Egypt, Numidia, 
Mauritania, ad Libya, , Fhe whole cowprised a a 
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extent of territory between, three: and four: thousand 
miles in length, and bilf as much in breadth, 

In*erder to lessen envy, and procure favqur, Au- 
gustus disguised his new despotism under fi miliar 
names, which were allowed by the constitution that he 
had destroyed. He assumed the title of Emperor, to 
preserve authority; he caused himself to be created 
Tribune, that he might manage the people; and 
Prince of the senate, that he might govern them. 
However, he ¢onsidered for a long time whether he 
shonld heep the empire, or restore the people to their 
ancient liberty, the éxamples of Cwsar and Sylla ope- 
rating upon him ina dillcrent manner. At length, by 
the advice of Mecanas, whe described the empire as 
too great and unwieldy to subsist without the most 
vigorous master, and Bkely io fall into pieces under 
several rulers, Augustus was easily prevailed on to 
preserve that power which he had so hardly laboured 
to obtain. 

Fu order, however, to impress the people with an 
idea of his magnanimity, he pretended a wish to relin- 
quish the sovereign power; but “ull unanimously be- 
seeching him to continue the eoverument, he comphi- 
ed, app vently with reluctance, though doubtless with 
real pleasure. He assumed the a, eE only for 
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him the surname. of Augustus, bd 
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title of Father of his country, and ‘declared his person 
sail and inviok ible. “When he entered into his tenth

and the happiness of the people. By lis exceijent 
counsels all publec affairs were conducted, and the 
most salutary Jaws enacted, for the remedy of public 
grievances, aud even fur the correction of the morals 
of the people, To lus patronage literature and the 


arts owed their advancement and sapport. tn short, 


py the influence and wise instructions of his minister, 


Augustus assumed those virtues to which his heart 
was a stranger, and which had so beneficial an effect 
on the happiness of his subjects, 

\ Indeed, the ‘accumulation of titles and employments 
did not diminish the assiidaty of Augustus in fulfilling 
the tuties of each. ~ By his command, several very 
wholesome edicts w ere passed, tending to supprese

people, vide ordained that;none should exhibit a shew 
of ghadiators witbout orders from the senate, and 
then not oftener than twice a year. ‘The krhgits , and 
geome women of the first distinction, had ex tit koa 
themselves as dancers upon the the eatre ; but he ‘Or 
dered -that not only they, but their children and 
grand-children, should be restrained in future from 
such exercises. He fined many who had ‘refused to 
marry at a certain age, aud rewarded such as had 
several children. Tle enacted that virgins should not 
marry till twelve vears of age, aud permitted any per- 
son to kill an adulterer taken im the fact. Adding to 
the outward dignity of the senators what he had taken 
from their real power, he ordered that they should be 
always held mm great reverence. No man was to have 
the freedom of the cits con erred upon tim without 
a previous examimation inio his merit and character. 
He appouted new rules and limits to the manumission 
of slaves, and was himself a very strict observer of 
them. That he might prevent bribery in suing for 
offices, he took considgrable sims of money from thé 
candidates by way of 8 cee ; and if any indirect prac- 
tices were proved against ihem, they were obliged to 
forfeit all. These,and many other laws, all tending to 
extirpate vice, or deter from crimes, gave the marners , 
of the people another complexion ; and the rough cha-* 
racter of <he Romans ' was now softened into refinement. 
His siation placing him abot, equality, he-maé: 
familiar with all, and suffered himself to be repri-. 
manded with the most patierit humility. One of his. 
veteran : soldicrs having iritreatéd» his protection ina 
law-suit, Augustua took little notice of his requests’ 
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‘aad desired him to apply to an advocate. “Ah!” r 
pied the soldier, “I did net serve you by proxy a at tl 

ttt feof ‘Actium” . This reply so pleased Augustu 
that he pleaded his cause in person, and gained it fo 
him. “He was so affable, that he returned the: salute. 
tiovis of the meanest person. One dav, a peivon pre 
sented him with a petition with so much awe, tha 
Avegustus was displeased with his manners, and said 
“What! friend, you seem as if you were offering some. 
thing to a tiger, and not to a man:-~—be bolder.” As 
he was sitting. on the tribunal in judgment one day, 
Mecenas perceived by lis temper that be was inclin- 
ed to be severe; and not being able to approach 
him for the crowd, he threw into his lap a paper, on 
which was written, *‘ Arise, executioner”’ Augustus, 
after reading it, immediatély rose, and pardoned those 
whom he was disposed to condemn. Cornelius Cinna, 
the grandson of Pompey. entered into a very dangerous 
conspiracy against him; it the plot being discovered 
before it was ripe for execution, Angustus sent for 
him, and addressed him as follows: “1 have twice 
given you your life, first as aa cnemy, and now as a 
conspirator.” This generosity bad such an effect, that 
from that instant conspiracies ceased to be formed 
against the emperor. 

During along reign of forty years, Augustus seem- 
ed to find his own happiness in that of his people, 
whom he studied to preserve in peace. The wars cape: 
ried on tu the distant provinces, rather aimed at enforee. 
ing submission than extending dominion; but the 
Romga.arms were still generally ctowned with success. 
Augustus had married Livia, the. widow of Tiberius» 
Nero, who had two sons by her formey husbatid:’, 
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“Hiberius and: Drasus, | “The latter was ben th: 
months after she had heen married to Augustus. 
forma, whom he afterwards: adopted, and who :- 
pie ‘him in the. empire, was an able general, but 
a suspicious temper. Drasus died on, his return fre 
on expedition against the Germans, and left Augusit 
nconsolable for his loss.

: himself, from the cares of the empire, and died a 
Nola, in Campania, in the seventy-sixth year of his are 
and the forty-fourth of his reign. One Nuamerisut 
Atticus, willing to convert the adulation of the timed 
to his own benefit, received a large sum of money fot 
swearing that he saw him ascending towards heaven, 
Such were the honours paid to Augustus, whose 
reigti began in the slaughter, and terminated in the 
happmess of bis subjects; and of whom it has been 
said, ‘that it would have been @ood for mankind had 
his life been prolonged.” He gave the gavernment an 
air suited to the disposition of tlhe times, and indulged 
his subjects in seeing the appearance of a re publie,. 
while in reality he made them happy in the effects of 
amost absolute monarchy, guided by the utmost pru- 
dence. The long peace which his subjects enjoyed, 
may be entirely ascribed to his moderation; and about 
the middlé of his reign, the greatest part of mankind 
saw thentselves, at once, professing obedience tocwe 
“monarch, and in perfeek harmony with each other, ;
